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Report  of  the  Diocesan  Secretary, 

To  the  N.  C.  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary: 

As  we  come  together  year  by  year  for  these  meetings 
they  become  seasons  of  retrospection  as  well  as  introspec- 
tion. And  so,  my  dear  friends,  we  recall  the  fact,  that 
at  our  last  gathering  we  congratulated  ourselves  that  we 
were  entering  upon  the  new  century,  with  its  open  door, 
on  the  which  was  written  by  God  Himself,  Opportunity, 
Responsibility.  One  step  within  its  portals  has  been 
taken,  one  mile-stone  passed.  And  where  do  we  find  our- 
selves !  How  many  of  us  have  prayed  with  the  fervency 
that  brings  one  to  realize  that  God  and  the  Soul  are  the 
two  great  realities  in  life  ?  How  many  of  us  have  studied 
to  know  the  needs  of  the  Church,  and  have  followed  the 
standard-bearers  in  the  fields  far  distant,  or  even  -within 
our  own  borders?  How  many  of  us  have  given  until 
we  feel  the  pain  of  giving?  How  many  of  us  have 
studied  to  know  God's  holy  will  in  regard  to  that  greater 
gift  of  selff  Hovv^  many  of  us  have  cared  to  know,  if 
we  as  a  Diocesan  Branch  have  accomplished  the  work 
set  before  us  a  year  ago?  How  many  of  us  have  cared 
if  our  own  Father  in  God,  or  the  Diocesan  across  the 
mountain  has  relied  on  our  promise  of  gifts,  and  felt  the 
pang  of  disappointment  in  developing  some  cherished 
plan  because  we  have  failed?  How  many  of  us  have 
glanced  back  at  the  door  of  Opportunity,  and  closed  our 
eyes  ere  we  read  that  other  soul-stirring  word  Responsi- 
bility? If  the  century  opened  the  door  of  Opportunity 
for  us,  my  friends,  then  throughout  the  century,  living  or 
dying,  the  responsibility  is  ours. 

The  seal  of  Baptism  has  pledged  us  to  fight  manfully. 
And  for  this  cause  are  we  come  together.     It  is  not  a 


work  of  supererogation,  but  a  duty  laid  upon  us  by  the 
privilege  of  our  inheritance.  Attendance  on  the  annual 
meetings  gives  the  pulse  of  Auxiliary  life.  We  should 
have  one  delegate,  at  least,  from  each  branch.  During 
the  year  now  closing  our  statistics  show  that  we  have 
done  well,  but  not  so  well  that  we  could  not  have  done 
better.  We  have  gained  86  members — whereas,  little 
more  than  a  year  ago  we  set  before  ourselves  the  blessed 
hope  that  the  500  active  workers  should  each  bring  in 
one  new,  earnest,  zealous  member.  Surely  there  are  one 
thousand  women  in  the  Diocese  who  should  recognize 
the  need  the  Church  has  for  their  work.  "The  Mission- 
ary spirit  is  the  test  of  Christian  character." 

In  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte,  one  branch  fails  to 
report  any  work  done,  and  the  membership  from  one 
branch  in  the  Convocation  of  Tarboro  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  another  branch.  The  number  of  branches  in 
the  Convocation  of  Raleigh  is  just  the  same,  while  there 
has  been  a  gain  of  two  branches  in  the  Convocation  of 
Salisbury.  The  little  church  which  we  helped  to  build 
three  years  ago  is  now  an  active  Mission,  and  has  organ- 
ized a  branch  of  the  Auxiliary. 

The  improvement  in  the  observance  of  the  Intercessory 
Days  has  been,  marked.  Charlotte  observed  all  four 
days,  and  so  did  Hillsboro,  Louisburg,  Oxford,  and  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Raleig^h,  Tai^boro  and  Wilson;  the 
other  branches  generally  varied  from  one  to  three.  The 
observance  of  the  week  of  self-denial  during  the  Septem- 
ber Ember  season  in  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh  was 
marked  with  earnestness,  and  the  free-will  offerings  more 
than  met  the  pledge  of  $50  made  by  us  for  Mrs.  Jeoff- 
roy's  school  in  Beaufort.  The  Advent  Ember  week  was 
not  so  faithfully  kept  by  any  Convocation  or  number  of 
branches,  and  consequently  our  wish  to  send  $200  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was  not  fulfilled.  I  believe  these 
weeks  of  self-denial,  observed  with  faithful  attendance 


on  the  Church  services,  accompanied  by  gifts,  made  by 
sacrificing  self,  shall  bring  to  us  that  spirit  of  humility 
so  acceptable  to  our  Lord  and  Master,  and  so  fill  our 
treasury  that  we  shall  not  close  another  fiscal  year  with 
any  bright  hopes  unrealized.  We  all  know  the  result  of 
small  systematic  gifts.     Shall  we  not  try  it,  for  one  year 


more 


We  have  gone  beyond  any  preceding  year  in  our  gifts 
of  money^by  $353.20,  yet  we  find  that  we  still  need  $121.00 
to  send  to  those  fields  where  we  had  hoped  to  make  larger 
gifts.  We  set  for  ourselves  generous  giving,  and  still  I 
think  a  little  more  effort  and  diligence  and  we  might  come 
up  to  our  most  sanguine  hopes.  Shall  we  not  at  once 
repair  the  work  ?  Can  we  not  devise  a  plan  for  securing 
this  money  and  sending  it  at  once  to  the  fields  where  it  is 
so  much  needed? 

There  are  other  duties  pressing  for  attention.  I  fear 
we  are  far  from  appreciating  the  importance  of  the  C.  P. 
C.  work.  We  do  not  realize  the  joy  and  comfort  a  Church 
paper  or  a  magazine  becomes  to  some  isolated  family  in 
a  Missionary  field,  or  even  to  some  poor  woman  or  inva- 
lid, unable  to  procure  the  luxury  of  light  or  religious 
literature.  Miss  Cameron  asked  for  $25.00  for  this  work, 
and  we  have  sent  only  $15.00. 

In  regard  to  the  United  Offering,  Miss  Emery  reminds 
us  that  in  1898  the  offering  from  North  Carolina  was 
$803.40.  To-day  we  have  in  hand  only  $371  for  the 
offering  to  be  made  in  October  in  San  Francisco.  What 
shall  we  do  to  redeem  the  time?  Shall  we  act  on  her 
suggestion?  She  writes:  "In  your  Diocese  there  are 
twenty  Parishes  and  organized  Missions  which,  appar- 
ently, had  no  share  whatever  in  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary 
last  year ;  could  not  an  attempt  be  made  to  obtain  from  the 
women  in  each  one  of  these  some  contribution  for  our 
offering  ?  In  every  Parish  where  there  is  a  branch  there 
are  women  who  do  not  know  of  it,  and  so  do  not  care. 


Cannot  you  institute  some  plan  for  telling  them  ?  Cannot 
every  interested  member  of  the  Auxiliary  take  as  a  special 
duty  this  year  the  work  of  interesting  some  one  uninter- 
ested ?  We  have  a  large  possible  force  of  helpers — every 
woman  in  the  Church,  old  and  young,  to  the  smallest 
baby  girl  just  taken  back  from  the  font  with  the  waters 
of  Holy  Baptism  still  shining  on  her  forehead. 

"We  cannot  excuse  ourselves  from  such  a  task  as  we 
suggest  by  reasons  of  one's  poverty  or  another's  riches. 
We  have  a  worthy  opportunity  to  present,  in  which  every 
woman  of  the  Church  may  be  well  pleased  to  join  and 
grateful  for  the  privilege.  Let  us  fill  ourselves  with  the 
sense  of  this  opportunity  and  this  privilege,  and  in  the 
ardor  of  our  own  enthusiasm,  kindle,  with  the  blessing  of 
God's  Holy  Spirit,  the  enthusiasm  of  others." 

Such  a  course  well  carried  out  will  be  a  great  help  to 
our  United  Offering  Secretary,  and  may  make  our  share 
in  the  offering  worthy  of  the  Diocese.  Miss  Emery  also 
writes  of  many  plans  for  making  each  Diocesan  Branch 
realize  more  than  ever  before  her  identity  with  the  Board 
of  Missions ;  these  plans  we  shall  consider  later  in  the 
day. 

And  now  as  regards  Missionary  Study.  First  of  all, 
I  wish  to  say  that  as  a  Diocesan  Branch  I  fear  we  do  not 
keep  in  touch  with  the  monthly  conference  of  Diocesan 
Officers  held  in  New  York  the  3d  Thursday  of  each 
month.  It  is  our  privilege  and  duty  to  share  in  these 
conferences  and  yet  month  by  month  and  year  by  year 
we  fail  to  claim  our  privilege.  Would  we  not  be  benefited 
by  having  the  Diocese  represented  once  or  even  twice  dur- 
ing the  year  at  these  conferences?  Thus  brought  in 
touch  with  the  Board  of  Missions,  we  shall  feel  a  deeper, 
more  intense  interest,  in  the  progress  of  the  Church.  The 
South  has  ever  been  a  laggard  in  pushing  her  claims ;  we 
need  to  be  more  aggressive.  The  observance  of  the  noon- 
day prayer  alone  in  the  great  center  of  our  work,  and  in 


the  building  erected  by  the  Board,  and  the  chapel  set 
apart  for  the  Sanctuary  of  Missions,  would  be  a  blessing 
any  one  of  us  might  crave. 

I  still  wish  to  urge  that  leaders  of  classes  give  more 
time  and  thought  to  the  preparations  for  study ;  be  sure 
that  material  is  accessible  for  the  class — have  a  well  de- 
fined course  marked  out,  in  which  one  subject  shall  fol- 
low another.  Our  representative  on  the  J.  A.  P.  C.  has 
arranged  a  most  excellent  course.  The  Spirit  of  Mis- 
sions has  given  a  course,  and  a  series  of  subjects  can 
easily  be  selected  from  either  of  these.  Mrs.  Van  Land- 
ingham  is  always  ready  to  aid  those  who  wish  assistance, 
and  Miss  Beach,  of  Hartford,  holds  herself  in  readiness 
to  send  literature  or  answer  questions  on  any  subject. 

As  we  go  about  our  daily  duties,  why  may  we  not  ever 
bear  in  mind  the  command  of  our  blessed  Lord,  ''Go  ye." 
A  prayer  breathed  in  behalf  of  the  laborer  far  away,  a 
daily  offering  at  the  midday  hour,  of  the  petition,  "Thy 
kingdom  come,"  a  faithful  division  of  the  earthly  goods 
committed  to  our  keeping,  must  be  acceptable  to  our 
Father  as  obedience  to  the  command.  We  who  are  left 
by  "the  stuff"  should  realize  more  and  more,  that  to  us  is 
entrusted  the  reserve  force  for  those  who  are  literally  in 
the  field ;  who  can  measure  the  sustaining  power  of  con- 
stant prayer,  the  sending  of  a  word  of  cheer,  and  the 
necessity  for  money,  to  the  worker  in  the  heat  of  the  day  ? 
If  we  have  been  guilty  of  the  sin  of  omission  in  the  past, 
my  friends,  let  us  give  more  earnest  heed  to  these  things 
for  all  time  to  come. 

Let  us  make  this  year  a  red  letter  day  in  the  history  of 
the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Auxiliary — distinctive 
for  fervent  prayer,  faithful  service,  and  generous  giving, 
leaving  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  the  developments  both 
for  ourselves  and  for  those  whom  we  wish  to  help.

MINUTES* 

On  the  afternoon  of  May  twenty-second,  the  day  pre- 
ceding the  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  a  meeting  of  officers  was  held  at  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  R.  W.  Winston,  There  were  present 
Miss  Horner,  Diocesan  Secretary;  Mrs.  Wilkes,  Hono- 
rary Secretary;  Miss  Mattie  Bailey,  Secretary  for  the 
Convocation  of  Raleigh ;  Miss  Agnes  Hairston,  of  the 
Convocation  of  Salisbury ;  Mrs.  Hill,  of  the  Convocation 
of  Tarboro;  Mrs.  A.  B.  Hunter,  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee ;  Mrs.  Paxon  Watters,  Secretary  of  Junior  Auxili- 
ary; Mrs.  F.  H.  Busbee,  Secretary  for  United  Offering; 
Miss  Hilliard,  Recording  Secretary. 

The  following  suggestions  were  made,  which  were  of- 
fered as  resolutions  at  the  annual  meeting  on  the  follow- 
ing day  and  passed : 

I.  That  the  Ember  days  in  September  be  observed  as  a 
season  of  prayer  and  self-denial  for  the  cause  of  Missions, 
the  proceeds  of  self-denial  to  be  given  to  the  Bishop  of 
Asheville  for  Missionary  work  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

H.  That  the  first  week  in  Advent  be  observed  in  a  simi- 
lar manner  and  the  fruits  of  self-denial  be  given  to  Bishop 
Cheshire  to  be  used  in  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

HI.  That  the  vigil  of  the  Feast  of  the  Annunciation  be 
observed  as  a  day  of  intercession  for  Missions,  with  spe- 
cial offering  for  Domestic  Missions. 

IV.  That  the  vigil  of  the  Feast  of  the  Transfiguration 
be  observed  in  like  manner,  with  special  offering  for  the 
Thompson  Orphanage. 

V.  That  the  objects  for  which  the  Auxiliary  shall  work 
and  the  amount  that  they  shall  endeavor  to  raise  be  the 
same  as  last  year. 

VI.  That  the  word  pledge,  in  relation  to  the  amount  to 
be  raised,  be  dropped,  the  sums  named  for  the  different 
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objects  being  those  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  reached,  but 
the  deficit  not  to  be  considered  a  debt. 

VII.  That  if  the  amount  raised  during  the  coming  year 
should  exceed  the  amount  set  before  the  Auxiliary  to  be 
raised,  the  excess  go  to  meet  the  deficit  for  the  past  year. 
All  offerings  at  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  used  for  the 
same  purpose. 

VIII.  That  the  offerings  made  during  the  self-denial 
weeks  and  on  the  intercessory  days  be  entered  on  reports. 

IX.  That  definite  courses  of  study  be  adopted  and  car- 
ried out  by  the  different  Parish  Branches. 

X.  That  Miss  Kate  Cheshire  be  asked  to  decorate  the 
envelope  in  which  North  Carolina's  contribution  to  the 
United  Offering  be  carried  to  San  Francisco. 

XL  That  the  value  of  Convocational  meetings  be  em- 
phasized and  the  Convocational  Secretaries  be  urged  to 
call  at  least  one  such  meeting  each  year. 

The  Annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions  was 
held  in  Durham,  on  Thursday,  May  twenty-third,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  one.  The  day  was  opened  with  an  early 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communiion  at  St.  Philip's 
Church.  Morning  Prayer  at  nine  o'clock  was  also  said 
at  the  Church,  after  which  the  delegates  to  the  annual 
meeting  repaired  to  Pythian  Hall,  where  the  session  was 
opened  by  an  address  by  the  Bishop.  After  commending 
the  work  of  the  women  for  the  year  just  closed  and 
thanking  them  for  the  assistance  rendered  him  in  his 
work,  the  Bishop  spoke  especially  of  the  approaching  tri- 
ennial meeting  in  San  Francisco,  and  of  the  United 
Offering  to  be  made  at  that  time,  and  recommending  that 
our  delegate  to  that  meeting  be  instructed  to  cast  her  vote 
for  designating  two-thirds  of  that  offering  for  the  train- 
ing and  support  in  the  fields  of  women  workers,  and  one- 
third  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Mrs.  John  Bennet,  of  Wades- 
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boro,  Secretary  for  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte,  to  fill 
the  place  left  vacant  by  the  resignation,  a  year  ago,  of 
Mrs.  Van  Landingham,  of  Charlotte.

Mrs.   Wilkes  of   Charlotte,   our  Honorary   Secretary, 
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made  an  earnest  address,  in  which  she  spoke  especialh-  of 
the  triennial  meeting,  the  United  Offering,  and  more  par- 
ticularly of  the  Missionary  Exhibit  to  be  held  in  San 
Francisco  at  the  time  of  the  triennial  meeting,  and  which 
it  is  hoped  will  serve  to  interest  each  Diocese  and  Juris- 
diction in  every  other ;  and  to  which  each  Diocese  is  urged 
to  send,  as  gift  or  loan,  articles  of  interest  illustrating  its 
work  and  history. 

Mrs.  Hanks,  of  Durham,  in  a  very  graceful  address  of 
welcome,  gave  an  interesting  history  of  the  phenomenal 
growth  of  the  city  of  Durham  and  St.  Philip's  Parish 
during  the  last  twenty-six  years.  The  church  was  begun 
with  six  communicants,  in  a  tiny  village  by  a  young  man 
in  deacon's  orders.  It  has  become  a  strong  parish,  with 
236  communicants,  and  is  a  powerful  influence  for  good 
in  the  busy  city  now  one  of  the  most  important  in  that 
section  of  the  State,  over  which  the  then  young  deacon 
now  presides  as  Bishop.  Our  Diocesan  Secretary  read 
her  annual  report,  and  made  an  earnest  appeal  for  more 
zealous  work  in  the  future.  Her  report  showed  that  for 
some  of  the  objects  for  which  we  had  been  working  we 
had  fallen  short  of  the  amount  set  before  us — notably  for 
St.  Augustine's  School,  for  the  Bishop  of  Asheville,  and 
for  Bishop  Cheshire's  Missionary  work,  and  for  some  ob- 
jects the  amount  proposed  had  been  exceeded.  There 
was  an  inspiring  note  of  hopeful  courage  in  Miss  Hor- 
ner's words,  and  her  desire  that  the  same  amounts  for  the 
same  objects  should  be  set  before  the  society  for  the  next 
year  was  gladly  acceded  to. 

Mrs.  Watters,  the  Secretary  for  the  Junior  Auxiliary, 
read  an  interesting  and  encouraging  report  of  the  work 
under  her  care.  Reports  were  read  by  the  Convocational 
Secretaries  of  Salisbury  and  Raleigh.  In  the  absence  of 
any  Secretary  of  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte,  Miss  Hor- 
ner, who  has  been  doing  that  work  for  the  past  year,  read 
the  report  of  that  Convocation.     The  Convocational  re- 
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ports  showed  the  good  results  of  the  meetings  of  the  Aux- 
iliary of  the  Convocations.  Mrs.  F.  H.  Busbee,  Secretary 
for  the  United  Offering,  made  an  interesting  report,  and 
expressed  her  surprise  at  finding  so  many  women  well  in- 
formed on  most  subjects  knowing  little  of  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  even  less  of  the  Woman's  Auxili- 
ary. After  the  pause  for  the  Noonday  Prayer,  which 
was  offered  by  Mrs.  Wilkes,  Mrs.  Hunter  gave  an  eight- 
minutes  talk  about  St.  Augustine's  School  and  St.  Agnes' 
Hospital,  dwelling  especially  on  the  industrial  work  in  the 
school,  the  usefulness  of  the  library,  and  the  efficient  work 
of  Dr.  Hayden  in  the  hospital. 

The  point  of  interest  towards  which  all  thoughts  were 
turned  was  the  Triennial  Meeting  in  San  Francisco  next 
October,  and  the  United  Offering  which,  as  is  customary 
will  be  made  at  that  time.  After  some  discussion  it  was 
decided  that  North  Carolina's  delegate  should  be  in- 
structed to  cast  her-  vote  for  having  this  offering  desig- 
nated for  the  training  and  support  in  the  field  of  women 
workers. 

A  motion  to  ask  Miss  Kate  Cheshire  to  decorate  the 
envelope  in  which  North  Carolina's  contribution  shall 
be  carried  to  San  Francisco,  was  made  and  carried  by  a 
rising  vote. 

After  a  delightful  lunch  served  in  the  Pythian  banquet 
hall  by  the  ladies  of  the  Durham  Branch,  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Diocesan  Secretary.  The  opening 
service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gamble,  of  Tarboro, 
who  spoke  on  the  need  of  prayer  for  Missions.  His  ad- 
dress was  full  of  encouragement  and  appreciation  for  the 
work  and  the  workers.  Mr.  John  Wood,  Secretary  of 
the  General  Board,  spoke  on  the  importance  of  knowledge 
to  those  who  would  be  efficient  workers,  and  made  an  elo- 
quent plea  for  more  reading  and  study  about  Missions. 
He  also  spoke  of  the  Missionary  work  in  Japan,  calling 
especial  attention  to  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
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of  the  newly  organized  national  branch  of  the  Church  in 
that  country.  Dr.  Pittinger  spoke  on  work  for  Missions, 
especially  of  the  propelling  force,  the  love  of  Christ,  the 
constraining  and  guiding  force,  knowledge  of  the  work. 

Miss  Mann,  in  whose  work,  life,  and  sufferings  in  Japan 
we  have  so  keenly  sympathized,  and  whom  having  not 
seen  we  have  loved  and  looked  upon  as  our  own  Mission- 
ary, spoke  to  us  face  to  face,  telling  us  not  of  the  hard- 
ships but  of  the  blessedness  of  her  work,  of  her  love  for 
those  for  whom  she  worked,  and  of  their  affection  for  her, 
which  lightened  her  labors  and  sweetened  her  lot. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  ladies  of  the  Durham  Branch 
was  moved,  and  carried  by  a  rising  vote,  the  ladies  re- 
maining standing  while  Miss  Horner  expressed  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  visitors  of  the  gracious  hospitality  which 
they  had  received.  Mr.  Richard  Battle,  in  the  name  of 
the  Auxiliary  and  the  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Convoca- 
tion, also  thanked  the  ladies  of  Durham  for  their  hospital- 
ity in  a  few  apt,  witty  and  graceful  words.  After  a 
collection  was  taken  for  Missions,  the  singing  of  the 
Doxology  closed  a  very  well  attended,  satisfactory  and 
enjoyable  meeting.

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Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Raleigh  Convocation* 

The  financial  report  submitted  to  our  Diocesan  Secre- 
tary will  show  an  increase  of  $183.12  in  the  Raleigh  Con- 
vocation during  the  past  year  and  a  gain  of  41  members. 

Fifty  dollars  were  pledged  by  the  North  Carolina 
Branch  for  Mrs.  Jeoffroy's  work  at  our  annual  meeting. 
The  Raleigh  Convocation  sent  $57.45  as  the  result  of  Self- 
Denial  Week.  There  is  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  inter- 
est in  the  general  Mission  work.  Only  one  letter  gave 
these  discouraging  words  of  the  past :  ''The  members  take 
no  interest  in  the  Auxiliary,  only  pay  their  dues."  Christ 
Church,  Raleigh,  and  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  are  doing  fine 
work  among  the  mill  people  in  each  city.  Christ  Church 
sustains  a  free  school,  chiefly  for  mill  hands,  the  expense 
is  borne  by  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  but  the  wo- 
men of  the  Auxiliary  have  organized  sewing  schools  and 
guilds  for  the  women  and  children,  and  work  among  them 
nursing  the  sick,  or  teaching  a  better  way  of  living.  All 
denominations  notice  an  improvement  in  that  section  of 
the  city. 

It  is  of  peculiar  interest  that  Durham  leads  the  North 
Carolina  Branch  again  this  year,  as  it  is  one  of  the  young- 
est branches.  There  are  two  Missions  among  the  mill 
people — one  at  East  Durham  and  one  at  West  Durham — 
supported  by  the  Brotherhood,  in  which  the  members  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  take  active  part.  As  Sunday 
school  teachers,  in  the  choir  and  in  active  work  among  the 
people,  together  with  regular  monthly  contributions  to 
these  Missions,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  St.  Philip's  is 
setting  an  example  in  the  work  that  is  ''next  thing  to  do." 

St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  and  the  people  of  Carey  no 
longer  need  the  assistance  which  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
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of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  has  given  for  several 
years.  The  Church  has  a  foothold  in  Carey  now.  An 
enthusiastic  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  during 
the  Convocation  at  Oxford,  July  13th  of  last  year,  set  a 
high  standard  for  all  future  gatherings. 

We  have  sustained  two  removals,  by  death,  of  two  most 
efficient  officers.  Mrs.  White,  President  of  the  Louis- 
burg  Branch,  and  Mrs.  Collier  Cobb,  Secretary  of  the 
Chapel  Hill  Branch.  Their  sympathy  and  co-operaJtion 
at  all  times  are  gratefully  remembered. 

The  Tarboro  Convocation  is  to  be  congratulated  in 
gaining  Mrs.  Burgwyn,  our  former  Treasurer  of  the 
Henderson  Branch.  The  work  at  St.  Ambrose  (Col.) 
needs  especial  praise. 

We  would  earnestly  recommend  the  observance  of  the 
Weeks  of  Self-Denial,  and  the  Days  of  Intercession,  as 
the  increase  in  the  work  in  parishes  where  the  services  are 
held  grows  faster  each  year.

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Report  of  the  Church  Periodical  Clab  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina* 

My  De:ar  Miss  Horner  :  I  herewith  submit  the  twelfth 
Annual  Report  of  our  Diocesan  branch  of  the  Church 
Periodical  Club.  As  usual,  the  report  is  very  incomplete, 
as  it  seems  impossible  to  impress  upon  all  of  our  Librari- 
ans the  necessity  of  making  a  tabulated  statement  each 
year  of  the  work,  be  it  much  or  little,  that  they  have  been 
able  to  do ;  and  until  they  shall  each  one  learn  the  obliga- 
tions of  office — that  whoever  serves  must  of  necessity 
give  an  account  of  his  stewardship — we  cannot  know  just 
how  much  is  done  by  our  branch  of  this  important,  be- 
cause most  useful  and  helpful  organization.  On  the 
whole,  however,  the  past  year  has  been  the  most  active 
and  saticfaotory  of  our  C.  P.  C.  life.  The  majority  of  our 
Librarians  have  put  their  hearts  in  the  work,  and  when 
the  heart  is  enlisted  the  hands  do  not  soon  tire. 

I  have  still  to  report  that  by  far  too  many  of  our 
branches  have  not  yet  taken  up  the  C.  P.  C.  work,  but  I 
shall  not  cease  to  try  to  win  them  to  it.  We  have  twenty- 
four  parishes  enrolled  with  us ;  but  St.  Paul's,  Winston- 
Salem  ;  Grace  Church,  Warrenton ;  and  St.  Luke's,  Salis- 
bury, are  without  Librarians ;  and  Christ's  Church,  Ral- 
eigh ;  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson ;  Emmanuel  Mission, 
Southern  Pines ;  and  St.  Paul's,  Louisburg,  failed  to  re- 
port ;  and  the  Chapel  Hill  branch  is  hardly  yet  organized. 
What  we  have  done,  as  compiled  from  the  seventeen  (17) 
reports  that  were  returned  to  me  is  as  follows : 

We  have  twenty  (20)  Librarians;  eighty-nine  (89) 
persons  contributing;  one  hundred  and  eight  (108)  peri- 
odicals are  being  sent  for  the  current  year;  sixty  (60) 
books;  five  (5)  Bibles;  one  (i)  Testament;  forty  (40) 
Prayer-books;  twenty-eight  (28)  Hymnals;  sixty  (60) 
Psalters;  seven  (7)  Catechisms ;  twelve  (12)  tracts;  nine 
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hundred  and  sixty  (960)  cards;  twenty  (20)  carols;  two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-six  (2,766)  odd  num- 
bers of  magazines  and  papers ;  and  six  calendars  have 
been  distributed  and  two  boxes  of  miscellaneous  literature 
that  was  not  counted  have  been  sent  out. 

This  amount  is  very  small,  as  representing  the  combined 
C.  P.  C.  work  of  an  entire  Diocese ;  but  it  is  larger  than 
ever  before,  and,  therefore,  as  indicating  growth,  it  is 
encouraging. 

Our  contributions  of  money  to  the  Central  Office  since 
August  last,  so  far  as  I  know,  have  been  only  fifteen  dol- 
lars and  forty-three  cents  ($15.43).  We  ought  not  to 
give  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  each  year,  and 
that  would  be  but  a  meagre  return  for  all  that  the  Diocese 
receives  from  the  C.  P.  C. 

When,  oh  when,  will  we  believe  our  blessed  Lord  when 
He  says:  ''It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive?" 
Why  can  we  not  have  faith  enough  to  take  Him  at  His 
word,  and  at  least  make  experiment  of  their  truth?  If 
all  of  our  Auxiliary  branches  would,  each  one,  count  one 
dollar  as  an  annual  appropriation  for  the  C.  P.  C.  work  in 
the  New  York  office,  we  could  readily  double  our  present 
contribution,  which  is  largely  individual,  and  we  ought 
to  do  it. 

The  Church  Periodical  Club  does  as  purely  missionary 
work  as  any  clergyman  who  leaves  all  to  teach  the  heathen 
in  distant  lands.  Its  benefactions  girdle  the  earth  and  go 
into  its  far  away,  remotest  corners,  both  by  land  and  sea. 
Its  ministrations  of  mercy  are  limited  only  by  the  lack  of 
money.  It  must  prepay  all  charges  on  whatever  it  gives 
away ;  and  whether  it  is  by  mail  or  express,  by  freight  or 
by  steamer,  that  its  packages  are  sent,  the  transportation 
of  them  has  a  value  in  dollars  or  cents  that  has  to  be  pre- 
paid. And  I  think  we  might  at  least  send  them,  money 
enough  to  pay  for  what  is  sent  into  our  own  Diocese,  even 
if  we  did  no  more.     If  we  are  not  willing  to  help  others,

we  should  at  least  be  willing  to  pay  the  expense  of  what 
we  get. 

Dear  friends  and  fellow-workers,  shall  we  not  try  to  do 
better  next  year?  Not  only  in  the  matter  of  more  help 
to  the  Central  office,  but  in  the  whole  conduct  of  the 
work?  Let  us,  each  one,  make  a  personal  effort  to  send 
out  literature  to  those  who  lack ;  to  encourage  our  parish 
Librarians  by  a  hearty  sympathy  and  co-operation  in  their 
work,  which  is  not  always  either  easy  or  pleasant ;  and  to 
do,  oh,  simple  yet  wide-reaching,  all-embracing  rule :  ''To 
do  unto  others  as  we  would  they  should  do  unto  us."  If 
we  will  but  keep  this  rule  always  before  us  as  the  chart 
by  which  to  steer  the  course  of  our  daily  life  in  all  its 
small  homely  details,  we  will  not,  we  cannot,  fail  in  the 
least  or  the  greatest  service  of  love  to  those  who  are, 
through  the  fellowship  in  Christ,  our  brothers  and  com- 
panions. I  beg  all  the  branches  of  the  Auxiliary  to  see 
to  it  that  the  C.  P.  C.  work  is  taken  up  in  their  parishes 
as  a  regular  part  of  their  Auxiliary  obligations,  and  that 
each  one  has  a  Librarian  appointed  so  soon  as  they  return 
to  their  homes,  to  confer  with  me  about  the  duties  of  their 
office.  If  you  could  only  see  some  of  the  letters  that  are 
written  to  the  C.  P.  C,  setting  forth  the  great  need  and 
desire  that  exists  for  literature,  or  returning  thanks  for 
the  blessing  and  delight  that  what  was  sent  has  proved  to 
them,  you  could  not  help  taking  part  in  the  work.  You 
would  feel  guilty  of  positive  cruelty,  whenever  you  found 
a  magazine  lying  about  your  houses  after  it  had  been  read. 
Come,  dear  friends,  let  us  take  up  anew  this  blessed, 
merciful  work,  and  be  faithful  in  it  for  His  sake,  who 
went  about  doing  good.

Report  of  Secretary  of  Junior  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina. 

The  Junior  AuxiUary  of  North  Carohna  reports  for  the 
Diocesan  year,  ending  April  15,  1901,  35  Parish  Branches, 
with  891  members.  The  Branches  at  Milton  and  Walnut 
Cove  are  disbanded  for  lack  of  members.  The  conditions 
in  Reidsville  are  not  favorable,  and  the  Branch  is  tem- 
porarily discontinued.  One  new  Branch  has  been  added, 
in  Durham,  with  23  members,  and  proves  a  valuable  ac- 
quisition. 

Our  wO'rk  during  the  year  for  various  objects  sums  up 
as  follows :  Thompson  Orphanage,  $237.60 ;  Foreign 
Missions,  $69.29 ;  Domestic  Missions,  $46.34 ;  Holy  Trin- 
ity Orphanage,  Tokyo,  Japan,  $45.39;  Diocesan  Missions, 
$39.91;  United  Offering,  $35.26;  Central  Fund,  $20.55; 
St.  Augustine's  School,  $6.05 ;  Church  Periodical  Club, 
$1.40;  twenty-one  Missionary  Boxes  have  been  sent, 
valued  at  $110.15.     Total  of  contributions,  $611.94. 

Our  offerings  are  greater  by  $114.01,  and  our  member- 
ship larger  by  76,  than  in  1900.  All  pledges  have  been 
fulfilled,  and  the  gifts  to  Thompson  Orphanage  have  been 
generous.  Our  hearts  should  be  very  grateful  and  glad 
that  we  have  been  permitted  to  do  this  good  work  in  the 
advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom  and  in  helping  His 
children.  The  importance  of  training  the  young  people 
of  the  Church  in  Missionary  work  cannot  be  too  strongly 
enforced.  When  we  recall  the  grand  totals  contributed 
by  the  children's  Lenten  Offerings,  tens  of  thousands  of 
dollars  each  year,  and  the  amount  given  in  1900  by  the 
Junior  Auxiliary  of  the  Church,  $31,148,  we  see  what 
their  efforts  can  accomplish.  Teach  the  young  hearts  to 
love  others,  and — because  "service  is  the  first  law  of  love" 
— to  help  others.     All  cannot  do  much,  but  all  can  do 


something.  We  can  give  pennies  and  nickels,  if  we  have 
no  dollars.  We  can  sew  a  plain  skirt  or  waist,  or  furnish 
a  toy  or  a  book,  for  the  Missionary  Box.  We  can  read 
about,  and  think  about  the  orphan  children  we  are  asked 
to  aid,  and  the  faithful  missionaries  who  go  into  the 
waste  places  of  our  own  land  or  to  far-away  heathen 
countries.  We  can  pray  that  God  will  bless  the  objects 
of  our  work,  and  will  open  to  us  the  way  to  assist  in  them. 
If  we  can  do  no  more,  we  can  attend  regularly  the  Junior 
meetings,  encourage  others  by  our  presence,  and  influ- 
ence some  one  else  to  join  our  Branch. 

Habit  is  a  mighty  power,  for  good  as  well  as  evil. 
"Sow  an  act,  and  you  reap  a  habit;  sow  a  habit,  and  you 
reap  a  character;  sow  a  character,  and  you  reap  a 
destiny."  Teach  our  young  people  that  they  have  a  place 
and  a  part  in  the  Church's  work.  Guide  them  to  form 
the  habit  of  helping  and  giving.  Train  them  to  be 
faithful  in  that  which  is  least.  Then  when  the  wider 
responsibilities  of  mature  life  come  to  them,  they  will 
be  fitted  for  the  larger  duties.  We  are  very  glad  to  have 
one  new  Branch.  Our  borders  are  extended  each  year, 
and  we  desire  to  include  every  parish  in  the  Diocese 
within  our  ranks.  I  again  urge  the  benefit  of  the  study 
of  Missions.  A  small  balance  remaining  in  my  hands 
will  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  Missionary  catechisms 
and  leaflets.  These  I  will  send  gladly  to  the  Branches. 
If  they  will  read  them  aloud,  briefly,  at  the  Junior  meet- 
ings, talk  them  over,  and  from  time  to  time  review  their 
knowledge,  they  will  obtain  both  pleasure  and  profit. 
The  Juniors  make  up  a  large  proportion  of  the  Sunday 
schools.  It  is  recommended  that  one  Sunday  in  each 
month  be  set  apart  as  Missionary  Sunday,  when  all  the 
classes  in  Sunday  school  shall  be  instructed  in  the  Mission 
work  of  the  Church,  and  the  offering  on  that  day  shall  be 
for  Missions.  This  plan  has  been  found  to  awaken  great 
interest. 
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The  work  of  another  year  hes  ready  for  our  hands. 
Let  us  take  it  up  with  glad  hearts,  resolving  to  achieve 
still  better  things  than  in  the  past. 

1st.  The  Thompson  Orphanage  deserves  our  continued 
help.  Its  sixty  inmates  must  be  fed  and  clothed  and 
trained.  This  noble  charity  lies  within  our  own  bounds, 
and  we  must  provide  first  for  our  own. 

2d.  In  another  Orphanage,  Holy  Trinity,  in  Japan,  a 
little  girl  is  looking  to  us  as  her  friends.  We  have  un- 
dertaken to  support  the  North  Carolina  Junior  Scholar- 
ship, forty  dollars  a  year,  and  this  amount  provides  for 
little  Goshio's  welfare.  I  hope  all  the  Juniors  saw  her 
picture  and  read  Mr.  Ishii's  touching  story  about  her  in 
the  "Messenger  of  Hope"  for  March.  We  must  take 
care  of  her  for  several  years  longer,  for  she  is  only  nine 
years  old.  We  will  not  disappoint  her,  for  she  is  told 
that  across  the  broad  oceans  in  North  Carolina  the  Juniors 
have  adopted  her  as  their  little  Japanese  friend,  and  will 
see  that  she  is  comfortable  in  Mr.  Ishii's  Christian  home 
for  helpless  little  ones. 

3d.  The  United  Offering  is  to  be  presented  in  San 
Francisco  in  October  next.  In  this  offering  we  unite 
with  all  other  Auxiliaries  throughout  the  American 
Church.  It  is  given  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom  of 
God  in  the  world.  It  is  sent  from  Minnesota  and  Florida, 
from  California  and  Maine,  from  Africa  and  Alaska,  and 
from  the  Lands  of  the  West.  The  Junior  Auxiliary  of 
North  Carolina  shares  in  this  Offering.  Each  Branch 
should  be  represented,  and  as  nobly,  as  comes  within  its 
ability. 

4th.  St.  Augustine's  School.  For  this  object  our  of- 
ferings have  fallen  behind  last  year.  Only  $6.05  was 
sent.  Why  should  we  not  give  to  this  excellent  school, 
where  young  colored  people  are  brought  under  Church 
influences,  are  trained  to  be  useful  and  self-supporting? 
The  Church  endorses  special  work  among  colored  people ; 
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and  nowhere  is  this  work  more  wisely  and  faithfully  car- 
ried on  than  at  St.  Augustine's.  Let  us  help  these  people 
who  live  among  us  to  become  self-respecting,  law-abiding 
Christian  men  and  women.  I  hope  the  Branches  will  all 
remember  St.  Augustine's  next  year. 

5th.  The  Central  Fund  is  an  obligation  of  five  cents 
per  year  from  each  member  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary.  The 
Junior  Secretary  writes  a  great  many  letters,  sometimes 
long  ones ;  sends  a  great  many  leaflets  and  reports ;  helps 
to  pay  for  the  printing  of  this  very  book — five  cents 
apiece  from  the  Juniors  will  enable  her  to  do  all  this. 

I  hope  each  Branch  will  try  to  send  one  Missionary 
Box  during  the  year.  Put  into  it :  clothing,  household 
necessaries,  toys,  or  books.  Let  everything  be  what  we 
would  like  to  receive  ourselves  if  we  were  to  get  a  box ; 
new,  useful,  worth  something. 

One  new  object  I  wish  to  propose  for  our  efforts  this 
year,  that  we  shall  try  to  help  the  people  in  Jacksonville, 
Florida,  ruined  by  their  disastrous  fire.  The  beautiful 
city  was  laid  waste ;  ten  thousand  persons  rendered  home- 
less; families  left  without  houses,  food,  clothing,  or  the 
means  of  livelihood.  Let  us  help  them — send  your  gifts 
to  me,  that  I  may  forward  them  to  Bishop  Weed  of 
Florida. 

God  bless  you,  dear  Juniors,  in  the  coming  months ! 
May  He  inspire,  direct,  and  bless  your  work.

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The  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Babies'  Branch* 

On  Holy  Innocents'  Day  last,  our  Babies'  Branch  com- 
pleted five  years  of  service.  Beginning  with  an  effort  to 
give  twenty-five  dollars  annually  to  the  Bishop  Atkinson 
Cot,  in  Oji  Orphanage  (now  Holy  Trinity  Orphanage, 
Oji,  Japan),  the  work  has  gone  on,  the  Babies  giving 
each  year  not  only  to  the  support  of  the  cot,  but  also  to 
the  Kindergarten  work  at  St.  Augustine's  School  and  to 
the  Thompson  Orphanage,  besides  contributing  to  the 
United  Offering  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  once  to 
the  United  Offering  of  the  Babies'  Branch. 

The  past  year's  work,  as  far  as  visible  results  are  con- 
cerned, has  been  the  smallest  since  the  beginning,  and  I 
feel  that  the  Director  has  been  chiefly  responsible.  One 
parish  received  no  boxes  last  year,  and  of  course  makes  no 
report.  In  another  parish,  the  members  having  all 
passed  two  years  of  age,  consider  themselves  no  longer 
babies  and  have  all  been  promoted  to  the  Junior  grade, 
where  they  are  doing  faithful  work. 

Again,  many  mothers  fail  to  send  their  children's  gifts. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  is  much  to  encourage  us.  One 
of  our  strongest  branches,  which  for  the  past  two  years 
has  been  resting,  has  again  enlisted,  and  we  trust  is  work- 
ing with  its  old  time  enthusiasm.  Another  has  doubled 
its  membership,  while  in  one  of  our  larger  Sunday 
Schools,  the  Infant  Class  has  been  furnished  with  boxes, 
and  led  by  its  faithful  consecrated  teacher,  will  doubtless 
do  good  work.

I  wish  especially  to  urge  upon  the  Secretaries  and  the 
mothers  the  importance  of  promptness  in  forwarding  the 
Babies'  gifts.  It  is  said,  "He  gives  twice,  who  gives 
quickly."  It  is,  as  a  rule,  true  that  they  give  most 
promptly  who  give  most,  both  in  gifts  and  in  the  love  and 
interest  which  accompany  the  gifts. 

The  best  working  Branch  in  the  Diocese  where  every 
baptized  baby  is  a  member  is  the  one  where  gifts  are  first 
received,  always  without  a  reminder  and  before  Christ- 
mas. 

The  total  offering  for  the  five  years  is  $467.68. 

This  seems  but  little,  but  how  much  may  it  mean,  if  by 
the  babies'  gifts  one  little  child  be  rescued  from  heathen- 
dom ?  and  if,  besides  the  work  that  they  are  doing  in  the 
Foreign,  Domestic  and  Diocesan  Fields,  we  think  of  the 
work  going  on  in  each  baby's  heart  and  life.  We  can 
only  do  our  best  to  train  these  little  ones  in  our  midst  and 
leave  the  result  with  God,  and 

"God's  love  joined  to  baby's 
Can  do  all  the  rest."

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RULES 

For  the  Organization  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman^s 

Auxiliary, 

1.  This  organization  shall  be  called  the  North  Caro- 
lina Branch  of  the:  Woman's  Auxiuary  to  the: 
Board  oi^  Missions. 

2.  Its  objects  are,  by  means  of  union  and  systematic 
effort,  to  diffuse  missionary  intelligence ;  to  increase  mis- 
sionary activity  abong  the  women  of  the  Diocese ;  to  unite 
previously  existing  societies ;  and  to  encourage  the  forma- 
tion of  societies  where  there  are  none. 

3.  All  parish  societies,  and  all  individuals  desiring  it, 
will  be  considered  members  of  the  Association. 

4.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  Diocesan 
Secretary,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  and  an  Assist- 
ant Secretary  in  each  Convocation,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Dean. 

5.  The  Diocesan  Secretary  shall  call  meetings  and  pre- 
side over  them ;  shall  correspond  with  the  General  Secre- 
tary and  find  out  where  help  is  needed,  and  of  what  kind ; 
shall  inform  the  parish  Secretaries,  and  arrange  about 
their  work,  so  that  a  general  oversight  of  the  work  may 
be  kept  by  one  person.  She  shall  prepare  an  annual  re- 
port for  circulation  in  the  Diocese ;  shall  receive  and  for- 
ward all  money  offerings  and  shall  keep  account  of  money 
and  articles  contributed  for  missionary  purposes  by  the 
parish  branches  or  by  individuals,  and  shall  embody  a  full 
account  of  this  work  in  the  annual  report. 

6.  The  Assistant  Secretaries  shall  try  to  increase  mis- 
sionary spirit  in  their  respective  Convocations,  by  arous- 
ing the  women  to  greater  efforts  in  raising  money  for  the 
cause ;  and  by  diffusing  intelligence  concerning  the  mis- 
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sionary  work  of  the  Church.  They  are  to  search  out 
scattered  families  and  individuals  belonging  to  the 
Church,  and  try  to  interest  them  in  missionary  work. 
And  to  correspond  with  the  parish  Secretaries  and  the 
Diocesan  Secretary  in  regard  to  missionary  work.  The 
Assistant  Secretaries  are  authorized  to  hold  meetings  in 
their  own  Convocations,  whenever  they  consider  it  desir- 
able. 

7.  The  Secretaries  of  the  parish  branches  shall  corre- 
spond with  the  Diocesan  Secretary,  transmit  the  informa- 
tion received  from  her  to  their  respective  parish  branches, 
and  shall  report  to  her  by  April  ist,  in  each  year,  an 
account  of  work  done  by  their  parish. 

8.  Each  parish  shall  send  one  or  more  delegates  to  the 
annual  meeting,  if  possible. 

9.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  this  Association  each 
year,  during  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

10.  Five  persons  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meet- 
ings. 

11.  To  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  officers 
in  postage,  stationery  and  printing,  or  other  matters,  a 
contribution  of  10  cents  a  year  shall  be  asked  from  each 
member  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  North  Carolina,  to 
be  collected  by  each  parish  Secretary  and  forwarded  to 
the  Diocesan  Secretary  by  the  ist  of  April.

To  the  N.  C.  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

My  Dkar  Friends  :  To  put  into  a  few  words  the  work 
of  a  whole  year,  and  yet  give  a  comprehensive  report  of 
what  has  been  done  and  what  left  undone,  demands  con- 
centration on  my  part,  and  patience  on  your  part. 

It  is  a  joy  to  welcome  you  into  our  parish  and  in  our 
homes,  and  an  inspiration  to  look  into  your  faces.  And 
I  can  hut  hope  that  this  day  spent  together,  may  be  filled 
with  holy  thoughts.  Godly  counsel  and  devoted  attention 
to  duty,  and  prove  thereby  an  earnest  of  the  work  we  are 
to  accomplish  in  the  coming  year.  The  work  of  the  Aux- 
iliary is  practical,  full  of  activity,  and  yet  is  educational 
and  devotional.  To  neglect  one  for  the  other  is  a  mis- 
take ;  both  must  be  held  with  even  hand. 

Since  our  meeting  in  May,  1901,  the  Diocese  has  been 
redivided  into  two  convocations.  The  Convocation  of 
Charlotte  now  embraces  the  former  Convocation  of 
Charlotte  and  Salisbury  and  a  part  of  the  former  Convo- 
cation of  Raleigh. 

The  Convocation  of  Raleigh  embraces  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh  and  the  former 
Convocation  of  Tarboro.  Each  Convocation  is  subdi- 
vided into  four  districts.  This  has  necessitated  a  change 
of  officers  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Diocesan 
officials,  which  brings  added  zeal  and  strength.  The 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Van  Landingham,  two  years  ago,  was 
a  grievous  loss  to  the  work,  and  her  loss  has  been  felt 
more  and  more  as  the  weeks  and  months  change  into 
years.  Miss  Hairston  also  felt  constrained,  this  spring, 
to  resign  her  duties  because  of  home  responsibilities ;  and 
to  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte  has  come  an  entire  change 


of  officers,  with  the  exception  of  our  beloved  Honorary 
Secretary,  who  is  always  faithful  and  interested  in  all 
church  work  and  sustaining  in  every  Auxiliary  effort. 
She  was  our  representative  at  the  great  Triennial  Ser- 
vice and  meeting  in  San  Francisco.  The  long  years  of 
devotion  to  duty  make  her  in  every  way  most  worthy  of 
the  honor  and  responsibility  of  the  position,  and  she  has 
returned  to  us  enthused  with  missionary  love  and  zeal,  as 
was  evidenced  by  the  account  she  gave  us  last  fall  in  The 
Messenger  of  Hope  of  the  meeting  in  the  Golden  Gate 
City. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  T.  N.  Hill,  Secretary  of  the  Convo- 
cation of  Tarboro,  occurred  about  the  time  of  the  redivis- 
ion  of  the  Diocese,  and  as  the  Convocations  were  united, 
the  Bishop  appointed  the  Secretary  of  Raleigh  to  have 
jurisdiction  over  the  entire  new  Convocation  of  Raleigh, 
and  appointed  two  District  Secretaries  to  serve  with  her. 
The  cheerfulness  with  whidh  the  appointees  accepted  the 
duties  of  the  office  of  District  Secretaries  was  gratifying 
and  will  be  of  incalculable  service  to  the  Auxiliary  work. 
It  may  seem  undue  machinery,  but  we  cling  to  our  old 
theory,  the  woman. 

The  loss  of  Mrs.  Hill  has  been  severely  felt  throughout 
the  Diocese,  and  particularly  in  the  former  Convocation 
of  Tarboro.  We  can  but  sorrow  for  ourselves  that  we  no 
longer  are  cheered  by  her  presence  and  comforted  by  her 
words  of  counsel  in  our  meetings  as  well  as  through  cor- 
respondence ;  but  we  rejoice  with  her,  that  the  sweet  spirit 
has  been  called  to  higher  duty,  and  the  rest  that  awaits 
those  who  have  served  in  His  Courts.  She  was  ever 
faithful  at  her  post,  and  worked  with  a  calmness  that 
portrayed  perfect  faith  in  this  rushing  age  of  distrust. 

The  ill  health  of  the  Director  of  the  Junior  Department 
made  it  necessary  for  her  to  resign,  and  the  Bishop  has 
appointed  Mrs.  Murdock,  of  Salisbury,  who  is  now  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  that  office  most  acceptably.     No 


othvr  changes  of  Diocesan  officers  have  been  necessary 
or  have  been  made.  Three  new  parochial  branches  have 
been  organized  in  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte,  and  four 
in  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh,  making  a  total  of  seven 
new  branches,  and  the  work  has  been  resumed  in  two 
other  branches  which  did  virtually  nothing  last  year. 

Last  year  seven  branches  reported  that  the  four  days 
set  apart  for  Intercession  for  Missions  had  been  ob- 
served ;  this  year  eight  branches  report  a  service  on  eadh 
of  the  four  days,  and  one  branch  observes  Missionary 
Friday,  which  is  a  substitute  for  the  special  day  of  inter- 
cession. Perhaps  it  may  be  well  for  me  to  remmd  the 
women  that  these  seasons  of  Intercession  for  Missions 
are  the  result  of  a  suggestion  from  the  Woman's  Auxili- 
ary of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  and  fall  on  the  eves  of  the 
Feasts  of  St.  Andrew,  Epiphany,  Annunciation  and 
Transfiguration.  Their  purpose  is  to  bring  the  women  of 
the  Church  everywhere  together  at  an  appointed  time, 
that  our  prayers  and  our  alms  may  go  up  as  a  memorial 
unto  the  Lord.  They  are  seasons  of  refreshment  for  the 
soul.  Why  may  we  not  draw  apart  from  the  world,  and 
realize  for  an  hour  or  two  the  sweetness  that  comes  from 
Communion  with  our  Lord  and  His  faithful  few.  It  is 
one  of  the  privileges  granted  us  over  our  sisters  of  the 
world.  It  is  not  necessary  that  we  meet  in  Church — 
better,  of  course,  in  the  House  of  God ;  but  when  that  is 
not  practicable,  we  are  permitted  to  use  the  service  in  our 
homes  or  some  other  place  of  meeting,  and  know  that,  the 
world  over,  there  are  other  women  kneeling  in  prayer, 
offering  the  same  petitions  for  the  coming  of  the  King- 
dom of  Christ.  Shall  not  this  year,  then,  mark  an  epoch 
in  the  history  of  the  Auxiliary  in  this  Diocese,  for  more 
earnestness  in  prayer,  a  deeper  sense  of  personal  attend- 
ance on  the  privileges  granted  the  hand-maidens  of  the 
Lord? 

The  reports  which  come  of  the  amount  of  study  done, 


are  cold  and  literary.  Certainly  there  is  more  intelligence 
of  the  work  so  far  as  knowledge  of  what  the  Church  is 
doing  in  China,  Japan,  Africa  and  the  isles  of  the  sea 
goes.  This  is  an  age  when  women's  clubs  are  the  fad 
everywhere;  in  the  city  and  the  remotest  country  town 
women  are  intent  on  knowledge.  Magazine  Clubs,  Liter- 
ary Clubs,  etc.  And  so  Church  Clubs  are  also  becoming 
the  fad  and  rank  along  with  the  Shakespeare  Clubs.  All 
this  is  well,  we  do  not  gainsay  that ;  but  how  much  more 
love  would  be  expressed  in  our  study,  did  we  strive  to 
know  something  of  the  daily  lives  of  the  missionaries  and 
their  dealings  with  the  heathen,  or  worse  than  heathen,  to 
whom  they  minister.  Has  it  ever  occurred  to  you  to  ask 
why  we  send  only  one-sixth  of  the  salary  to  the  mission- 
ary in  Aomori,  Japan.  That  there  is  a  meaning  to  our 
sending  only  $ioo,  no  more,  no  less.  Think  it  over  and 
enquire,  and  learn  if  there  is  not  just  a  golden  thread 
which  shall  twist  into  cords  of  love  binding  the  Carolinas 
and  Virginia  and  Japan  into  closer  union  and  fellowship. 
The  gifts  of  rponey  do  not  mean  half  so  much  to  the 
receiver  as  to  us  who  give.  What  we  give  must  be  the 
expression  of  love  abiding  in  our  hearts  to  make  it  accept- 
able. ''The  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us."  When  a 
line  comes  to  me,  saying  find  a  mite  enclosed,  ''I  wish  to 
have  a  share  in  that  memorial  and  an  interest  in  that 
work,"  then  I  am  convinced  that  a  treasure  is  laid  up 
where  neither  moth  nor  rust  doth  corrupt.  But  when  I, 
serving  as  your  recorder  and  secretary,  discern  that  the 
minimum  sum  set  before  us  to  be  raised  in  one  year,  is 
falling  short  of  our  expectations,  and  when  I  send  to  every 
branch  which  is  connected  and  supposed  to  have  vital 
interest  great  as  mine  in  the  condition  of  the  treasury,  and 
receive  in  response  reproach,  I  am  overcome  with  disap- 
pointment and  grief,  that  we  feel  it  anything  but  a  bless- 
ing and  privilege  to  share  our  bounty.  ''The  silver  is 
Mine,  and  the  gold  is  Mine,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts." 


Are  we  not  all  creatures  on  the  bounty  of  a  moment  ? 

The  failure  to  come  up  to  our  highest  expectations  is 
not  due  to  failure  on  the  part  of  any  branch  to  give  what 
that  branch  had  hoped  to  give.  But,  because  so  many 
branches  decline  to  state  any  sum,  and  consequently, 
neither  give  nor  manifest  any  interest  in  the  work  in  those 
fields.  This  trouble  can  be  obviated  only  when  each  and 
every  branch  states  clearly  what  objects  it  wishes  to  work 
for,  and  which  it  feels  not  obligated  to  give  to.  Then  and 
then  only  can  we  learn  the  strength  of  the  Diocesan 
branch  as  a  united  body. 

And  so,  when  we  come  together  as  we  have  to-day,  to 
plan  and  confer  and  agree  on  what  may  be  accomplished, 
it  is  simply  that  we  may  fulfil  our  destiny,  "Go  ye,  teach 
all  nations."  And  if  our  spirits  run  high  or  the  Holy 
Spirit  touches  our  hearts  and  we  are  moved  to  generous 
things,  do  we  not  lower  our  own  characters,  not  to  live  and 
act  up  to  our  noblest  inspirations  ?  We  have  never  been 
extravagant  in  our  most  exalted  moments,  in  our  promise 
of  gifts  for  any  work,  and  that  we  have^  not  promised 
beyond  our  ability  to  give  is  manifest,  from  the  fact  that  a 
little  urging  brings  the  money.  To-day  we  have  in  the 
foreign  field  more  than  met  our  promise  of  gifts  In  each 
department,  and  in  our  gifts  to  Missions  within  the  Dio- 
cese we  have  more  than  come  up  to  the  measure  of  neces- 
sity. The  work  at  St.  Augustine's  alone  needs  the  sum 
of  $1.48  to  complete  our  gifts.  In  money  we  have 
given  more  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of 

the  Auxiliary  work  in  the  Diocese.  And  I  feel  encour- 
aged to  leave  to  you  to  say  what  shall  be  the  limit  of  our 
gifts  for  the  coming  year.  My  own  request  shall  be 
confined  to  the  plea  that  we  shall  one  and  all  pray  that 
some  soul  in  our  midst  shall  be  filled  with  the  spirit  of 
love  that  she  may  within  a  year  give  herself  to  the  work. 
The  cry  in  China  for  women  workers  is  pitiful.  And 
shall  we  ever  turn  a  deaf  ear?     Will  North  Carolina 


always  remain  content  with  working  within  her  own 
horizon  or  shall  we  lift  our  eyes,  and  behold  the  fair  land 
of  promise  and  send  a  gleaner  to  bring  in  the  grain  ripe 
for  the  harvest? 

May  the  God  of  our  Fathers  be  with  us  in  our  prayer, 
and  help  us  to  realize  that  in  Him  alone  is  strength.

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A  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  officers  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese  of  North  CaroHna  was  held 
Wednesday  afternoon,  June  nth,  at  5  o'clock,  at  the 
residence  of  Mrs.  J.  H.  Horner.  There  were  present 
Miss  Horner,  Diocesan  Secretary;  Mrs.  F.  J.  Murdock, 
Secretary  of  the  Junior  Department  of  the  Auxiliary; 
Mrs.  J.  J.  Battle,  Secretary  of  the  District  of  Edgecombe ; 
Mrs.  Dorian  Blair,  Secretary  of  the  Districts  of  Guilford 
and  Forsyth ;  Mrs.  R.  W.  Winston,  Secretary  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Granville;  Mrs.  A.  B.  Hunter,  of  the  Advisory 
Board  of  the  Junior  Department;  and  Miss  Katharine 
Hilliard,  Secretary  Oxford  Branch,  as  Secretary  of  the 
meeting.  The  absence  of  the  Honorary  Secretary,  the 
two  Convocational  Secretaries,  and  the  other  District 
Secretaries  was  much  regretted. 

It  was  decided  to  take  up  the  suggestions  made  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  and  act  on  them  one  by  one.  The 
result  of  this  action  being  as  follows  :  That  it  be  suggested 
to  the  delegates  at  the  annual  meeting — 

I.  That  the  week  preceding  the  Feast  of  the  Annunci- 
ation be  observed  by  the  Auxiliary  as  a  season  of  prayer 
and  self-denial,  the  proceeds  of  self-denial  to  be  offered 
on  the  vigil  of  the  Feast,  to  be  devoted  to  the  work  of  the 
Bishop  of  Asheville  or  other  Domestic  Missions. 

n.  That  the  first  week  in  Advent  be  observed  in  a  simi- 
lar manner,  the  fruits  of  self-denial  to  be  given  to  Bishop 
Cheshire  for  work  in  the  Diocese. 

HI.  That  the  vigil  of  the  Feast  of  the  Transfiguration 
be  observed  as  a  day  of  intercession  for  missions,  the 
special  offering  to  be  devoted  to  the  Thompson  Orphan- 
age. 
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IV.  That  the  delegates  in  session  at  the  annual  meeting 
decide  upon  the  objects  for  which  the  AuxiHary  shall 
work,  and  the  amount  they  shall  endeavor  to  raise,  with 
the  recommendation  from  the  officer  that  the  amount  ex- 
ceed that  of  last  year. 

V.  That  each  parish  branch  send  an  offering  for  the 
general  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  assist  in  raising 
the  $100,000  for  which  Miss  Emery  made  an  appeal  at 
the  last  General  Convention. 

VI.  That  definite  courses  of  study  be  adopted  and 
carried  out  by  the  different  parish  branches. 

VII.  That  to  avoid  confusion,  all  moneys  that  the 
parish  branches  wish  reported,  be  sent  to  the  District 
Secretary. 

The  twentieth  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary to  the  Board  of  Missions  was  held  in  Oxford,  on 
Thursday,  June  12th,  1902.  The  Holy  Communion  was 
celebrated  at  7  o'clock  in  St.  Stephen's  Church  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  At  9  o'clock  a  short  service  was 
held  in  the  chapel  of  the  graded  school,  and  the  regular 
session  began  with  an  address  by  the  Bishop,  in  which  he 
asked  the  women  to  take  some  part,  however  small,  in 
each  department  of  the  missionary  work,  and  commended 
them  for  having  lived  up  to  their  name,  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  which  name  sets  forth  the  true  character  of 
their  work. 

Mrs.  Busbee  resigns  as  Secretary  of  the  United  Offer- 
ing, Miss  A.  E.  Smith,  of  Scotland  Neck,  appointed  by 
the  Bishop.

Chevasse,  Mrs.  D.  Y.  Cooper,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Knight,  Mrs. 
P.  T.  Jones,  Mrs.  Van  Buchan,  Miss  R.  Butler,  Mrs.  J. 
E.  Ingle,  of  Henderson ;  Miss  Margaret  Jones,  of  St. 
Mary's  School. 

Miss  Hilliard,  in  the  name  of  Miss  Horner  and  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  her  town,  gave  a  hearty  greeting  to 
the  Convention,  and  expressed  great  pleasure  that  Church 
women  from  all  parts  of  the  Diocese  could  rejoice  with 
them  in  the  completion  of  their  beautiful  church,  and  take 
part  in  its  consecration  service. 

The  absence  of  the  Honorary  Secretary  was  regretted 
by  all,  but  a  letter  of  greeting  from  her  was  read,  in 
which  she  asked  that  special  attention  be  given  the  work 
of  Bishop  Rowe  in  Alaska,  and  urged  that  "The  Spirit  of 
Missions,"  which  sets  forth  the  labors  and  needs  of  the 
missionaries,  be  more  widely  read. 

The  Diocesan  Secretary  read  her  annual  report  and,  in 
moving  and  earnest  words,  inspired  the  Convention  with 
new  zeal  for  the  work — praying  that  some  one  woman 
among  the  number  might  give  herself  for  work  in  the 
missionary  field.  She  also  stated  that,  since  the  last 
Convention,  the  districts  of  the  Diocese  had  been  reorgan- 
ized, being  now  divided  into  two  Convocations — those  of 
Raleigh  and  Charlotte,  with  Secretaries  appointed  for 
each,  and  District  Secretaries  serving  under  them. 

Encouraging  reports  were  read  by  the  Convocation  and 
District  Secretaries,  showing  an  increase  in  interest  and 
gifts,  and  reporting  the  formation  of  seven  new  branches 
in  the  Diocese. 
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A  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  Murdoch,  the  new  Director 
of  the  Junior  Department  of  the  AuxiHary.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  Mrs.  Smith,  the  Director  of  the  Babies'  Branch, 
Mrs.  Spruill  read  the  report.  After  the  reading  a  motion 
was  made  and  carried  that  Mrs.  Spruill  be  nominated  for 
appointment  by  the  Bishop,  as  assistant  in  this  depart- 
ment.    Appointment  was  later  confirmed  by  the  Bishop. 

An  interesting  letter  was  read  from  Bishop  Horner, 
thanking  the  Auxiliary  for  the  help  they  had  given  in  the 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville.  He  described 
some  of  the  earnest  work  being  done  by  the  missionaries 
and  also  his  plan  of  grouping  together  several  missions — 
thereby  uniting  and  strengthening  the  work. 

A  touching  tribute  was  paid  to  Mrs.  Hill,  late  Secretary 
of  the  Convocation  of  Tarboro,  who  has  gone  to  her 
reward  since  the  last  meeting. 

The  noontide  prayer  was  said  by  Mrs.  Bell,  of  Greens- 
boro, and  the  order  of  business  for  the  day  was  again 
resumed.  Suggestions  from  the  Diocesan  officers  were 
broug'ht  forward  for  consideration  and  adopted.  Appeals 
were  heard  from  Miss  Hairston  for  help  to  build  a  Sunday 
School  room  at  Fork  Church,  from  Waynesville  for  a 
rectory,  and  from  the  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese  of  Wash- 
ington to  assist  in  iraising  a  salary  for  a  traveling  com- 
panion for  the  Bishop  of  Alaska. 

At  the  afternoon  session  the  Rev.  Walter  J.  Smith  gave 
a  talk  upon  the  subject  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage, 
which  depends  largely  upon  the  help  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary.  Among  its  needs  are  furniture  for  matron's 
room  and  a  piano. 

The  unfinished  business  of  the  morning  was  taken  up 
and  a  letter  was  read  from  Mrs.  Jeflfroy,  acknowledging 
the  receipt  of  aid  in  building  her  school,  and  a  report  from 
Miss  Cameron,  Secretary  of  the  Church  Periodical  Club. 
The  parish  branches  were  urged  to  take  up  more  earnestly 
the  C.  P.  C.  work. 
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The  Convention  was  particularly  interested  in  an  ac- 
count given  by  Mrs.  Hunter  of  the  work  done  at  St. 
Augustine's  School.  She  stated  that  the  daily  Church 
services  had  done  much4o  improve  the  condition  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  school;  dwelt  upon  the  satisfactory  work 
done  in  Raleigh  by  graduates  of  the  nurses'  department ; 
and  stated  that  all  girls  in  the  school  were  trained  for 
some  kind  of  house  work,  and  had  been  found  to  be  most 
efficient  servants.  The  amount  from  Communion  alms 
was  appropriated,  by  motion,  to  St.  Augustine,  and  a 
collection  taken  up  at  the  meeting  for  the  same  object,  to 
complete  the  $50  for  that  object. 

Interesting  letters  were  read  from  Miss  Emery  to  the 
North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary ;  also 
from  Miss  Babcock,  of  Aomori,  Japan,  and  from  Dr. 
Glenton,  of  Wuchang,  China. 

Mrs.  Connor  told  the  women  of  a  mission  started  at 
Elm  City  by  the  Rev.  Carey  Gamble,  of  Wilson,  and 
asked  that  aid  be  given  him  in  building  a  church  at  that 
place. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne,  Archdeacon  of  the  Convocation 
of  Charlotte,  was  called  upon  for  an  address,  and  after- 
wards a  collection  was  taken  up  for  a  bell  to  be  used  in  the 
churdi  of  one  of  the  missions  in  which  he  had  interested 
his  hearers. 

In  accordance  with  suggestions  from  the  Diocesan 
officers,  resolutions  were  passed  to  adopt  the  following 
objects  for  united  Diocesan  work,  and  that  the  Auxiliary 
purposes  to  raise  not  less  than  the  following  sums :

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Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  junior  Department  of  the  JN^ortb 
Carolina  Branch  of  the  CCloman's  Huxiliary. 

Having  been  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  Secretary  of  the 
Junior  Auxiliary,  I  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
Diocesan  year,  ending  May  ist,  1902: 

Thirty-four  Parish  branches,  with  1,134  members. 
Two  new  branches  have  been  formed  during  the  year. 
One  has  disbanded  and  two  failed  to  send  any  report. 
The  work  during  the  year  sums  up  as  follows  :  Thompson 
Orphanage,  $181.52;  Foreign  Missions,  $125.06;  Domes- 
tic Missions,  $70.14;  Diocesan  Missions,  $24.73;  United 
Offering,  $12.71;  Central  Fund,  $22.36;  Holy  Trinity 
Orphanage,  Japan,  $45.97.  Twenty-two  missionary 
boxes  have  been  sent,  valued  at  $140.  Total  amount  con- 
tributed, $622.49. 

*As  we  each  contribute  our  *'mite,"  it  is  hard  to  realize 
how  much  our  united  efforts  are  accomplishing.  Hence 
the  importance  of  bringing  all  the  children  into  this  great 
work — making  them  understand  the  power  of  united 
effort,  teaching  them  how  important  each  penny  is  in 
making  the  grand  total,  filling  them  with  a  desire  to  'help. 
We  cannot  all  be  missionaries,  but  we  can  all  do  some- 
thing. First,  we  must  pray  for  mission,  for  prayer  should 
be  the  corner-stone  of  all  our  work.  Then  we  must  read 
and  think  about  those  whom  we  are  endeavoring  to  aid. 
Nothing  arouses  enthusiasm  so  much  as  knowing.  Some 
one  has  wisely  said,  ''Know,  and  you  will  feel ;  know,  and 
you  will  pray;  know,  and  you  will  give."  It  is  recom- 
mended that  one  Sunday  in  each  month  be  set  apart  as 
Missionary  Sunday,  when  all  the  classes  in  Sunday 
School  shall  be  instructed  in  missionary  work,  and  the 
offering  on  that  day  shall  be  for  missions.     By  this  means, 
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many  are  reached  who  could  not  be  reached  otherwise, 
and  interest  awakened.  The  work  laid  out  for  another 
year  is  as  follows : 

First.  The  Thompson  Orphanage.  Too  much  cannot 
be  said  in  praise  of  this  noble  institution,  which  not  only 
educates  and  cares  for  fatherless  children  in  our  midst, 
but  year  after  year  sends  out  those  thoroughly  trained  in 
the  doctrines  and  customs  of  our  beloved  Church,  thereby 
spreading  Christ's  Kingdom  far  and  wide.  The  value  of 
such  an  institution  cannot  be  estimated. 

Second.  Holy  Trinity  Orphanage,  Japan.  In  beautiful 
Japan  we  have  undertaken  to  care  for  another  little 
orphan — a  little  girl.  We  must  fulfil  this  pledge.  Read 
about  Mr.  Tshii's  home  for  helpless  little  girls,  and  you 
will  not  fail  to  be  interested  in  this  work. 

Third.  The  United  Offering.  At  the  Triennial  Con- 
vention held  in  San  Francisco  last  fall,  $105,000  was  laid 
on  the  altar  for  missionary  work ;  in  this  offering  all  the 
branches  of  the  Auxiliary  throughout  the  American 
Church  unite.  Every  Branch  should  be  represented. 
Let  us  do  our  part,  remembering  that  "with  such  sacri- 
fices God  is  well  pleased." 

Fourth.  St.  Augustine's  School.  The  Church  en- 
dorses this  work  among  coloTed  people.  Here  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Hunter  have  faithfully  and  efficiently  carried  on  the 
work  of  training  colored  people  to  be  useful  and  self- 
supporting — directing  their  spiritual  and  moral  character 
under  the  influence  of  the  Church. 

Fifth.  The  Central  Fund.  This  is  an  obligation  of  five 
cents  per  year  from  each  member.  It  is  used  to  send  out 
leaflets,  reports,  &c. ;  also,  to  help  pay  for  printing  this 
book. 

I  am  sure  that  each  branch  will  be  able  to  help  one  of 
these  objects.  At  least  send  a  missionary  box.  All  the 
children  can  help  in  this.  Send  such  things  as  you  would 
like  yourself.     However  simple  the  gift,  see  that  it  is 
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fresh  and  whole.     I  will  be  glad  to  make  suggestions  to 
any  who  wish  information. 

In  conclusion,  dear  Juniors,  I  beg  your  hearty  co-opera- 
tion in  this  work.  While  we  deplore  Mrs.  Watters'  resig- 
nation, let  us  ''put  our  shoulders  to  the  wheel,"  renewing 
our  efforts  from  day  to  day,  remembering  that,  however 
many  may  be  the  trials  and  discouragements  that  confront 
us, 

"A  Heavenly  race  demands  our  zeal, 

And  an  immortal  crown,"

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Cbirtecntb  Hrniual  Report  of  the  Cburcb  periodical  Club  in  tbe 
Diocese  of  )Hortb  Carolina* 

My  De:ar  Miss  Horner  :  In  submitting  the  thirteenth 
Annual  Report  of  our  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Church 
Periodical  Club,  I  must  once  more  reiterate  the  impossi- 
bility of  accurately  reporting  a  work,  the  story  of  which 
can  only  be  told  in  figures  when  those  figures  are  not  all 
told  to  me.  My  report  must  be  compiled  from  those  sent 
in  by  the  parish  Librarians,  and  when  they  either  fail  to 
report  at  all,  or  speak  in  general  terms  of  "a.  package"  or 
"a  number  of,"  &c.,  I  cannot  reduce  unknown  quantities 
to  definite  figures,  and  so  that  much  must  be  omitted  from 
my  sum  total. 

Until  our  Librarians  shall  all  learn  the  obligations  of 
office,  that  all  officers  are  expected  to  give  an  account  of 
their  stewardship,  and  to  do  so  in  the  form  prepared  for 
such  accounts,  we  will  never  know  just  what  has  been 
done. 

Of  the  twenty-five  parishes  nominally  connected  with 
the  C.  P.  C.  work,  eight,  viz :  Christ  Church,  Raleigh ; 
Holy  Innocents,  Henderson ;  St.  Paul's,  Winston- Salem ; 
Grace  Church,  Warrenton ;  St.  John's,  Grifton ;  Emman- 
uel Mission,  Southern  Pines ;  St.  Luke's,  Salisbury,  and 
St.  Paul's,  Louisburg,  have  no  Librarians.  Four  of  the 
other  seventeen,  viz :  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh  ;  Chapel 
of  the  Cross,  Littleton;  St.  Stephen's,  Oxford,  and  the 
Mission  in  Rockingham,  failed  to  send  in  reports.  Ac- 
cording to  the  numbers  given  by  the  thirteen  Librarians, 
who  did  report,  we  are  sending  out  regularly  90  current 
periodicals,  and  have  sent  out  9  Bibles,  28  Prayer 
Books  and  Hymnals,  522  books  of  all  sorts,  7  tracts,  32 
Catechisms,  1,332  odd  numbers  of  magazines  and  papers, 
32  cards  and  calendars,  15  pictures,  4  games,  two  boxes, 
one  barrel,  and  two  packages  of  literature.  Sixty-nine 
persons  are  contributing  to  the  work,  and  thirty  people 
have  given  money  for  it. 
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The  whole  amount,  as  reported,  however,  is  only 
$13.00,  of  which  sum  $10.52  was  sent  to  the  Central  Office 
in  New  York,  and  $2.48  used  by  the  parish  branches  for 
their  expenses.  The  parishes  contributing  to  the  Central 
Office  were  Hillsboro,  Greensboro,  Littleton,  St.  Mary's 
School,  Raleigh,  Scotland  Neck  and  Wadesboro.  St. 
Andrew's  Parish,  Greensboro,  under  its  able  and  efficient 
lyibrarian,  sets  an  example  that  I  wish  all  the  others  would 
follow.  It  has  pledged  a  monthly  contribution  by  each 
member  of  one  or  more  two-cent  postage  stamps,  and  by 
this  small  assessment  of  itself  it  will  materially  increase 
our  contributions  to  the  Central  Office, 

AI.WAYS  MY  SORi:  SPOT. 

Calvary  Church,  Wadesboro,  has  done  more  giving 
than  any  parish  branch.  The  diligent  and  zealous  Libra- 
rian has  sent  in  four  dollars  collected  "in  highways  and 
byways,  here  a  little  and  there  a  little."  Oh,  that  all  of 
our  branches  would  do  the  same ! 

Until  we  realize  that  giving  is  a  privilege  and  blessing, 
we  will  not  rise  to  the  full  measure  of  our  possibilities  of 
growth  and  grace. 

I  have  written  117  letters  and  26  postal  cards,  sent  out 
20  report  blanks,  and  24  reports,  and  spent  something 
over  $3.00  for  postage. 

I  'have  written  to  several  of  the  parishes  not  connected 
with  this  branch  of  the  Auxiliary  work,  but  have  received 
no  encouragement  from  those  who  replied  to  my  letters — 
which,  however,  as  a  rule,  are  not  answered  at  all;  the 
obligations  of  courtesy  applying  apparently  only  to  social 
and  secular  correspondence. 

The  Librarian  at  Southern  Pines  has  lately  written  me 
that  she  resigned  more  than  a  year  ago,  and  my  dear 
friend  and  once  good  worker  at  Grifton,  so  faithful  and 
generous  in  all  things,  passed  suddenly  into  the  Higher 
Life  last  November. 

We  will,  therefore,  have  to  give  up  Grifton,  which  be- 
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longs  to  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  as  it  was  only  per- 
sonal friendship  that  made  Mrs.  Hanahan  work  with  us. 

I  have  had  the  great  pleasure  this  spring,  after  twelve 
years  of  diligent  effort,  of  enrolling  both  of  the  Greens- 
boro parishes  as  new  branches  of  our  work ;  and  I  am 
greatly  encouraged  by  this  success.  I  hope  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  when  all  of  our  parishes  will  recognize  this 
work  as  one  so  far  reaching  in  its  possibilities  of  good 
that  we  cannot  afford  to  do  without  its  helpful  agency  in 
our  labors  to  spread  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  and  teach 
what  a  little  cousin  of  mine  wisely  calls  "The  Eleventh 
Commandment:"  "A  new  commandment  give  I  unto 
you,  that  ye  love  one  another." 

When  we  love,  our  first  impulse  is  to  give,  and  so  it  will 
be  in  this  case  when  we  all  fully  understand  just  what  the 
C.  P.  C.  stands  for ;  what  it  is  to  those  who  receive  its 
ministrations.  It  means  so  much  of  pleasure,  comfort 
and  information,  and  it  costs  so  little  in  time,  trouble  and 
expense. 

If  you  could  only  see  some  of  the  letters  that  are  written 
to  the  C.  P.  C.  officers,  setting  forth  the  great  and  crying 
need  for  literature  all  over  the  country,  "and  unto  the  isles 
of  the  sea,"  you  would  feel  as  if  you  had  been  cruel  when- 
ever you  found  a  magazine  lying  about  your  house  after  it 
had  been  read. 

Listen  to  what  the  Church  Periodical  Club  is ;  what  it 
does,  and  what  it  needs.  And  then,  dear  friends,  when 
you  go  home,  see  to  it  that  all  of  your  parishes  take  up  the 
work,  and  eadh  member  does  what  she  can  to  support  it, 
for  His  sake,  who  went  about  doing  good,  and  who  will 
not  "forget  your  labor  of  love,  who  have  ministered  unto 
His  saints  and  yet  do  minister."

It  is  a  Society  formed  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
periodicals  and  books  to  those  of  the  clergy  and  laity  who 
are  unable  to  procure  good  literature  in  any  other  way. 

//.   What  it  does: 

I.  It  obtains  from  the  different  Bishops,  names  and 
addresses  of  those  persons  vv^ho  need  books  and  periodi- 
cals. 

II.  It  appeals  to  those  who  have  periodicals  to  send 
them,  when  read,  regularly  every  week  or  month,  to  the 
persons  who  ask  for  them,  always  prepaying  postage. 

III.  It  keeps  lists  of  the  donors  and  of  the  recipi- 
ents of  such  periodicals,  so  that  a  change  in  the  address  of 
either  may  be  at  once  noted,  and  that  any  magazine,  When 
discontinued,  may  be  quickly  replaced.  This  part  of  the 
work  is  very  arduous. 

IV.  It  receives  packages  of  books  and  papers, 
notes  contents  and  sends  out  lists  to  the  clergy,  afterwards 
forwarding  to  each  one,  for  his  Reading  Room  or  Sunday 
School,  such  books,  etc.,  as  he  needs. 

V.  It  sends  out  also  Christmas  and  Easter  Cards, 
Prayer  Books,  Hymnals,  Bibles,  Carol  Service,  Leaflets, 
Games,  etc.,  to  Schools  and  Reading  Rooms. 

///.   What  it  needs: 

I.  It  needs  books  and  magazines  to  supply  the  con- 
stant demand. 

II.  It  needs  money. 

a.  To  pay  for  the  room  where  the  books,  etc.,  are 
received,  and  in  whidh  several  clerks  are  constantly  em- 
ployed. 
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b.  To  pay  the  salaries  of  the  clerks. 

c.  To  pay  postage  on  the  letters  and  postals  sent 
out  during  the  year. 

d.  To  pay  postage,  expressage  or  freight  on  the 
books  and  papers  forwarded  from  the  Central  Office,  as 
these  are  generally  sent  in,  entirely  unaccompanied  by 
money. 

III.  It  needs  the  interest  and  the  prayers  of  every 
person  in  the  Church.

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Seventh  Hnnual  Report  of  the  Babies'  Branch, 

The  growth  of  the  Babies'  Branch  in  the  past  year  has 
not  been  very  vigorous,  yet  'here  and  there  increased 
knowledge  and  interest  have  been  manifested,  and  I  trust, 
on  the  whole,  we  are  in  a  condition  to  make  real  advance. 

Since  Holy  Innocents'  Day,  Hand  Books  of  the  Babies' 
Branch  have  been  procured  for  each  parish  Secretary, 
and  new  and  more  substantial  boxes  furnished  to  the 
members.  Our  Central  expenses  have  consequently  been 
unusually  heavy,  but  as  the  boxes  are  intended  to  last 
several  years  and  the  books  to  add  new  and  more  earnest 
workers,  I  trust  the  money  has  been  well  spent.  It  is  to 
the  parish  Secretaries  and  to  the  Directors  that  we  must 
look  for  results.  The  babies  are  here,  and  when  the  work 
is  properly  presented,  the  mothers  show  a  willingness 
to  undertake  it.  And  when  the  weekly  penny  is  regularly 
and  prayerfully  given,  not  many  mothers  wish  to  forego 
the  privilege  of  doing  this  sweet  work  in  baby's  name, 
this  work  which  is  to  bring  to  our  little  Japanese,  Toka, 
all  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  besides  bringing 
comfort  and  help  to  little  ones  nearer  home. 

And  so  I  urge  each  Secretary  to  renewed  diligence  and 
more  earnest  effort  in  the  future,  both  in  adding  new 
members  and  in  collecting  and  promptly  forwarding  the 
offerings  at  the  close  of  the  year.  I  say  each  Secretary, 
but  there  are  some  in  the  Diocese  who  come  up  to  their 
full  measure  of  duty  and  constantly  put  your  Director  to 
shame  for  her  own  failings.  Let  us,  then,  endeavor  to 
provoke  one  another  to  love  and  good  works,  and  so  in- 
crease our  efforts  that  our  next  offering  may  indeed  be 
a  worthy  one — certainly  not  less  than  the  one  hundred  dol- 
lars that  we  ought  to  raise  every  year.  Only  to  one  object 
do  we  pledge  a  definite  amount.    The  Bishop  Atkinson  cot 
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in  Holy  Trinity  Orphanage,  Oji,  Japan,  always  receives 
$36.00.  Shall  we  not  this  year  give  our  own  Orphanage 
$50.00  ?  And  shall  we  not  send  to  St.  Augustine's  more 
than  the  few  dollars  sent  from  our  last  offering  ?  I  leave 
these  questions  for  you  and  me  to  answer.  Upon  us  rests 
the  responsibility.

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Report  of  the  Dtocesaii  Secretary^ 

Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God,  and  Members  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary : 

One  year  ago  we  believed  that  through  a  process  of 
crystalization  we  had  become  a  great  and  well  organized 
body  of  workers,  all  laboring  together,  under  our  Execu- 
tive Head,  the  Board  of  Missions,  to  speed  the  Coming  of 
the  Kingdom. 

In  giving  an  account  of  my  stewardship  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  I  rejoice  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  work  has 
gone  steadily  forward.  The  bond  of  Christian  love  has 
been  strengthened  and  growth  in  many  directions  has 
marked  the  year's  work.  Harmony  and  good  will  have 
prevailed,  and  faithfulness  has  stamped  the  work  of  the 
assistant  officers  in  each  appointed  task.  Yet  there  are 
some  changes  in  the  methods  of  conducting  the  work 
which  seem  advisable,  for  though  true  and  faithful  ser- 
vice has  been  rendered,  the  results  do  not  seem  to  be 
commensurate.  Therefore,  after  conferring  with  my  co- 
workers, I  suggest  for  the  future  success  of  this  organi- 
zation, that  you  shall  appoint  a  President  and  a  number 
of  Vice-Presidents,  with  a  Diocesan  Treasurer  and  a  Dio- 
cesan Secretary,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  govern  and  direct 
the  work  in  its  various  departments.  Such  a  mode  of 
government  should  increase  interest  and  zeal,  and  lessen 
the  labor  for  all. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  hoped  to  obtain  the 
very  essence  of  religion  as  manifested  by  the  Missionary 
Spirit.  And  now  it  seems  well  to  glance  back  and  see  how 
far  our  ideals  have  been  realized. 

If  we  measure  ourselves  numerically,  we  have  little  of 
which  to  boast,  for  our  membership  is  not  more  than  it 
was  a  year  ago ;  this  may  be  due  to  carelessness  in  num- 
bering the  people.  Granting  this,  even,  the  number  of 
women  enrolled  should  be  counted  twice  over.     Baptism 


secures  to  us  the  privilege  of  membership,  and  a  yearly 
fine  of  ten  cents  enrolls  us  active  members.  Yet,  year 
after  year,  we  come  in  ranks  of  seven  or  eight  hundred, 
and  many  of  us  even  then  are  lukewarm  and  half-hearted. 
My  fellow-laborers,  it  may  be  the  eleventh  hour,  but  the 
call  is  still  ringing  clear  and  full,  why  may  we  not  incite 
one  another,  gather  women  and  children  and  speed  us 
into  the  vineyard,  and  labor  there  while  it  is  yet  day? 
Enthusiasm  should  be  the  watchword. 

If  we  measure  ourselves  by  our  Gifts,  we  have  made 
decided  gain,  for  $294.48  more  than  ever  before  has  been 
poured  into  the  treasury,  and  we  have  sent  into  the  mis- 
sionary field  $2,283.41  in  money,  and  $533.46  in  boxes, 
not  including  the  Junior  Department  and  the  Babies' 
Branch.

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Measuring  ourselves  by  Study,  we  have  made  decided 
progress,  for  there  has  been  a  systematic  course  of  study 
pursued  by  many  of  the  branches,  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
quainting themselves  with  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom, 
and  for  putting  themselves  in  a  position  to  know  where 
to  extend  sympathy  as  well  as  where  to  expend  money. 

And  lastly,  if  we  measure  ourselves  by  Prayer,  we  have 
good  hope  of  having  obtained  spiritual  growth;  for  a 
larger  number  of  Intercessory  Days  has  been  observed 
than  ever  before,  with  a  larger  attendance  on  the  part  of 
the  members  of  the  various  branches,  and  a  Quiet  Day 
was  kept  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh. 
These  are  means  to  bring  us  unto  the  "measure  of  the 
stature  of  the  fulness  of  Christ." 

The  Quiet  Day  marked  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the 
Diocesan  Branch.  Led  by  Dr.  Roper,  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  many  drew  apart  for  hours  of 
communion  and  refreshment  with  the  Master.  There  we 
had  opportunity  to  learn  new  truths,  and  the  power  of 
leaning  on  our  Great  Exemplar,  in  prayer  and  interces- 
sion. So,  guided  in  meditation  and  petition,  we  might 
grasp  things  divine,  and  come  nearer  the  throne  than  ever 
before,  and  go  away  better  equipped  to  serve,  wherever 
our  Lord  and  Master  leads  the  way. 

A  year  ago  the  Bishop  of  Vermont  told  us  that  "the  life 
of  the  Church  is  her  missionary  spirit;"  to-day  he  says, 
"In  His  Kingdom  the  measure  of  Service  is  the  measure 
of  Greatness."  And  so  I  feel  in  duty  bound  to  add  to  my 
commendation  an  urgent  appeal,  for  the  work  yet  to  be 
done  is  greater  than  that  which  has  been  done.  Seeking 
grace,  practising  humility,  and  sharing,  in  a  way,  the  good 
things  of  life  vouchsafed  to  us,  is  far  from  fulfilling  our 
highest  obligation.  Until  the  vital  self  has  been  touched, 
and  some  woman  among  us  offers  herself  without  reserve 
or  restrictions  for  the  Master's  use,  our  prayers  and  our 
alms  are  weak. 


This  fall  ''Our  great  Triennial  Feast  of  Thankfulness*' 
is  to  be  rendered  in  Boston,  and  our  United  Offerings  to 
be  laid  on  God's  Altar  for  the  support  of  women  workers. 
The  resolution  for  1904  reads:  ''For  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions for  woman's  work  in  the  domestic  and  foreign 
fields,  including  the  training,  sending  and  support  of 
women  workers ;  this  to  be  interpreted  to  include  Brazil, 
Hayti,  Cuba  and  Mexico.  It  is  also  to  be  understood  that 
this  resolution  includes  the  care  of  sick  and  disabled 
women."  My  friends,  this  Triennial  Service  is  the  grand- 
est, most  inspiring  for  women,  rendered  in  the  United 
States,  for  it  is  the  assembling  of  our  representative  wo- 
men from  all  over  the  world ;  and  the  expression  of  love, 
joy  and  self-sacrifice  is  found  in  the  gifts  laid  on  God's 
Altar.  To  few  of  us  is  granted  the  privilege  of  being 
present  for  the  service,  and  so  we  miss  the  inspiration; 
but  I  earnestly  beg  that  every  woman  shall  make  diligent 
effort  to  have  herself  represented  by  her  alms  and  prayers 
on  that  great  day.  Let  North  Carolina  do  her  duty  nobly, 
as  she  has  ever  done.  Our  United  Offering  treasury 
holds  at  present  $556.56,  besides  the  interest,  and  $83.75 
from  the  Junior  Department.  Our  share  in  the  offering 
of  1901  was  $774.96 ;  thus  you  reahze  that  we  have  much 
to  do  to  bring  the  figures  to  the  proportionate  increase 
natural  from  three  years  of  growth.  Work,  not  Rest, 
must  fill  the  summer  days. 

No  appeal  made  to  us  through  Miss  Emery  should  find 
more  ready  response  than  the  Apportionment,  because  it 
goes  direct  to  the  root  of  all  giving,  unselfishness  ;  $129.16 
collected  is  one-third  of  what  is  expected  of  us.  You  do 
not  need  to  be  told  that  we  are  to  give  to  this  fund  accord- 
ing to  our  financial  ability  as  measured  by  a  certain  stand- 
ard. Shall  we  come  with  shame  and  send  one-third  the 
measure  of  our  duty  ? 

Rt.  Rev.  Father:  You  committed  to  me  the  duties  of 
Diocesan   Secretary  in  1896,  at  the  Convention  held  in 


Charlotte.  At  that  time  our  faithful  Honorary  Secretary 
felt  the  weight  of  advancing  years  and  wished  to  put  aside 
duties  of  so  arduous  a  nature  and  devote  more  time  to 
spiritual  things.  I  was  advanced  from  the  ranks  of  the 
Juniors,  where  I  had  served  for  six  years,  with  a  heart 
centered  in  the  children  and  their  work. 

In  offering  my  resignation,  I  must  tell  you  how  sacredly 
I  have  treasured  the  trust  committed  to  me,  and  cherished 
the  privilege  of  serving  as  leader  in  this  work  for  the 
eight  years  of  my  stewardship.  For  me  it  has  been  a 
steadfast  gain  and  constant  source  of  happiness.  And 
I  acknowledge  with  gratitude  your  loyalty  and  sustaining 
support  in  difficulties. 

To  you,  my  coworkers,  who  are  to  have  the  pleasure 
of  continuing  this  work,  I  have  no  words  adequate  to 
express  my  thanks  for  the  privilege  of  having  served  with 
you.  You  know  too.  well  my  inefficiency,  for  me  to  call 
attention  to  the  sins  of  omission  and  commission.  Cover 
them  with  the  cloak  of  charity,  and  leave  them  with  Him 
unto  Whom  all  hearts  are  open,  and  from  Whom  no 
secrets  are  hid.

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The  twenty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Caro- 
Hna  Branch  of  the  Woman's  AuxiUary  was  held  in  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  June  10th,  1904. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at  7.30  A.  M. 
by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  F.  J. 
Murdock,  D.  D.,  of  Salisbury. 

The  opening  services  at  10  o'clock,  at  Christ's  Church, 
were  conducted  by  Archdeacon  Joyner.  After  the  sing- 
ing of  a  hymn,  Bishop  Cheshire  introduced  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Arthur  S.  Lloyd,  of  New  York,  General  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Missions.  He  spoke  fervently  of  the  need  of 
gifts,  but  the  greater  necessity  of  prayerful  giving.  Since 
the  adoption  of  the  apportionment  plan,  the  expenses  of 
the  Church  have  been  more  easily  met,  but  there  is  still 
need  for  every  available  dollar.  The  only  cry  that  comes 
back  to  us  is  one  for  more  help. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  address,  the  Diocesan  Secre- 
tary of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  read  her  report.  This 
showed  that  the  membership  had  not  grown  in  numbers, 
but  the  gifts  in  money,  however,  exceed  by  $294.48  the 
largest  amount  given  in  any  previous  year,  the  total 
amount  of  gifts  being  $2,283.41.  In  concluding  her  re- 
port, Miss  Horner  tendered  her  resignation  as  Diocesan 
Secretary. 

After  the  reading  of  this  report,  the  meeting  adjourned 
to  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  There  the  roll  call 
of  officers  and  delegates  showed  the  following  present :

Mrs.  R.  H.  Lewis,  in  a  few  words,  very  gracefully 
welcomed  the  delegates  to  the  hearts  and  homes  of 
Raleigh. 

Mrs.  Wilkes,  in  a  short  address,  thanked  the  women 
for  their  contributions  for  Bishop  Rowe's  companion,  and 
expressed  the  desire  for  a  continuance  of  the  $20  pledged 
from  the  Diocese  for  this  purpose. 

The  Diocesan  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Bishop  Hor- 
ner, of  the  Missionary  District  of  Asheville,  regretting 
his  inability  to  be  present  and  thanking  the  Auxiliary  for 
$276.55,  contributed  by  the  various  branches  of  the  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary. 

Then  followed  a  fine  address  by  Archdeacon  Hughson, 
of  Morganton,  the  representative  of  Bishop  Horner.  He 
spoke  of  the  great  difficulty  of  the  work  of  the  Church 
in  the  western  part  of  the  State,  on  account  of  the  illite- 
racy of  that  section,  where  practically  every  church  is  a 
mission  and  every  clergyman  a  missionary.  He  told  of 
the  help  given  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  of  the 
great  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  school  at  Valle 
Crucis. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  following  committee  to  make 
arrangements  for  observance  of  Quiet  Day,  to  be  held 
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in  1904-'05 :  Miss  Mattie  H.  Bailey,  Miss  Kate  Cheshire, 
Mrs.  Clement  Manly. 

Mrs.  Jno.  T.  Bennett,  Secretary  Charlotte  Convocation, 
read  her  report,  in  which  she  showed  that  the  work  is  well 
in  hand  and  has  greatly  increased  during  the  past  year. 
She  urged  the  women  to  adhere  to  the  quarterly  payment 
system,  which  has  been  satisfactorily  tested. 

Miss  Bailey,  Secretary  Raleigh  Convocation,  stated 
her  work  clearly,  and  showed  by  her  report  that  the  re- 
sult of  the  year's  work  had  been  very  encouraging.  She 
emphasized  the  advantage  gained  by  the  observance  of 
the  Quiet  Day,  held  in  Raleigh,  Maunday  Thursday.  In 
the  absence  of  Mrs.  Murdock,  Mrs.  Pettinger  read  the 
report  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Secretaries  were  omitted  for 
lack  of  time. 

The  report  of  the  Babies'  Branch  of  the  Charlotte  Con- 
vocation was  read  by  Mrs.  Bland,  in  the  absence  of  Mrs. 
W.  J.  Smith,  the  Director.  This  report  showed  that  the 
amount  of  Baby  gifts  this  year  doubled  that  of  last  year. 

Mrs.  F.  S.  Spruill,  Secretary  Babies'  Branch  in  the 
Convocation  of  Raleigh,  gave  her  report,  and  made  a 
touching  and  eloquent  appeal  to  mothers,  in  counting  baby 
pennies. 

Miss  A.  E.  Smith,  Secretary  United  Offering,  made  her 
report,  which  showed  that  the  different  branches  have 
contributed  $505.75,  which  is  $200  less  than  the  offerings 
in  1901. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  John  Wilkes,  Honorary 
Secretary,  amended  by  Miss  Elizabeth  HilHard,  viz: 
That  the  United  Offering  be  increased  to  $1,000  by  Sep- 
tember 1st ;  that  the  Secretary  of  the  United  Offering  be 
requested  to  communicate  with  each  parochial  branch  to 
this  effect ;  and  that  each  delegate  be  requested  to  return 
home  with  the  message  that  the  suggestion  shall  be  re- 
ceived with  enthusiasm,  and  one  woman  from  each  branch 
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shall  be  appointed  in  charge  of  the  United  Offering  in  the 
parish.     Carried  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

A  motion  by  Mrs.  R.  W.  Winston,  Durham,  was  made, 
that  a  collection  be  taken  for  this  United  Offering  at  once. 
The  result  of  the  collection  was  $51,  of  which  $25  was 
given  by  St.  Augustine's  School. 

An  animated  discussion  followed,  in  response  to  a  letter 
from  Miss  Emery,  in  regard  to  the  sort  of  blue  box  pre- 
ferred in  North  Carolina.  A  divided  vote.  Mothers  with 
babies  preferring  board  boxes ;  households  without  babies 
voting  for  the  folded  boxes. 

Mrs.  R.  H.  Lewis  read  the  report  for  St.  Augustine's 
School,  showing  satisfactory  results.  The  Auxiliary  work 
of  this  branch  is  done  in  a  systematic  way,  and  its  gifts 
go  to  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions,  including  the 
District  of  Asheville,  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  the 
Bishop's  fund,  within  the  State. 

Miss  Rebecca  Cameron  not  being  present,  the  Diocesan 
Secretary  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  C.  P.  C,  and  asked  Mrs. 
Wilkes  to  explain  the  work  of  the  Club.  The  great 
trouble  seems  to  be  that  so  few  realize  the  need  of  giving 
money  for  postage. 

The  delegate  from  Stoneville  told  in  a  touching  manner 
how  much  good  had  been  done  in  that  section  by  the 
C.  P.  C. 

Mrs.  Blair  explained  how  the  literature  is  sent  on  its 
mission  to  lighten  many  hearts  and  relieve  an  otherwise 
weary  hour. 

In  absence  of  Miss  McKimmon,  Mrs.  Iredell  read  the 
report  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  of  St.  Mary's  School.  The 
total  gifts  amounted  to  $206.95. 

Then  followed  the  reports  of  the  parish  delegates  in 
order. 

It  was  announced  that  Mrs.  A.  B.  Andrews  had  been 
appointed  to   look   after  the   Apportionment,   and   Miss 
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Annie  Wetmore  to  increase  the  circulation  of  the  spirit 
of  missions. 

Letters  from  Miss  Emery  were  read,  giving  directions 
about  sending  United  Offering  and  delegates  to  the  Trien- 
nial Meeting  to  be  held  in  Boston,  October  6th,  1904. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  oifere.d  to  Miss  Horner  for  her 
splendid  work ;  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Andrews  and  Mrs.  F.  H. 
Busbee  served  as  a  committee  to  draw  up  resolutions  of 
regret  at  Miss  Horner's  resignation. 

Miss  Horner'^  voice  having  given  way  under  the  strain 
of  the  day's  work,  her  sister,  Mrs.  Robt.  W.  Winston,  at 
her  request,  gracefully  and  feelingly  responded  to  the  cor- 
dial words  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  gave  expression  to  the 
gratitude  of  Miss  Horner  for  the  appreciation  of  her 
colaborers. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  the  women  of  the 
Raleigh  Branch  for  their  gracious  hospitality. 

Archdeacon  Joyrier,  of  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh, 
made  a  talk,  expressing  the  high  appreciation  of  the 
clergy  for  the  work  of  the  women. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Ingle,  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  also 
thanked  the  women  for  their  aid  in  his  efforts  for  the 
Clergy  Retiring  Fund  Society. 

The  Bishop  expressed  deep  regret  at  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Horner  as  Diocesan  Secretary,  to  which  she  had 
been  appointed  by  him  eight  years  ago,  and  whose  work 
has  been  ever  faithful  and  efficient  and  characterized 
throughout  by  an  earnest  devotion  and  consecration  to 
the  Master's  will. 

The  singing  of  the  Doxology  and  the  benediction  by 
the  Bishop  closed  a  well  attended  and  very  enthusiastic 
meeting,  every  one  present  having  gained  renewed  zeal 
and  inspiration  for  the  work  that  lies  before  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  for  the  coming  year.

In  the  name  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  we  desire  to  express  our  sincere  regret 
at  the  resignation  of  our  efficient  and  beloved  Secretary. 
For  six  years  Miss  Horner  was  the  Directress  of  the 
Junior  Auxiliary,  and  since  1896  she  has  been  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese.  During 
her  administration  she  has  stamped  her  individuality, 
energy  and  enthusiasm  upon  the  North  Carolina  Branch, 
she  has  enlarged  its  scope,  increased  its  usefulness  and 
made  it  a  power  for  good.  She  has  been  truly  our  leader 
and  our  guide. 

The  members  of  the  Auxiliary  with  one  accord  tender 
their  regrets  that  the  pressure  of  other  duties  compel  her 
to  entrust  to  other  hands  the  work  which  is  so  dear  to  her 
heart,  and  desire  to  assure  her  of  the  sincere  affection  of 
all  North  Carolina  church  women. 

They  will  loyally  support  her  successor,  who  will  find 
strength  and  inspiration  in  her  example. 

The  giver  of  all  good  gifts  bless  and  protect  her ! 

This  tribute  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 
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Minutes  of  the  Officers'  Meeting,  Ofune  9,  1904* 

The  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Officers,  preparatory  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carohna  Branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxihary,  was  called  Thursday  afternoon,  June 
9th,  1904,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  short  service,  con- 
ducted by  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Lloyd,  after  which  he  made  a 
short  address  to  the  women,  speaking  very  directly,  be- 
cause he  had  a  message  which  he  wished  to  go  to  the 
hearts  of  the  representative  women  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  and  transmitted  by  them  to  other  women. 

Dr.  Lloyd  plead  for  righteousness  rather  than  for  re- 
ligiousness, and  for  joy  and  gladness  in  Christian  life  and 
work.  He  urged  the  importance  of  reading  the  Spirit  of 
Missions,  and  made  a  strong  plea  for  wider  circulation 
of  that  magazine. 

At  the  close  of  the  address  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter  in- 
vited those  present  to  visit  St.  Augustine  School.  The 
duties  of  the  Diocesan  Officers  prevented  their  accepting 
the  invitation,  therefore  they  remained  to  attend  to  the 
subject  matter  and  business  for  the  annual  meeting. 

The  officers  present  were:  Mrs.  John  Wilkes,  Honor- 
ary Secretary ;  Miss  Mary  E.  Horner,  Diocesan  Secre- 
tary ;  Mrs.  John  T.  Bennett,  Secretary  Charlotte  Convoca- 
tion; Mrs.  R.  W.  Winston,  Secretary  Granville  District; 
Mrs.  R.  H.  Lewis,  Secretary  Wake  District ;  Mrs.  Dorian 
H.  Blair,  Secretary  Guilford  and  Forsyth  Districts. 

After  the  roll  had  been  called  and  the  minutes  of  1903 
read  and  corrected,  extracts  from  letters  from  Miss 
Emery  were  read  and  duly  considered.  The  most  im- 
portant feature  of  these  letters  was  the  emphasis  laid  on 
the  importance  of  having  the  United  Offering  in  hand 
by  September  1st,  to  be  presented  in  Boston,  October  6th ; 
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also  the  Apportionment  to  be  made  up  by  September  1st, 
North  CaroHna  having  been  assessed  $325.00.  All  money 
toward  appropriations  to  be  counted  towards  that  sum; 
and,  lastly,  representation  of  the  Diocesan  Branch  at  the 
officers  meeting  in  Boston  and  the  Triennial  Service  and 
opening  service  of  the  General  Convention. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Horner  was  received  with  deep 
sorrow  and  regret,  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Andrews  voiced  the 
feelings  of  the  women  present  in  a  few  graceful  words 
of  regret  and  appreciation  for  the  years  of  rich  service 
in  the  work. 

With  her  resignation,  Miss  Horner  suggested  a  change 
of  government  and  referred  the  officers  to  the  methods 
adopted  by  the  Rhode  Island  Branch  as  an  excellent 
model.  The  subject  to  be  considered,  at  length,  at  the  ad- 
journed meeting  of  officers  to  be  held  Saturday  morning, 
June  11th. 

The  merits  of  the  Quiet  Day  held  Maunday  Thursday, 
were  next  considered,  and  a  committee  to  arrange  for  a 
Quiet  Day,  to  be  held  during  the  year  1904-1905,  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Chair,  viz:  Miss  Mattie  H.  Bailey, 
Raleigh ;  Miss  Kate  Cheshire,  Tarboro ;  Mrs.  Clement 
Manly,  Winston.  A  committee  was  also  appointed  to  call 
more  especial  attention  to  the  observance  of  the  Interces- 
sory Days,  viz:  Mrs.  R.  W.  Winston,  Durham;  Mrs. 
Erwin  A.  Holt,  Burlington.  The  Chair  then  suggested 
Miss  Annie  Wetmore,  Greensboro,  a  committee  of  one  to 
solicit  subscribers  for  the  Spirit  of  Missions,  and  to 
awaken  more  general  interest  in  that  organ  for  mission- 
ary work. 

Mrs.  A.  B.  Andrews,  Raleigh,  was  appointed  to  super- 
vise the  Apportionment  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  use  her  in- 
fluence by  correspondence  and  personal  intercession  to 
awaken  interest  in  that  branch  of  work. 

The  consideration  of  systematic  giving  was  next  con- 
sidered, and  the  method  of  quarterly  payments  in  1904 
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was  regarded  as  successful,  and  it  was  agreed  that  it 
should  again  be  recommended  to  the  whole  body  of  wo- 
men. The  envelope  system  was  also  advised  as  most  sat- 
isfactory for  Parochial  Branches. 

The  meeting  was  then  closed  with  prayer,  to  be  con- 
vened again  Saturday,  at  9.30,  in  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd. 

The  adjourned  meeting  of  officers  was  held  Saturday 
morning,  at  9.30,  June  11,  1904,  in  the  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd.  The  unfinished  business  of  previous 
meeting  was  made  the  order  of  the  day. 

It  was  agreed  to  adopt  the  change  of  government  which 
had  been  suggested,  viz :  That,  with  the  Bishop's  approval, 
the  future  management  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  shall  be  through  a  President  and 
five  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Dio- 
cesan Treasurer.

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These  elections  were  confirmed  by  the  Bishop,  and  ap- 
pointments made  through  the  former  Diocesan  Secretary, 
later. 

The  Recording  Secretary  was  left  for  future  appoint- 
ment. 

The  duties  of  Treasurer  were  agreed  on,  viz :  That  the 
Diocesan  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  from  the  Pa- 
rochial Treasurer  and  disburse  the  same  as  designated  by 
the  Parochial  Branch.  The  Chair  then  stated  that  the 
Bishop  had  requested  that  no  money  should  be  sent  him 
by  Treasurer  save  that  which  was  placed  at  his  own  dis- 
posal. 

The  Chair  then  appointed  Mrs.  R.  W.  Winston,  Dur- 
ham, Mrs.  R.  H.  Lewis,  Raleigh,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Bennett, 
Wadesboro,  a  committee  to  arrange  report  blanks  for  the 
coming  year. 

Motions  were  next  in  order,  and  were  adopted,  viz : 

Motion:  That  the  offerings  on  St.  Andrew's  Day  and 
the  first  week  in  Advent  be  given,  as  heretofore,  to  Dio- 
cesan Missions  ;  that  the  offerings  for  the  remaining  three 
weeks  in  Advent  be  devoted  to  the  Clergy  Retiring  Fund 
Society. 

Motion :  That  the  Junior  Department  also  set  apart  the 
season  of  Advent  for  self-denial,  the  offerings  to  be  given 
to  Diocesan  Missions. 

Motion:  That  the  offerings  for  the  other  Intercessory 
services  be  given  to  the  special  objects  named  in  Annual 
Report,  as  heretofore. 

No  other  business  being  before  the  house,  the  meeting 
was  closed  with  prayer  and  benediction  by  the  Bishop.

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Report  of  the  Secretary  oi  the  <)aoman^6  HuxiUary  in  the  Con- 
vocation of  Charlotte. 

May  1st,  1904,  closed  a  year  of  hard  work  for  the 
Woman's  AuxiHary  in  this,  the  Charlotte  Convocation. 
By  faithful  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  District  Secretaries 
three  new  Branches  were  formed,  from  which  we  hope 
healthy  grov/th  by  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year. 

New  Branches,  3 ;  not  reporting,  3 ;  total,  18 ;  members, 
287.  Money  contributed,  $606.10  ;  boxes,  5  ;  value,  $43.50. 

These  are  bare  figures  summing  up  our  year's  work, 
but  they  are  entirely  inadequate  to  give  an  accurate  pic- 
ture of  the  zeal  and  interest  which  accomplished  it. 
Where  so  many  have  labored  faithfully,  it  is  hard  to  make 
comparisons,  but  I  find  the  most  complete  organization 
and  system  to  obtain  in  the  Guilford  District,  and  with 
this  the  fullest  proportionate  returns.  St.  Andrew's, 
Greensboro,  leads  this  District. 

The  machinery  of  Convocation  and  District  Secretaries 
works  admirably  when  carried  out  to  the  letter,  and  the 
quarterly  payments  adopted  last  year  have  greatly  simpli- 
fied the  writing.  High  Point  has  fallen  into  line  since 
our  last  report,  and  may  we  not  hope  for  Reidsville  and 
Madison  next  year?  In  Forsyth  District  we  find  two 
Branches,  Winston  and  Germanton,  and  twenty-one  mem- 
bers. Germanton's  contribution  of  $7.50  represents  an 
Auxiliary  of  one.  Elkin  has  disbanded;  also  Walnut 
Cove. 

The  District  of  Rowan  reports  four  active  Branches, 
the  same  number  as  last  year,  but  with  Lexington  enrolled 
in  place  of  Statesville,  which  has  not  reported  this  year. 
Members  in  Rowan,  48. 

Mecklenburg  District  holds  its  own  in  contributions. 


though  v/ith  a  falling  off  in  members  of  eight.  Members 
in  Mecklenburg  District,  132. 

The  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Dilworth,  is  com- 
bining work  abroad  with  work  at  home,  and  reports  a 
newly  organized  Auxiliary  with  ten  members. 

The  greatest  improvement  in  this  District  is  shown  by 
the  work  at  St.  Mark's,  Bristow.  I  commend  to  all  the 
hearty  spirit  with  which  they  met  their  obligations. 

Our  receipts  in  money  are  about  the  same  as  last  year, 
but  with  some  changes  in  the  objects  for  which  these  gifts 
are  sent.  A  decided  gain  is  shown  in  the  United  Offering 
and  the  Apportionment,  one  member  of  St.  Peter's,  Char- 
lotte, giving  $20  for  the  Apportionment. 

During  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  St.  Peter's, 
Charlotte,  January  16th,  1904,  an  hour  was  given  to  hear- 
ing reports  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  this  Convo- 
cation. It  was  not,  in  any  sense,  a  representative  meet- 
ing, such  as  we  hope  to  have  in  the  future,  but  certainly 
it  served  to  stimulate  and  enthuse  those  who  were  present. 
It  was  decided  during  the  discussions  that  the  following 
suggestions  should  be  brought  before  the  next  annual 
meeting : 

1st.  That  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  use  the  last  three 
weeks  of  the  Advent  season  to  collect,  from  any  available 
source,  money  for  the  Clergy  Retiring  Fund. 

2d.  That  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  endeavor  to  interest 
Sunday  School  teachers  and  pupils  to  give,  during  Ad- 
vent, special  offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

This  had  the  approval  of  Archdeacon  Osborne,  who 
presided,  and  also  of  our  Bishop,  the  Chairman  of  "Com- 
mittee on  the  State  of  the  Church,"  and  others.  (See 
Journal  of  the  Convention  for  1902,  pages  68,  48  and  49.) 

Throughout  the  Convocation  there  seems  to  be  a  much 
more  general  observance  of  the  Intercessory  Days,  and 
many  Secretaries  report  Mission  Study,  though  this  does 
not  follow  any  uniform  plan. 
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An  understanding  rector,  and  I  speak  with  all  respect, 
can  help  more  than  he  thinks  by  a  ready  anticipation  of 
the  Intercessory  services,  and  a  ''hearty  desire"  to  show 
his  congregation  what  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  really 
means. 

This  brings  me  to  another  thought:  Is  the  purport  of 
the  Auxiliary  really  understood  throughout  our  twenty- 
two  counties?  Auxiliary  to  what?  To  the  General 
Board  of  Missions,  and  including  everything  sent  away 
from  home. 

I  beg  our  287  ''helpers,"  already  interested,  to  instruct 
and  enthuse  others,  that  our  work  may  next  year  go  for- 
ward with  a  bound,  and  that,  realizing  our  responsibilities 
and  opportunities,  we  may  bear  nobly  our  part  in  the 
spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom.

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"Cbe  Rcpoi^  of  the  Raleigh  Convocation* 

The  past  year  has  been  our  best  year.  The  amount 
pledged  at  the  annual  meeting  at  Greensboro  was  $721.00 ; 
we  collected  $1,559.35  in  money,  and  sent  out  boxes  ag- 
gregating $667.68 ;  total,  $2,247.68. 

There  are  24  well  organized  Branches,  with  520  mem- 
bers. Eleven  of  these  Branches  observed  the  Intercessory 
Days  in  part  or  fully.  Our  retiring  Diocesan  Secretary 
has  perfected  the  machinery  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
by  appointing  four  Secretaries  for  this  Convocation,  thus 
giving  one  for  each  District.  The  efficient  and  delightful 
work  of  these  Secretaries  made  the  routine  lighter  and 
more  enjoyable.  Now  we  need  to  do  our  part  by  using 
the  proper  channels  for  forwarding  all  money  and  com- 
munications, and  thus  avoid  confusion  in  the  final  reports. 
With  every  arrangement  perfected,  our  zeal  and  interest 
are  needed  to  quicken  the  members  to  more  earnest  work. 
We  should  feel  that  we  have  a  living  part  in  sending  the 
glad  tidings  to  every  creature.  This  was  learned  beau- 
tifully from  Dr.  Roper  on  Holy  Thursday,  when  he  con- 
ducted a  Quiet  Day  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
Raleigh.  At  intervals  during  that  day,  from  7  A.  M.  to 
7  P.  M.,  Dr.  Roper  spoke  wonderfully  to  numbers  who 
came  from  every  denomination.  We  had  hoped  that 
every  Branch  of  the  Auxiliary  in  the  Diocese  would  be 
represented  by  delegates,  but  only  a  few  shared  the  privi- 
lege with  us. 

A  lunch  was  quietly  served  in  our  Parish  rooms,  so  that 
the  continuity  of  thought  should  not  be  broken  by  outside 
interests.  The  enthusiasm  increased  every  hour,  and  the 
6  o'clock  service  found  people  standing.  Dr.  Roper  con- 
ducted the  services  on  Good  Friday,  and  the  second  day

the  interest  was  unabated.  All  difficulties  seemed  to 
disappear.  With  quickening  spirit  the  living  truth  was 
pressed  home  to  us,  and  we  felt  the  privilege  of  taking 
part  in  spreading  the  work  of  the  Gospel. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Louisburg,  and  was  delighted  with 
the  work  done  by  the  twelve  members.  Their  interest 
in  the  Thompson  Orphanage  is  shown  by  a  pledge  of 
$50.00  for  the  coming  year,  with  almost  that  amount 
promised  for  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions. 

The  United  Offering  will  be  our  special  work  for  the 
summer  months,  and  the  Apportionment  should  claim  an 
equal  share  of  interest.

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Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  lunior  Oepartment  of  the  JVortb 
Carolina  Branch  of  the  CClomara's  HuxtUary, 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Junior  Department  of  the 
North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  be- 
ginning May  1st,  1903,  ending  May  1st,  1904,  is  as 
follows : 

Parish  Branches,  34;  members,  1,115.  Five  new 
Branches  have  been  organized  during  the  year ;  three  have 
disbanded.  Although  there  has  been  small  increase  in 
numbers,  the  interest  manifested  and  the  desire  of  know- 
ledge shown  by  so  many  Branches  is  exceedingly  grati- 
fying. A  sum.mary  of  the  work  is :  Thompson  Orphan- 
age, $160.56;  Foreign  Missions,  $154.02;  Domestic 
Missions,  $134.06;  Diocesan  Missions,  $46.07;  United 
Offering,  $37.51;  Clergy  Relief,  $11.50;  Apportionment, 
$52.14;  Central  Fund,  $24.69;  17  boxes  have  been  re- 
ported, valued  at  $144.06  ;  total,  $764.61. 

The  Thompson  Orphanage  seems  to  be  accepted  as  the 
chief  work  of  the  Juniors,  19  Branches  having  contributed 
to  that  work.  The  $40  pledged  for  little  Yoshio  in  Holy 
Trinity  Orphanage  has  been  paid.  We  can  but  hope  that 
by  the  blessing  of  God  we  shall  continue  to  meet  this  obli- 
gation. We  have  invested  for  the  United  Offering 
$83.79.  All  Directors  are  asked  to  explain  this  privilege 
of  joining  with  the  whole  Auxiliary  in  a  Triennial  Offer- 
ing for  Missions.  Every  Junior  is  urged  to  help  in  this 
great  work.  A  list  of  work  for  the  coming  year  will  be 
sent  out  after  the  Convention.  From  this  list  each  Branch 
is  asked  to  select  such  work  as  appeals  to  it.  After  the 
work  is  selected,  our  first  effort  should  be  to  bring  to  the 
heart  and  mind  of  each  individual  member  the  field  of 
work  to  which  the  Branch  has  pledged  its  efforts.  Let 
maps  be  studied,  Missions  located.   Bishops  and  clergy 
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known  and  called  by  name.  Let  stories  of  their  lives  and 
labors  be  read.  Leaflets  pertaining  to  all  Mission  work 
in  our  Church  can  be  obtained  from  Miss  Emery,  Church 
Mission's  House,  New  York  City.  Our  meetings  should 
be  as  interesting  as  our  literary  clubs.  When  we  have 
learned  about  the  work  and  the  workers,  the  knowledge 
of  the  needs  will  inevitably  result  in  better  work  and  more 
money  for  Missions.  In  this  effort  we  beg  the  encou- 
ragement and  guidance  of  the  clergy,  believing  that  if  it 
is  carried  out  we  will  enlist  the  sympathy  and  zeal  of  the 
children  of  the  Diocese,  on  whom  the  future  of  our 
Church  depends.

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fifteenth  Hniiual  Report  ot  f be  Church  periodicjil  Club  in  the 
Diocese  of  J^orth  Carolina. 

In  submitting  the  fifteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Church  Periodical  Club  in  this  Diocese,  I  have  very  little 
to  say  that  represents  either  growth  or  activity  in  the  work 
for  the  past  year.  There  have  been  no  new  Branches 
formed,  and  of  the  eighteen  Librarians,  only  seven  re- 
ported their  year's  work. 

I  wish  I  could  persuade  every  one  to  keep  books  care- 
fully and  report  all  that  they  do.  Thus  only  can  it  be 
possible  for  me  to  fairly  state  the  Diocesan  work  in  this 
Branch  of  the  Church's  labors  of  love.  From  my  books, 
and  the  seven  reports  sent  to  me,  I  gather  that  we  are 
sending  out  regularly  168  current  periodicals,  religious 
and  secular,  an  increase  of  23  over  last  year ;  and  we  have 
sent  out  6  Bibles,  13  Prayer  Books  and  Hymnals,  78 
Tracts,  12  Catechisms,  35  Easter  and  50  Christmas  Cards, 
50  Christmas  and  Easter  Carols,  20  pictures,  749  odd 
numbers  of  magazines  and  papers,  which  is  less  by  554 
than  we  sent  last  year,  and  one  box  and  one  barrel,  the 
contents  of  which  were  not  counted. 

I  presume  that  much  more  than  these  figures  represent 
was  actually  done,  but  I  can  only  report  what  comes  to  my 
personal  knowledge. 

The  money  that  passed  through  my  hands  for  the  cen- 
tral office  was  $22.00 ;  $13.12  was  reported  as  sent  by 
others.  I  only  report  officially,  however,  what  is  sent 
to  me. 

I  record  with  very  sincere  regret  the  death  of  our 
valued  Librarian,  Mrs.  Margaret  T.  Shipps,  of  Christ 
Church  Parish.  She  had  held  the  office  but  a  few  months, 
but  her  painstaking  care  and  exactness  in  the  discharge 
of  its  duties,  her  punctuality  and  courtesy,  made  her  a 
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delightful  coworker,  and  her  removal  leaves  a  very  empty 
place.  Cannot  some  generous  soul  in  Christ  Church 
Parish  take  up  the  work  she  laid  own  ? 

The  six  Parish  Branches  reported  last  year  as  without 
Librarians  are  still  in  that  acephalous  condition.  Cannot 
some  one  be  persuaded  to  assume  the  position?  It  is  a 
pity  to  stop  such  valuable  work.  There  is  untold  plea- 
sure and  refreshment  for  others  in  the  waste  that  cumbers 
our  garrets  and  upper  shelves.  If  we  would  only  make 
use  of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  us,  we  would  not 
only  help  our  neighbor,  but  the  blessing  would  be  divided 
with  us,  for  we  have  our  Lord's  own  words  for  it,  that 
''It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."

It  has  been  so  long  since  many  of  you  sent  in  your 
pennies  on  Holy  Innocents'  Day  that  perhaps  you  think 
those  pennies  have  been  lost.  But  I  come  now  to  tell 
you  just  where  they  have  gone.  The  first  gift  sent  by  our 
Branch  is  always  thirty-six  dollars,  for  the  Bishop  At- 
kinson Cot,  in  Holy  Trinity  Orphanage,  Tokyo,  Japan, 
to  help  Mr.  Ishii  care  for  his  orphan  children,  and  espe- 
cially to  provide  another  year's  support  for  our  own  little 
Toka.  Another  gift  went  to  Japan,  two  dollars  being 
sent  to  Miss  Babcock,  our  brave  missionary,  supported 
in  her  lonely  life  by  the  three  Auxiliaries  in  Virginia  and 
West  Virginia,  and  the  three  in  North  Carolina,  and  so 
becoming  our  own  missionary.  Still  another  gift  was 
sent  to  the  foreign  field.  This  was  a  special  from  the 
infant  class  of  St.  Peter's  Sunday  School,  Charlotte,  sent 
to  Deaconess  Henderson  for  her  hospital  work  in  Shang- 
hai. It  did  not  come  from  the  red  boxes,  but  from  a 
"birthday  box"  and  a  "birthday  party,"  and  amounted  to 
five  dollars.  If  you  will  ask  your  mothers  to  look  in  the 
March  Messenger  of  Hope,  they  will  find  a  letter  from 
Miss  Henderson,  telling  how  a  part  of  this  money  was 
spent. 

In  the  Domestic  Field  five  dollars  went  to  help  support 
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a  companion  of  Bishop  Rowe  in  his  long,  cold  journeys 
in  far  away  Alaska.  Three  dollars  was  sent  to  the  Kin- 
dergarten work  in  St.  Augustine's  School,  and  twenty  to 
the  Mary  Horner  Memorial  Scholarship,  Valle  Crucis. 
Then  we  had  another  special  from  our  beloved  Diocesan 
Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  making  our  gift 
twenty-seven  dollars.  In  the  Diocesan  Field  the  Thomp- 
son Orphanage  received,  as  usual,  the  largest  gift — fifty- 
six  dollars.  And  then  an  offering  of  thirty  dollars  was 
sent  to  that  beautiful  work,  the  Clergy  Retiring  Fund, 
and  so  the  gifts  and  prayers  from  your  infant  hands  and 
hearts  have  gone  to  bless  those  grand  and  noble  men  who 
have  given  their  life's  best  years  for  Christ  and  His 
Church. 

Four  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  we  add  to  the  United 
Offering  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  three  dollars 
and  a  half  to  the  United  Work  of  the  Babies'  Branches 
throughout  our  Church,"  and  seven  dollars  and  twenty- 
four  cents  to  the  Central  Fund— a  total  of  $179.39.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY  LAWS. 

Art.  I.  The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  The  North  Car- 
olina Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  society  is  threefold — viz:  Prayer 
for  Missions,  Study  of  Missions  and  Work  for  Missions. 

Art.  III.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  as  follows,  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Ti'easurer,  four  Oonvocational 
Secretaries;  two  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  for  the  Juniors  and  two 
for  the  Babies'  Branch;  Secretaries  for  the  United  Offering,  0.  P. 
C    apportionment  and  a  Secretary  for  the  Colored  Work. 

Art.  IV.  All  the  women  of  the  Church  are,  by  baptism,  en- 
titled to  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  this  active 
membership  shall  be  recognized  by  annual  contributions  to  the 
Central  Fund, 

Art.  V.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  this  society; 
time  atid  place  to  be  decided  by  the  executive  board. 

Art.  VI.  The  Diocesan  officers  constitute  the  executive  board 
and  under  the  Bishop,  direct  the  work  of  this  Branch  of  the  Aux- 
iliary. 

Art.  VII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  any  Annual  Meeting. 

BY  LAWS. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  meetings,  pre- 
side ovei-  them,  and  have  general  oversight  of  the  whole  work. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  act  in  the  absence 
of  the  President. 

B.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  society;  to  prepare  for  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan 
Convention  an  Annual  Ileport  of  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary  and  to 
have  printed  for  circulation  a  report  of  the  work  and  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  moneys 
and  disburse  the  same, 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Oonvocational  Secretaries  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  existing  branches  and  to  form  new  ones. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  of  the 
Junior  Auxiliary  and  of  the  Babies'  Branch  to  have  the  oversight 
of  the  work  in  their  Branch;  to  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  the  same 
to  the  Treasurer;  and   to  send  an  annual  report  to  the  Secretary. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  for  the  United  Offering 
to  arouse  interest  in  the  fund  by  correspondence  and  the  cir- 
culation of  literature. 

8.  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Colored  Work  shall  be 
similar  to  the  duties  of  the  Con  vocational  Secretaries. 

9.  All  moneys  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer;  the  last 
payments  to  be  made  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May. 


REPORT 

of  the  Diocesan  Secretary  of  tht-  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Bishop 
at  the  CoQvention  held  in  Charlotte.— May  19th,  1905. 
Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God:  — 

In  making  a  report  of  the  eleven  month's  work  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  diocese  of  North  Carolina  from  Jane 
1st,  1904  to  May  1st,  1905 — the  Secretary  can  only  give  an  account 
of  six  months  individual  effort.  During  the  summer  Miss  Horner 
kindly  consented  to  look  after  the  work  which  .she  had  carried  on 
successfully  for  many  years.  Owing  to  her  efforts,  combined  with 
the  work  of  the  Secretary,  Miss  Smith,  the  United  Offering  was  so 
increased  that  at  the  great  Triennial  Meeting  in  Boston  our  Hon- 
orary Secretary  placed  upon  the  alms  basin  a  check  for  $1000,  our 
part  of  the  $150,000  which  is  helpiiig  all  women  workers  who  are 
making  on;-  Church  known  and  loved  in  every  land. 

In  October  a  President  and  nev/  Diocesan  Secretary  were  ap- 
pointed by  you  to  fill  the  place  heretofore  occupied  by  the  Diocesan 
Secretai-y  and  on  Nov.  1st  they  entered  upon  their  duties.  The 
work  was  well  oi'ganized  under  fornier  Secretaries  and  is  still  going 
on  under  efficient  and  experienced  Diocesan  and  Parochial  officers, 
— so  that  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  change  any  plan  of  work. 
And  yet  there  is  no  organization  which  cannot  be  broadened  and 
strengthened;  so  for  this  reason  the  Secretary  has  had  three  aims 
in  view  towaids  the  accomplishment  of  this  result.  First,  to  or- 
ganize, with  the  consent  of  the  Rector,  a  brunch  of  the  Auxiliary 
in  every  parish  and  mission  station  in  the  diocese;  Second,  to  in- 
terest branches  in  the  study  of  missions;  and  Third,  to  increase  the 
membership  and  the  interest  of  every  existing  branch. 

By  way  of  accomplishing  the  first  of  these  objects,  the  Secre- 
tary has  visited  several  small  parishes  and  mission  stations  and  or- 
ganized branches.  The  President  cind  Arch-deacons  have  organized 
others,  so  that  in  the  course  of  a  few  months  seven  new  branches 
have  been  added.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  we  may  go  back  to 
the  old  title  and  office  of  Oonvocational  Secretary.  These  Secre- 
taries, by  subdividing  the  Convocations  may  come  more  in  touch 
with  the  people  of  the  Church  and  make  personal  efforts  to  organ- 
ize new  branches. 

As  a  stimulus  to  the  etudy  of  missions,  Miss  Jarvis,  head  of 
the  School  of  Bible  Study  in  New  Milford,  Conn.,  was  invited  to 
visit  as  many  of  the  branches  as  her  limited  time  w^ould  permit. 
She  gave  eight  instructive  talks,  inspiring  those  who  heard  her 
with  a  desire  to  see  and  know  more  of  the  missionary  work  of  the 
Church. — It  is  interesting  to  note  that  many  new  mission  study 
classes  have  been  formed;  that  nearly  every  branch  in  the  diocese 
is  doing  some  mission  study,  and  that  the  course  of  Lenten  study, 
recommended  at  the  meeting  in  Boston  has  been  almost  universally 
adopted. 
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And  lastly,  as  au  aid  to  individual  members,  we  observe  the 
Intercessory  days.  In  March  Dr.  Lloyd  came  to  us  to  conduct  a 
Quiet  Day;  so  that  by  prayer  and  intercession  we  might  gain  that 
spiritual  help  which  is  the  real  strength  of  the  Auxiliary.  God 
grant  that  by  study,  by  work,  and  by  prayer  we  may  help  for- 
ward the  time  when  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  wiFl  become  the 
Kingdom  of  His  Son.

The  Secretary  read  the  Minutes  of  the  officers  meeting  of  the 
day  before,  and  a  resolution  of  regret  upon  the  resignation  of  the 
former  Secretary,  Miss  Horner;  also  a  new  constitution  and  by-laws, 
prepared  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  organization. 

A  cordial   welcome   to   Charlotte   was   spoken    by   Mrs.   John 
Wilkes.     In  these  words: 
Dear  Friends: 

I  am  asked  to  welcome  j^ou  to  Charlotte,  and  I  do  this 
most  heartily,  although  of  necessity  briefly.  I  hope  that  our  meet- 
ing will  do  us  all  good,  and  make  us  love  each  other  better;  and 
especially  I  pray  that  this  conference  may  result  in  giving  an  im- 
petus to  the  missionary  work  by  rousing  us  all  to  greater  earnest- 
ness and  enthusiasm  in  helping  to  fulfill  our  Master's  command  to 
make  known  His  gospel  of  glad  tidings  to  all  the  dark  places  of 
the  earth. 

I  trust  that  you  will  all  enjoy  these  days  with  us  so  much  that 
you  will  be  glad  to  come  often  to  Charlotte.  We  are  always  glad 
to  receive  visitors,  and  are  rather  proud  of  Charlotte's  reputation 
as  a  pleasant  place  to  visit.  And  so  I  hope  you  will  find  it — I  bid 
you  all  a  most  hearty  welcome  to  our  homes  and  hearts. 

This  was  gracefully  responded  to  by  the  President  in  her 
address  as  follows: 

Madam  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch 
of  The  Woman's  Auxiliary: 

Amongst  the  musical  sounds  in  nature,  there  is  none  so  sweet 
as  the  tones  of  the  human  voice,  speaking  words  of  kindness  and 
love — The  King  of  Instruments  in  the  hand  of  an  artist,  is 
the  voice,  which  has  just  tendered  to  us  assembled  in  Convention, 
kind  and  fraternal  welcome  to  the  homes  of  this  hospitable  city; 
and  as  an  echo  we  send  back  the  assurance  of  our  appreciation  and 
gratitude. 

Thanks  are  also  due  from  the  Chair  for  the  privilege  of  aiding 
in  the  work  of  the  Church,  during  the  last  eight  months,  in  the  exalt- 
ed position  which  I  occupy.  To  my  predecessor  in  office  I  am  in- 
debted for  much  kindness  and  assistance,  finding  her  ever  ready  to 
help  in  time  of  need.  The  example  of  our  Honorary  Secretary,  al- 
ways an  inspiration,  and  the  most  efficient  work  of  the  other  Dioc- 
esan Officers  have  been  a  lamp  unto  my  feet,  and  a  light  to  my 
pathway."       The  duty  of  making  the  annual  report  of  our  work. 
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has  been  assigned  to  the  Diocesan  Secretary,  so  she  will  tell  of  the 
lengthening  of  our  cords,  and  the  consequent  strengthening  of 
our  stakes.  The  Quiet  Day  which  was  observed  in  Christ  Church. 
Raleigh,  on  March  first,  was  ablj  and  kindly  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Lloyd,  and  gave  us  all  the  opportunity  of  great  spiritual  ad- 
vancement. The  ladies  of  Christ  Church,  and  of  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  were  loving  and  considerate  in  their  hospitality, 
and  in  making  all  arrangements  for  this  occasion.  For  the  con- 
venience and  information  of  the  Officers  and  others  engaged  in 
Auxiliary  work,  I  recommend  that  the  pledges  made  by  the  Parish 
Branches  at  our  annual  meetings,  a  short  Constitution,  and  By- 
Laws  defining  the  duties  of  the  Officers,  be  printed  in  the  Reports, 
of  those  meetings.  The  additional  expense  incurred  by  this,  will 
be  small,  and  the  benefit  derived,  very  great.  As  there  is  inspiration 
as  well  as  power  in  knowledge,  I  urge  a  more  general  subscription 
to  "The  Spirit  of  Missions."  It  will  be  an  addition  to  any  library 
as  an  historical  and  literary  magazine,  and  as  an  aid  to  us  ifi 
Church  work,  is  as  necessary  as  an  army  or  naval  journal  to  a  mil- 
itary man,  or  a  commercial  publication  to  the  man  of  business. 
Last,  and  by  no  means  least,  I  beg  the  assistance  of  the  Rectors  of 
all  the  Parishes.  A  little  advice  and  admonition  from  them,  will 
prove  that  a  word,  as  well  as  silence,  may  be  golden.  With  love  for  all 
of  you,  my  fellow  laborers,  and  the  assurance,  that,  at  the  call  of 
my  Bishop,  and  I  tried  to  think  at  the  call  of  the  Master  whom  we 
serve,  I  have  done  my  best  in  this  work,  I  am.

The  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Dorian  Blair,  made  her  report,  which  Wiis 
repeated  in  that  of  the  Secretary   before   the  convention.  Mrs. 

Blair  made  special  mention  of  the  generosity  of  the  Auxiliary  of 
Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  and  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in 
paying  the  expenses  of  Dr.  Lloyd,  the  speaker  at  the  observance  of 
the  Quiet  Day  in  Christ  Church,  and  in  turning  into  the  General 
Treasury  the  amount  collected  beyond  what  was  needed  for  that 
purpose.  Mrs.  Lewis  was  requested  to  convey  to  the  two  branches 
in  Raleigh  the  thanks  of  the  North  Carolina  Auxiliary. 

Miss  A.  E.  Smith  spoke  cheerfully  of  the  increased  interest  in 
the  United  Offering,  stating  that  the  amount  given  by  this  diocese 
at  Boston  at  the  Triennial  service  was  $1,000.  She  recommended 
an  especial  Unite^  Offering  meeting  to  be  held  by  each  branch  once 
a  year  and  suggested  September  as  an  appropriate  time. 

It  was  announced  that  the  hour  had  arrived  for  the  reading  of 
the  Secretary's  report  before  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention  of  the 
diocese  of  North  Carolina.  The  whole  assembly  went  in  a  body 
to  St.  Peter's  Church.  Miss  Cheshire  gave  a  full  and  comprehen- 
sive account  of  the  work  since  it  had  been  committed  to  her  charge. 
She  stated  that  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  now  has  members,  898  whose 
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c'onti'ibutioDS  for  the  past  eleven  mouths  amounted  to  $3235.75; 
tht^it  the  Juniors  number  1,001;  their  receipts  were  ^-^734.47.  The 
Babies'  Branch  has  487  members  and  gave  $222.21.  Total  mem- 
bership 2386.     Amount  contributed  $4192.43. 

Bishop  Cheshire  next  introduced,  Mr.  John  W.  Wood,  Gen- 
eral Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Missioiis.  Mr.  Wood  is  ever  an  in- 
teresting speaker.  His  office  makes  him  familiar  with  the  mission- 
ary effort  of  the  Church,  his  travels  keep  him  in  touch  with  the 
open  field — so  he  is  heard  as  one  havingtheauthority  of  knowledge. 
He  told  the  convention  that  North  Carolina  is  notable  for  her  ready 
help  in  the  wide  work  of  the  Church,  that  she  had  been  one  of  the 
first  dioceses  to  pay  in  full  her  apportionment.  He  spoke  with 
enthusiasm  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  its  United  Offering;  of 
what  it  had  accomplished  and  is  yet  to  accomplish;  of  the  women 
through  it  sent  as  teachers,  nurses  and  deaconesses  into  foreign 
fields  and  of  their  courage,  faith  and  endurance.  He  pictured 
conditions  in  India,  China  and  Japan  and  told  how  women  could 
minister  in  ways  not  open  to  men.  He  narrated  incidents  in  In- 
dian life,  in  mining  towns  and  in  Mountain  recesses  proving  the 
great  need  for  women  workers  in  the  expansion  of  the  Church  at 
home.  He  gave  a  thrilling  account  of  a  service  in  South  Dakota 
where  2000  Indians  gathered  and  erected  in  a  night  their  tents 
and  an  altar  unto  the  Lord.  He  spoke  with  gratitude  of  the  acces- 
sion to  the  missionary  ranks  of  Mr.  Huhn  of  Wilmington,  who  is 
styled  "the  flying  preacher"  because  of  his  rapid  journeys  on  dog 
sleds,  and  made  an  appeal  for  others  from  this  State  to  follow  his 
example.  In  reminding  his  hearers  of  the  convention  to  be  held 
at  Richmond  in  1907,  when  the  men  of  the  Church  will  present  a 
thank  offering  for  300  years  of  English  Christianity,  Mr.  Wood  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  it  will  not  only  equal  but  exceed  the  noble 
gift  of  $150,000  of  the  women  at  the  last  general  convention.  By 
motion  of  Mr.  Eichard  Battle  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  were 
extended  by  a  rising  vote  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  for  its  report, 
and  to  Mr.  Wood  for  his  inspiring  address. 

Upon  the  return  to  St.  John's  Chapel  the  hearing  of  reports 
was  resumed.  When  the  Vice-Presidents  were  called  they  stated 
that  owing  to  the  fact  that  their  duties  had  been  but  vaguely  de- 
fined they  had  done  little  and  had  no  reports.  Mrs.  Van  Landing- 
ham  said  that  she  has  written  letters  with  a  hope  of  starting 
branches  at  ten  different  points  but  had  succeeded  in  organizing 
only  one,  tdat  at  Cooleme,  with  Mrs.  Henry  Rice  as  President. 

The  director  of  the  Juniors,  Mrs.  F.  J.  Murdock,  sent  her 
report  which  was  read  by  Mrs.  Jos.  McNeely.  It  was  with  sincere 
regret  that  the  Auxiliary  heard  of  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Mur- 
dock, who  for  a  number  of  years  has  most  faithfully  and  efficiently 
served  the  Juniors. 

Mrs.  Walter  Smith  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  Babies'

Branch  in  the  convocation  of  Charlotte,  showing  a  great  deal 
accomplished  b}^  her  and  Mrs.  M.  A.  Bland,  the  Secretary. 

The  noon  hour  having  arrived  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Honorary 
Secretary. 

Mrs.  F.  S.  Spruill  followed  with  an  excellent  report  for  the 
convocation  of  Kaleigh  and  read  the  eloquent  letter  written  by  her 
to  the  little  baby  helpers.  Her  report  was  accepted  by  a  rising 
vote. 

Mrs.  A.  B.  Andrews  presented  a  statement  of  the  receipts  for 
the  apportionment  and  reported  many  letters  sent  out  by  her  in 
the  interest  of  the  fund,  the  results  of  which  were  most  encourag- 
ing.   Accepted. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Horner,  conveying  loving  greetings  was 
read  by  Miss  Cheshire,  and  also  Miss  Horner's  appeal  for  a  thank 
offering  from  the  assembled  branches  for  the  going  of  Miss  Ellen 
Hicks  of  Oxford  as  a  missionary  to  the  Philippine  Islands.  The 
offering  amounted  to  $41.00. 

Mrs.  Bland  read  the  sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  Church 
Periodical  Club  of  which  Miss  Rebecca  Cameron  is  the  efficient 
correspondent.  Upon  its  acceptance  the  President  appointed  Mrs. 
Sharpe,  Mrs.  Andrews  and  Miss  Cheshire  a  committee  to  draw  up 
resolutions  of  thanks  to  Miss  Cameron  with  regret  at  her  absence. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  John  Bennett  the  names  of  all  ladies  pres- 
ent from  the  Charlotte  Branches  were  placed  upon  the  roll  as  del- 
egates.     The  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  again  at  four  o'clock. 

The  chief  work  of  the  afternoon  session  was  the  consideration 
of  the  constitution  and  by-laws.  They  are  designed  to  meet  the 
enlarged  growth  of  the  Auxiliary,  to  define  the  duties  of  the  in- 
creased number  of  officers  and  to  be  prepared  for  the  emergency 
that  at  sometime  it  may  be  desirable  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  at 
a  different  time  and  place  from  the  diocesan  convention, 

A  report  of  the  circulation  of  the  Spirit  of  Missions,  sent  by 
Miss  Annie  Wetmore,  was  read  by  Miss  Cheshire.  Also  an  excel- 
lent report  of  the  colored  work  as  conducted  by  Mrs.  Delaney. 

A  gracious  letter  from  Bishop  Horner  was  read  by  Mrs.  Blair. 
It  expressed  sincere  thanks  for  contributions  from  the  Auxiliary 
and  told  of  present  needs  in  the  Asheville  Jurisdiction.  Rev.  Mr. 
Ingle,  through  Mrs.  Blair,  made  a  statement  of  the  receipts  from 
the  North  Carolina  Branch  to  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund,  and 
gratefully  acknowledged  appreciation. 

Mrs.  C.  L.  Hunter  appealed  to  the  members  to  observe  prompt- 
ness in  paying  dues,  thus  lessening  the  trials  of  the  Treasurers  of 
branches,  and  the  annoyance  of  the  diocesan  Treasurer  in  making 
her  report. 

The  committee  appointed  in  the  morning  read  the  resolution 
of  thanks  to  Miss  Cameron,  which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

A  letter  from  Boone  School,   Wuchang,   China  was  presented 
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requesting  books.  Various  branches  at  once  promised  that  they 
should  be  sent.  Miss  Esdale  Shaw,  who  several  years  ago  received 
assistance  from  the  Auxiliary  to  build  a  church  at  Rockingham, 
told  of  its  completion  and  its  beauty.  She  amusingly  portrayed 
some  of  the  difficulties  met  and  overcome.  Mrs.  Van  Landingham 
spoke  of  an  Auxiliary  column  in  the  Messenger  of  Hope  which 
Mr.  Smith  has  generously  placed  at  the  command  of  the  Auxiliary. 
She  begged  all  the  branches  to  send  to  her  all  items  of  interest  to 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Juniors  and  the  Babies'  that  it  may 
indeed  prove  a  medium  of  information  to  all. 

It  was  resolved  that  an  expression  of  gratitude  be  extended  the 
ladies  of  Charlotte  for  their  gracious  hospitality. 

Mrs.  Burgwyn  called  Mr.  John  W.  Wood  to  the  chair  who 
conducted  an  informal  conference,  speaking  oq  the  Spirit  of  Mis- 
sions, the  United  Offering,  the  Apportionment,  Boone  School  at 
Wuchang,  China,  Missionary  study  and  other  topics  of  special  in- 
terest. He  explained  the  difference  between  the  apportionment  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  the  Missionary  apportionment  of  the 
various  parishes  and  dioceses,  answering  many  questions  asked  by 
the  ladies.  Kev.  Mr.  Cocke  was  invited  to  make  a  talk,  and  most 
graphicly  related  the  experience  of  a  friend  who  went  as  Mission- 
ary to  Africa.  Rev.  Mr.  Mallinckrodt  concluded  the  meeting  m  a 
clarion  call  to  service  and  a  bouyant  God-speed  to  the  women  in  their 
work  for  the  church.  A  hymn  was  sung  and  the  Auxiliary  ad- 
journed, to  meet  in  Henderson  in  1906. 

There  was  an  interest  in  the  meeting  that  was  marked.  The 
women  assembled  promptly,  and  showed  no  restlessness.  Mrs.  Bur^ 
gwyn  presided  with  a  dignity  and  familiarity  with  parliamentary 
usages  that  dispatched  business,  yet  with  a  willingness  to  have  every 
matter  duly  considered,  that  was  both  graceful  and  gracious.  Miss 
Cheshire  threw  her  energy  and  enthusiasm  into  various  discussions 
and  convinced  everyone  that  with  sucii  leaders  the  Auxiliary  can 
but  go  forward.  Inspiration  was  gained  from  addresses  and  from 
personal  association.  Charlotte  will  feel  the  influence  of  the  con- 
vention for  years  to  come.

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BABIES'  BRANCH. 
My  Dbak  Little  helpers: 

Since  my  last  letter  was  written,  another  Secretary  has  been 
chosen  to  care  especially  for  the  Little  Helpers  in  the  dou vocation 
of  Charlotte;  and  since  last  summer,  Mrs.  Bland  has  been  busy 
sending  out  letters  and  boxes,  and  later,  gathering  in  pennies. 
When  you  know  her,  I  am  sure  you  will  love  her  very  much,  but 
this  year  she  wishes  me  to  tell  you  of  the  work  we  have  all  been 
doing. 

Our  branches  have  grown,  and  our  offerings  have  grown.  Seven 
new  branches  work  with  us,  but  most  of  them  were  established  late 
and  have  very  few  members,  Salisbury  is  really  an  old  one  come 
back,  and  we  are  especially  glad  to  welcome  its  zealous  Secretary 
and  twenty-flve  members.  Our  two  little  members  from  High  Point 
have  removed  from  the  Diocese.  Two  other  branches  reported 
from  only  a  small  part  of  their  number,  but  we  are  sure  they  will 
do  better  next  year.  We  want  to  hear  from  every  member  every 
year.  Our  Heavenly  Father  has  called  one  little  one  to  Himself, 
but  a  mother's  love  sends  a  generous  offering — a  memorial  to  the 
precious  baby  girl.     Our  seventeen  branches  have  given  $73.55. 

Again  we  send  our  offering  to  keep  little  Toka  in  Holy  Trinity 
Orphanage,  another  to  Bishop  Horner  to  help  train  our  little  girl 
in  his  school  at  Valle  Crucis.  A  small  gift  went  to  Mrs.  Hunter 
for  her  Kindergarten  work.  Our  largest  gift  went  to  the  Thomp- 
son Orphanage,  to  help  take  care  of  the  seventy  little  ones  who  find 
a  home  there.  Seven  dollars  were  given  to  the  Clergymen's  Eetiring 
Fund,  that  our  baby  soldiers,  just  entering  on  life's  warfare,  may 
bless  those  older  ones  who  can  no  longer  engage  in  active  service, 
but  are  spared  to  be  a  benediction  and  inspiration  to  those  who 
can  fight.  Another  gift  was  sent  to  the  Board  of  Missions  to  help 
just  a  little  with  its  big  work.  As  loyal  members  of  the  Church, 
we  wish  you  to  give  to  its  officers  something  to  spend  as  they  think 
best.  Then  five  dollars  have  been  put  into  the  savings  Bank,  that 
when  our  United  Offering  is  made  we  will  have  a  little  interest  to 
add  to  our  gift,  and  then  your  officers  have  kept  $5.55  to  pay  for 
printing,  express  and  postage.  Two  dollars  and  a  half  we  add  to 
the  United  Work  of  the  Babies — a  part  going  to  Miss  Carter  for 
her  work  among  the  Indian  babies  in  Utah,  a  part  to  the  Little 
Helpers'  Day  School  in  Shanghai,  a  part  to  the  Little  Helpers'  Cot 
in  Sfc.  Agnes'  Hospital  at  St.  Augustine's  School;  a  part  to  Bishop 
Partridge,  of  Kyoto,  and  a  part  to  Bishop  VanBuren,  in  Porto  Rico. 
This  includes  all  the  contents  of  the  boxes,  but  we  have  a  band  of 
little  workers  in  St.  Peter's  Sunday  School, Charlotte,who  have  birth- 
days every  year,  and  give  a  birthday  offering  for  a  little  sick  child  in 
Shanghai,  where  Miss  Henderson  carries  on  her  hospital  work. 
These  pennies,  with  a  few  gifts  from  older  friends,  make  five  dol- 
lars.      Besides  this  offerings  this  class  helped   to  dress  a  Mission 
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(Jtiristmas  Tree,  their  gifts  being  equal  to  about  eight  dollars.  My 
dear  baby  helpers,  yon  cannot  realize  the  privilege  that  has  been 
yours,  in  helping  to  '-preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature."  Your 
gifts,  sent  with  baby  prayers  and  God's  great  love,  have  gone  North, 
South,  East  and  West  to  accomplish  His  work  and  hasten  His 
Kingdom. 

But  this  record  intended  only  for  the  babies  of  the  Convocation 
of  Charlotte,  shows  only  a  small  part  of  the  work  of  the  Babies' 
Branch  in  North  Carolina.  The  Convocation  of  Raleigh,  v/ith  its 
larger  membership  and  larger  offerings  swells  the  gifts  to  f^218.20. 
The  tables  show  just  what  each  parish  has  given.  The  little 
ones  of  the  Diocese  have  done  a  big  work  and  we  humbly  and  lov- 
ingly offer  it  to  Him  who  accepted  the  loaves  and  fishes  from  one 
little  lad  and  fed  a  multitude.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY  LAWS. 

Art.  I.  The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  The  North  Car- 
olina Branch  of  the  Woman^s  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Akt.  II.  The  object  of  this  society  is  threefold — viz:  Prayer 
for  Missions,  Study  of  Missions  and  Work  for  Missions. 

Art.  III.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  as  follows,  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  four  Con  vocational 
Secretaries;  two  Seci"etaries  and  Treasurers  for  the  Juniors  and  two 
for  the  Babies'  Branch;  Secretaries  for  the  United  Offering,  and  "C. 
P.  C. 

Art.  IV.  All  the  women  of  the  Church  are,  by  baptism,  en- 
titled to  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  this  active 
membership  shall  be  recognized  by  annual  contributions  to  the 
Central  Fund. 

Art.  V.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Meeting  of  this  society; 
time  and  place  to  be  decided  by  the  executive  board. 

Art.  VI.  The  Diocesan  officers  constitute  the  executive  board 
and,  under  the  Bishop,  direct  the  work  of  this  Branch  of  the  Aux- 
iliary. 

Art.  VII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  any  Annual  Meeting. 

BY  LAWS. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  meetings,  pre- 
side over  them,  and  have  general  oversight  of  the  whole  work. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  act  in  the  absence 
of  the  President. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  society;  to  prepare  for  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan 
Convention  an  Annual  Keport  of  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary  and  to 
have  printed  for  circulation  a  report' of  the  work  and  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  moneys 
and  disburse  the  same. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Con  vocational  Secretaries  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  existing  branches  and  to  form  new  ones. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  of  the 
Junior  Auxiliary  and  of  the  Babies'  Branch  to  have  the  oversight 
of  the  work  in  their  Branch;  to  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  out  the 
same  by  May  1st;  and  to  send  an  annual  report  to  the  Secretary. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  for  the  United  Offering 
to  arouse  interest  in  the  fund  by  correspondence  and  the  circulation 
of  literature. 

8.  All  moneys  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer;  the 
last  payments  to  be  made  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May. 


REPORT 

of  the  Diocesan  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Bishop 
at  the  Convention  held  in  Henderson. — June  15th,  1906. 

Kt.  Rev.  Father  iii  God  :— 

Since  our  Annual  Report  was  made  at  the  last  Convention 
several  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  Diocesan  Branch.  Mrs. 
John  Wilkes,  the  honored  President  of  formei"  years  has  been  ap- 
pointed permanent  Pi'esident;  and  Miss  Mattie  Bailey,  Vice-Presi- 
dent. The  old  title  of  Convocational  Secretary  has  been  revived; 
Mrs.  Lewis  and  Mrs.  Winston  holding  the  office  in  the  Convocation 
of  Raleigh,  and  Mrs.  Bennett  and  Mrs.  Van  Landingham  in  the 
Convocation  of  Charlotte.  The  same  change  has  also  taken  place 
in  the  Junior  Bi-anches;  Mrs.  Rawlings  being  Secretary  of  the 
Juniors  in  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh,  and  Mrs.  Bland  in  the 
Convocation  of  Charlotte;  Mrs.  Spruill  Secretary  of  the  Babies' 
Branch  in  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh  and  Mrs.  Walter  Smith  in 
the  Convocation  of  Charlotte. 

You  have  thought  it  best  that  the  Colored  Work  be  a  separate 
organization  with  its  own  Officers.  By  this  change  we  have  lost, 
not  only  in  numbers,  but  by  the  help  given  heretofore  by  Mrs. 
Hunter  of  St.  Augustine's;  one  of  our  Diocesan  Officers.  We  have 
]S"OT  lost  our  interest  in  the  work,  however;  and  trust  that  this 
change  may  greatly  increase  the  strength  and  usefulness  of  the 
Colored  Branch  in  our  Diocese. 

Notwithstanding  the  loss,  our  old  branches  have  grown  steadily, 
and  three  new  branches  have  been  added  The  Secretary  has  spent 
some  time  during  the  year  visiting  the  branches  in  the  two  Convoca- 
tions; and  several  of  these  which  made  no  reports  last,  year  were 
found  to  be  in  good  working  order.  In  nearly  every  branch  there 
has  been  some  encouragement;  and  in  many  a  noted  increase  in 
numbers,  gifts  and  interests. 

We  have  endeavored,  especially,  to  emphasize  this  year  the 
needs  of  our  own  diocese;  and  the  arduous  work  our  Bishop  and 
Missionaries  are  doing  with  comparatively  little  help  from  ap- 
propriations and  less  from  our  own  people.  We  believe  that  this 
help  will  come  when  we  realize  the  great  work  already  done,  and 
the  greater  work  waiting  to  be  done.  A  deep  interest  has  already 
been  manifested,  as  shown  in  an  increase  of  gifts:  in  money  to  the 
Bishop,  in  specials  to  some  of  our  diocesan  Missionaries,  and  in 
Church  furniture  and  boxes  sent  to  the  missionary  fields. 

The  interest  of  the  various  branches  in  the  study  of  Missions 
has  been  great,  and  the  observance  of  the  days  of  prayer  for  Mis- 
sions almost  universal. 

The  outlook  is  hopeful  and  our  progress  has  been  steady;  and 
yet,  so  long  as  there  lies  work  around  us  waiting  to  be  done,  we 
can  not  be  satisfied.       It  is  rather  a  note  of  dissatisfaction   we 
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would  strike.  If  our  neighbor — at  home  or  abroad — is  in  need  of 
us — our  duty  is  not  done  until  we  help  him.  And  every  one  of  us 
can  help  him.  Some  of  us  by  going  to  him  in  person,  more  of  us 
by  our  gifts  to  him;  and  all  of  us  by  our  prayers  for  him. 

We  may  ask  the  question,  Am  I  my  brother's  keeper? — and  the 
answer  may  come  back  from  the  Master: — Ye  shall  not  see  My  face 
except  YOUR  brother  be  with  you

Miss  Cheshire  said  that  she  thought  it  would  be  a  good  plan 
next  year  if  the  Auxiliary  jisk  for  one  whole  day  for  the  Silver 
Jubilee. 

She  then  urged  all  that  possibly  could  be  present  at  the  cel- 
ebration of  the  Holy  (vommunion  on  Friday  morning  to  do  so.

14th  and  15th  1906. 

The  Diocesan  Officers  met  for  consultation  Thursday  afternoon 
at  four  o'clock  in  the  parish  house. 

There  was  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  by  the  Bishop 
at  7:00  o'clock  Friday  a.  m.,  in  the  church  of  the  Holy  Innocents. 

At  9:30  a.  m.,  morning  prayer  was  said  in  the  church  by  the 
Kev.  E.  A.  Osborne,  assisted  by  Dr.  Wm.  A.  Meade  and  at  10:00 
o'clock  the  officers  and  delegates  together  with  a  goodly  number  of 
the  members  of  the  local  branch  assembled  in  the  Parish  House 
for  the  opening  meeting.  The  Bishop's  address  was  full  of  encour- 
agement for  the  women;  as  he  said  he  w^ould  only  ask  for  the  future 
that  we  go  forward  as  we  had  done  in  the  past. 

All  were  delighted  to  welcome  the  new  President,  Mrs.  Wilkes, 
so  long  an  officer  in  the  ranks  of  the  Auxiliary.

The  address  of  v.elcome  by  Mrs.  M.  W.  Parker  was  gracefully 
responded  to  by  the  President  as  follows: 
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Dear  Friends  and  Fellow  Members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliahy  : 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  meet  with  yon  once  more,  and  to  re- 
new the  loving  companionship  which  we  have  had  together  for  so 
many  years. 

In  May  1882  the  first  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  held  in  Oxford;  just  a  very  small 
beginning,  and  we  were  all  very  ignorant  about  it.  For  14  years 
the  guidance  of  the  work  was  in  my  hands  as  Diocesan  Secretary 
under  Bishop  Lyman's  appointment  in  1881.  But  very  little  would 
have  been  accomplished  if  the  church  women  of  North  Carolina 
had  not  held  up  my  hands.  Their  enthusiam  for  missionary  work, 
and  the  love  and  loyal  support  given  to  me,  are  among  my  much 
cherished  recollections,  have  resulted  in  good  to  the  causes  of  Mis- 
sions, and  to  the  women  themselves.  It  has  drawn  us  all  together 
with  united  interest  and  sympathy,  and  I  trust  has  made  us  better 
women  and  stronger  workers. 

Now  after  nine  years  a  private.  Bishop  Cheshire  has  again 
placed  me  at  the  head  of  the  Auxiliary  in  North  Carolina,  and  I  am 
very  proud  of  the  position,  and  of  his  selecting  me  to  fill  it.  But 
I  am  only  a  figure  head,  for  other  cares  and  the  weight  of  many 
years,  prevent  my  attending  as  I  would  like,  to  these  duties. 

So  we  must  all  welcome  Miss  Cheshire  our  Diocesan  Secretary, 
support  her,  help  her,  and  love  her,  which  is  the  best  way  to  give 
strength  snd  courage  for  the  work.  It  has  grown  in  these  24  years. 
The  diocese  has  been  divided  twice  since  the  Auxiliary  was  estab- 
lished in  North  Carolina,  and  still  the  reported  work  increases  year 
by  year. 

But  we  could  do  more.  And  so  I  suggest  one  thought.  Are 
we,  each  in  our  own  place,  doing  our  very  best  for  our  Master's 
cause?  Are  not  the  meetings,  the  papers,  the  study,  even  the  daily 
noonday  prayer,  often  forgotten,  and  easily  laid  aside,  for  other 
duties  and  pleasures? 

Let  us  remember  that  we  must  work  while  it  is  day,  for  the 
night  cometh  when  work  is  done.  And  also  that  when  we  have 
done  all  that  we  can,  we  are  still  unprofitable  servants,  and  only 
Christ's  love  and  tender  compassion  can  make  our  efforts  durable 
in  His  sight. 

1  trust  this  meeting  will  show  that  we  have  improved  in  the 
past  year,  and  that  we  will  be  invigorated  and  stimulated  to  greater 
exertion  in  the  year  to  come  by  our  association  and  conference.

The  minutes  of  the  officers  meeting  of  the  previous  afternoon 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  business  of  the  morning  was  then  taken  up,  beginning 
with  the  Treasurer's  Report.     This  showed  among  other  improve- 
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ments  that  the  Auxiliary  has  raised  a  little  more  than  the  $300 
asked  for  by  the  Bishop  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  that  the  full 
apportionment  had  also  been  paid. 

Miss  Cheshire  stated  that  the  Bishop  had  ordered  the  books 
closed  after  May  1st  so  that  all  reports  and  money  coming  in  after 
that  date  would  go  over  to  the  next  year's  report.  She  also  request- 
ed the  Secretaries  of  the  Junior  Departments  to  close  their  books 
on  the  same  day. 

At  eleven  o'clock  the  Auxiliary  went  in  a  body  to  the  Church 
to  hear  the  report  of  the  Diocesan  Secretary  read  by  Rev.  Harris 
Mallinckrodt  before  the  Bishop  and  Convention.  This  report 
showed  a  healthy  growth;  for  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
colored  branches  had  become  a  separate  organization,  there  was 
an  increase  of  72  members  for  the  year;  and  the  increase  in  gifts 
amounted  to  $440.39. 

The  Bishop  next  introduced  Kev.  Milton  A.  Barber,  who  de- 
livered a  most  inspiring  address  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  on  the 
subject  of  Diocesan  Missions.  His  appeal  to  mothers  to  teach  in 
their  own  homes  that  the  highest  life  is  the  life  of  self  sacrifice, 
and  that  the  highest  and  best  gift  is  the  gift  of  self,  was  both 
eloquent  and  touching.  He  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  work  of  Rev. 
Alfred  R.  Berkeley,  at  Mayodan,  and  to  that  of  our  loved  Secretary 
Miss  Cheshire,  for  her  part  in  uplifting  and  brightening  the  dai-i< 
lives  of  the  mill  people  of  that  place. 

By  motion  of  Mr.  Richard  Battle  the  thanks  of  the  Conven- 
tion were  extended  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  foi-  their  excellent 
report  and  to  Rev.  Mr.  Barber  for  his  stirring  address.  This  was 
given  by  a  rising  vote. 

At  12:30  o'clock  the  Auxiliary  returned  to  the  Parish  House 
to  resume  the  hearing  of  reports  of  the  Convocational  Secretaries. 
Mrs  W.  H.  S.  Burgwyn  was  requested  by  the  President  to 
preside,  which  she  did  with  her  usual  graciousness  of  manner. 
The  reports  were  called  for  as  follows : 

Miss  Addie  E.  Smith  presented  an  interesting  account  of  her 
work  as  Secretary  United  Offering. 

In  absence  of  Mrs.  A.  B.  Andrews,  Miss  Cheshire  read  report 
of  Apportinment,  which  showed  that  the  Secretary  had  done  her 
work  so  thoroughly  that  the  women  had  become  aroused  to  the  im- 
portance of  their  duty  in  this  respect;  therefore  as  there  was  ap- 
parently nothing  more  to  be  done,  she  resigned  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary of  Apportionment.  The  gifts  for  this  purpose,  exceeded  the 
pledges. 

The  17th  annual  report  of  the  C.  P.  C.  was  read  by  Miss 
Cheshire  in  absence  of  Miss  Rebecca  Cameron,  the  efficient  cor- 
respondent. There  were  expressions  of  pleasure  at  the  recovery  of 
Miss  Cameron  from  a  serious  and  protracted  illness  and  at  her 
ability  to  assume  the  duties  of  correspondent  of  the  C.  P.  C. 
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M]'S.  E.  G.  KawliDgs  Secretary  Junior  Auxiliary,  Convocation 
of  Raleigh  then  presented  her  report  of  the  work  of  the  Juniors. 

Miss  Cheshire  read  Mrs.  Bland's  report  of  the  Juniors  in  the 
Convocation  of  Cliarlotte. 

Mrs.  Spi'u ill's  excellent  report  of  the  work  of  the  Babies' 
Branch  Raleigh  Convocation  was  accepted  with  thanks. 

Mrs.  Harris  Mallinckrodt  read  report  of  the  Babies' Branch  in 
absence  of  Mrs.  Walter  J.  Smith  the  efficient  Secretary  of  the 
Charlotte  Convocation. 

Conditions  making  it  necessary  to  change  portions  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-LawSj  these  changes  were  the  first  business  of  the 
afternoon  session.  Mrs.  Wilkes  and  Miss  Cheshire  explained  the 
matter  and  upon  motion  the  changes  were  adopted. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Rev.  J.  E.  Ingle  the  report  of  the  Olergy 
Retiring  Fund  Society  made  by  him  to  the  Convocation  was  read. 
The  women  were  g'-eatly  interested  in  the  large  increase  in  this 
wonderfully  beneficial  society.  Mrs.  Blair  announced  that  the 
Communion  alms  at  the  early  servicj-"  and  the  collection  taken  later 
for  this  worthy  cause  amounted  to  $17.57.  After  Mrs.  Locy's  ex- 
pression of  appreciation  of  the  work  etc.  of  the  Treasurer,  Miss 
Cheshire  read  a  commendatory  letter  on  the  same  subject  from  Miss 
Emery  which  upon  motion  ctf  Miss  Hilliard,  was  heartily  endorsed. 

Revisi(Mi  of  the  pledge  list  being  the  next  business,  Miss  Chesh- 
ire explained  the  proposed  new  items  which  she  would  put  on  che 
new  lists.  These  lists  to  be  sent  to  the  Parish  Branches  as  soon  as 
possible.  Accompanying  this  would  be  a  leaflet  telling  same  thing 
of  each  object.  A  blank  for  the  names  of  the  officers  of  the 
Parish  Branch  would  also  be  sent  with  the  above,  this  last  to  be 
returned  as  sooii  as  filled  out  to  Miss  Cheshire  so  she  could  embody 
it  in  the  annual  report.  The  plan  was  approved  and  the  women 
promised  co-operation. 

By  motion  of  Mrs.  Wall  it  was  resolved  that  expressions  of 
gratitude  be  extended  the  women  of  Henderson  for  their  gracious 
hospitatily. 

Mrs.  Bridgej's.  in  a  very  cordial  manner  invited  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  to  hold  its  next  meeting  in  Tarboro.  This  the  twenty- 
fifth  aniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in 
North  Carolina  is  to  be  made  the  occasion  of  a  Silver  Jubilee. 

By  motion  it  was  resolved  to  raise  as  large  an  amount  as  pos- 
sible to  be  a  memorial  and  as  a  thank  offering  on  this  interesting 
occasion, 

A  discussion  then  followed  as  to  arrangements  for  this  service, 
and  on  motion  by  Mrs.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted.  That  the  Diocesan  officers  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary confer  with  the  Bishop  and  Secretary,  and  make  such  arrange- 
ments for  the  service  as  may  to  them  seem  best. 

Miss  Esdale  Shaw  as  a  representative  from  the  King's  Daugh- 
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ters  introduced  the  following  motion.  That  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary of  North  Carolina  endorse  the  actions  of  the  King's  Daugh- 
ters in  their  efforts  to  procure  a  Reformatory  which  is  to  be  known 
as  The  North  Carolina  Training  School  for  Boys,  and  that  each 
delegate  place  the  niatter  before  her  parish  branch,  requesting  all 
who  wish  to  do  so,  to  send  a  contribution  of  $1.00  to  Mrs.  Burgwyn, 
Weldon,  in  furtherance  of  this  project. 

An  interesting  letter  was  read  from  Mrs.  Winston  urging  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  to  continue  their  sympathy  and  their  aid  to  the 
Clergy  Retiring  Fund  Society.  She  also  spoke  of  her  interest  it) 
church  woi'k  at  Chapel  Hill;  and  Rev.  Francis  0.-^,b()rne,  Chairma!] 
of  the  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Rector  and  V^estry  of  Chapel 
Hill  on  this  subject,  told  of  what  had  been  done  by  the  Committee 
during  the  past  year.  The  Auxiliary  promised  its  sympathy  and 
co-operation  in  any  additional  work  undertaken  to  bring  the  church 
and  her  teachings  before  the  young  men  at  our  State  XJniversity. 

The  time  having  been  taken  up  only  a  few  reports  from  the 
Parishes  could  be  heard.  Mrs.  Guthrie  gave  an  interesting  account 
of  the  work  of  the  Mission  at  Oil  worth.  Miss  Cheshire  reported 
for  St.  Saviour's  Chapel,  Raleigh  and  Church  of  the  Advent,  Enfield. 
She  also  reported  two  new  branches  organized  by  her  during  the 
year;  one  at  Walnut  Cove  atid  another  at  Mayodan. 

Mrs.  Blair  made  a  few  remarks,  as  an  object  lesson,  concerning 
the  methods  of  carrying  on  mission  study  in  her  parish.  MissOrr 
read  and  answered  questions  from  Miss  Emery. 

Then  followed  a  fine  address  by  the  Rev.  Francis  M.  Osborne 
on  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Missions.  He  told  enthusiastically  of 
his  work  among  the  mill  people  around  Charlotte.  He  spoke  of 
the  work  at  Dil worth  as  an  ideal  Mission,  and  paid  a  beautiful 
tribute  of  '-espect  to  the  memory  of  Bishop  Atkinson;  expressing 
the  hope  that  they  may  soon  complete  a  handsome  church  at  Dil- 
worth  as  a  memorial  to  this  venerable  man  and  great  Bishop. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ancell,  a  missionary  from  China  was  the  next  speak- 
er. He  told  of  his  labors  at  Soochow  Mission  China  This 
mission  having  been  paid  for  entirely  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
special  interest  in  it  is  felt  by  the  women.  He  told  a  pathetic 
story  of  how  a  vicious  little  slave  boy  was  cured  of  the  common 
vice  of  untruthfulness  by  Christian  training.  His  portrayal  of 
Chinese  life  and  customs  proved  quite  interesting  and  instructive. 
In  an  eloquent  address,  Rev.  Alfred  R.  Berkeley,  who  is  al- 
ways gladly  heard,  told  of  his  work  and  his  needs  at  Mayodan; 
giving  the  humorous  as  well  as  the  pathetic  side  of  life  among 
these  mill  people,  whose  very  existence  is  made  up  of  destitutioii, 
sorrow  and  ignorance.  The  chief  hopes  are  in  the  children,  and 
to  these  his  best  efforts  are  desired. 

After  a  few  concluding  remarks,  a  hymn   was  sung  and   the 
benediction  pronounced.       Thus  closed  a  most  delightfully  profit- 
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able  meetiug  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  adjourned  to  meet  in 
Tarboro,  1907.  A  profound  interest  pervaded  the  entire  session, 
and  Henderson  is  happy  to  h^ve  had  the  influence  of  such  a  body.

I  am  always  glad  to  have  a  postal  sent  to  me  also, 
that  I  may  keep  in  touch  with  the  parishes.  She  gives  me  an  item- 
ized list  of  the  sums  sent;  it  grieves  me  to  see  13  blanks,  instead 
of  offerings.  When  collecting  for  the  Thompson  Orphanage  box 
last  Thanksgiving,  I  remarked  to  one  man  who  had  every  strain  on 
his  purse  during  rhe  year,  that  I  would  not  ask  him  for  anything. 
He  replied  that  he  was  not  willing  to  be  left  out,  and  handed  me 
a  dollar.  That  is  the  spirit  which  should  animate  us  all.  I  beg 
of  you  not  to  be  ashamed  to  send  a  small  sum  if  not  able  to  send  a 
large  one.  In  order  to  make  this  a  United  Offering,  every  Parish, 
every  Mission  should  join  in,  each  strand  helping  to  form  the  Cable 
which  is  stretching  from  our  land  to  the  ends  of  the  earth.

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FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHURCH 
PERIODICAL  CLUB. 

Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

An  illness  covering  three  months  has  made  it  impossible  for 
me  to  do  my  work  except  by  proxy — and  the  15th  Annual  Report 
of  the  Church  Periodical  Club  is,  unfortunately,  one  of  those 
things  that  could  not  be  delegated;  so,  except  to  submit  our  Treas- 
urer's Report  of  the  amounts  sent  in  for  the  Central  Office  Fund,  I 
have  nothing  to  tell. 

The  Librarians'  Reports  were  sent  out  from  the  Central  Office, 
and  such  as  were  filled  out  were  returned  to  headquarters,  and  con- 
sequently I  do  not  yet  know  what  we  have  done;  except  I  do  know 
that  very  few  applications  for  addresses  to  which  literature  was  to 
be  Sent  where  made  to  me,  during  the  past  year — I  hope,  however, 
that  means  that  more  local  work  is  being  done,  which,  of  course, 
means  precisely  the  same  thing  as  if  the  addresses  were  furnished 
from  the  Central  Office. 

We  have  18  Librarians.  Three  new  ones,  as  Ascension  Mis- 
sion, High  Point,  and  Winston-Salem  have  joined  us  during  the 
current  year — and  there  have  been — to  my  infinite  regret — two  res- 
ignations, both  most  efficient  and  valued  officers,  viz:  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Edwards,  of  Calvary  Parish,  Wadesboro,  who  has  removed  to  Ten- 
nessee, and  whom  we  grieve  to  lose,  even  though  her  place  will  be 
filled  by  as  desirable  and  capable  a  successor  as  Mrs.  Eugene  Little; 
and  St.  Peter's,  Charlotte,  loses  Mrs.  Bland,  much  to  my  regret.  So 
far  I  do  not  know  who  will  succeed  her,  but  I  sincerely  hope  it  will 
be  as  satisfactory  and  delightful  a  woman. 

These  are,  so  far,  all  of  the  changes  that  I  know;  but  there  are 
many  parishes  in  the  diocese  which  take  no  part  in  this  good  and 
most  useful  branch  of  our  work.  I  wish  I  knew  how  to  make 
them ! 

1  have  so  long  hoped  the  day  would  come  when  all  of  our 
parishes  would  see  with  my  eyes  the  need  that  everywhere  exists 
for  reading  matter,  and  supply  notonly  our  own  Missions  and  needy 
ones,  but  go  beyond  and  give  as  freely  as  has  been  given  to  us.

Ten  years  ago  the  Babies'  Branch  began  its  work  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  "North  Carolina.  On  the  membership  cards  then  sent  out 
was  the  veree — 

"I  am  but  a  penny  from  a  baby's  hand, 
Can  I  bear  glad  tidings  over  all  the  land?

All  these  years  the  pennies  have  been  gathering  and  bearing 
their  glad  tidings,  till  the  amount  is  more  than  twelve  hundred 
dollars.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 

Art.  I  The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  The  North  Car- 
olina Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  society  is  threefold — viz : — Prayer 
for  Missions,  Study  of  Missions  and  Work  for  Missions. 

Art.  III.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  as  follows,  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  four  Con  vocational 
Secretaries;  two  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  for  the  Juniors  and  two 
for  the  Babies'  Branch;  Secretaries  for  the  United  Offering,  and  C. 
P.  C. 

Art,  IV.  All  the  women  of  the  Church  are,  by  baptism,  en- 
titled to  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  this  active 
membership  shall  be  recognized  by  annual  contributions  to  the 
Central  Fund. 

Art.  V.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  this  society; 
time  and  place  to  be  decided  by  the  executive  board. 

Art.  VI.  The  Diocesan  officers  constitute  the  executive  board 
and,  under  the  Bishop,  direct  the  work  of  this  Branch  of  the  Aux- 
iliary. 

Art.  VII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  any  Annual  Meeting. 


BY  LAWS. 


1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  meetings,  preside 
over  them,  and  have  general  oversight  of  the  whole  work. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  act  in  the  absence 
of  the  President. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence of  the  society;  to  prepare  for  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocesan 
Convention  an  Annual  Eeporfc  of  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary  and  to 
have  printed  for  circulation  a  report  of  the  work  and  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  moneys 
and  disburse  the  same. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Con  vocational  Secretaries  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  existing  branches  and  to  form  new  ones. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  of  the 
Junior  Auxiliary  and  of  the  Babies'  Branch  to  have  the  oversight 
of  the  work  in  their  Branch;  to  receive  all  moneys  and  pay  out  the 
same  by  May  1st;  and  to  send  an  annual  report  to  the  Secretary. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  for  the  United  Offering 
to  arouse  interest  in  the  fund  by  correspondence  and  the  circulation 
of  literature. 

8.  All  moneys  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer;  the  last 
payments  to  be  made  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  May. 


REPORT 

of  the  Diocesan  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Bishop 
at  the  Convention  held  in  Tarborongh,  May  16th  and  17th,  1907. 

Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God: 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  for 
the  past  year  I  find  that  little  chan2,e  has  taken  place  in  us  exter- 
nally. We  have  had  a  healthy,  natural  growth;  in  interest,  in  offer- 
ings and  in  numbers; — I  trust  there  has  been  spii'itual  growth  as 
well. 

For  the  first  time  since  I  have  been  in  office  there  has  been  no 
change  in  the  list  of  Diocesan  Officers;  and  this  body,  from  longer 
experience,  and  better  knowledge  of  each  other  and  of  their  required 
duties,  has  done  better  work-  The  semi-annual  meetings  of  the 
Officers  and  members  of  the  Auxiliary  during  the  sessions  of  the 
Convocations  have  also  added  to  our  interest  and  efficiency;  and  I 
would  suggest  that  these  meetings  be  held  each  fall  when  there  is 
no  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  United  Auxiliary. 

I  regret  to  report  the  loss,  by  death,  of  several  valuable  paro- 
chial officers;  but  the  influence  of  their  life  and  works  is  still  with 
ns  to  help  us. 

I  have  visited  during  the  past  year;  the  Woman's  Auxiliaries 
of  Tarborough;  Lawrence;  St.  Mary's,  Edgecombe;  Rocky  Mount; 
Enfield;  Christ  Church,  Church  of  the  Grood  Shepherd,  St.  Mary's 
and  St.  Savior's,  Raleight;  Mayodan;  Madison;  Stoneville;  Duke;  St. 
Matthew's,  Hillsboro  and  St.  Athanasius,  Burlington.  The  Jun- 
iors Auxiliaries  of  Tarborough;  Christ  Church,  St.  Mary's  and 
St.  Saviors'.  Raleigh;  Mayodan  and  Hillsboro. 

I  have  also  visited  several  factory  towns;  and  have  endeavored 
to  interest  all  the  branches  in  our  Diocese  in  the  good  work  which 
is  being  done  by  oui-  Church  and  her  Missionaries  among  these 
people.  In  Duke  I  organized  a  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary; 
and  in  Mayodan,  where  I  had  organized  the  women  a  year  ago,  a 
branch  of  Juniors,  composed  of  more  than  forty  factory  children. 

The  work  done  by  the  Junior  Department  this  year  has  been 
especially  encouraging;  the  old  branches  have  grown  and  new 
branches  have  been  formed. 

Not  quite  so  many  branches  have  reported  a  Mission  Study 
Class  as  did  last  year;  but  our  women  do  not  forget  the  Intercessoiy 
Days  which  are  very  generally  observed. 

Twenty  five  years  ago  a  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was 
organized  in  this  Diocese,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Convention  held  in 
this  parish.  It  was  composed  of  six  branches,  only  four  of  which 
are  in  the  present  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  Their  members 
amounted  to  119;  their  offering  $261. GO.     Today  we  have  have  123 
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branches,  including  the  Junior  Department;  2132  members,  and 
our  offerings  amount  to  $4,434.42. 

This  may  sound  encouraging;  and  yet  I  pray  that  we  may  not 
be  satisfied  until  every  Parish  and  Mission  Station  has  a  missionary 
society;  and  we  are  doing  not  well — nor  better  than  we  did  last 
3^ear — but  the  best  that  is  in  us.

MINUTES. 

At  3:30  Thursday  afternoon.  May  16th,  1907,  The  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  assembled  in  Calvary 
Chapel,  Tarboro,  N.  C.  Bishop  Cheshire  opened  the  meeting  with 
prayer,  followed  by  the  singing  of  Hymn  249.  Very  briefly  the 
Bishop  spoke  words  of  welcome  and  encouragement  to  this  gathering 
and  Mrs.  John  Wilkes,  President  of  the  Auxiliary  called  us  to  order. 
Most  graceful  and  hearty  was  the  welcome  extended  us  by  Mrs. 
Charles  Parks,  President  of  the  Calvary  Branch,  Tarboro.  Mrs. 
Wilkes  responded  for  the  Auxiliary.  Our  hearts  were  full  of  thank- 
fulness as  we  listened  to  Mrs.  Wilkes'  address  and  her  sketch  of  the 
twenty-five  years  growth  of  the  Auxiliary  in  this  Diocese.  Miss 
Cheshire,  Diocesan  Secretary,  voiced  the  sentiments  of  every  woman 
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present  when  she  spoke  loving  wo'-ds  of  appreciation  of  Mrs.  Wilkes' 
devoted  service  to  the  Auxiliary  for  the  past  quarter  of  a  century. 
Arising  vote  further  expressed  our  satisfaction  with  our  honored 
President. 

Mrs.  Dorian  H.  Blair,  Treasurer,  read  her  report.  Mrs.  Blair 
urged  all  Parish  Branches  to  send  money  direct  to  her,  thereby  sav- 
ing trouble  and  confusion. 

Mrs.  R.  H.  Lewis,  gave  us  a  concise  account  of  work  done  for 
the  past  year  in  the  District  of  Wake. 

Mrs.  R.  W.  Winston,  of  Durham,  her  co-laborer  in  the  Raleigh 
Convocation  gave  us  ideas  for  future  improvement  as  well  as  facts 
of  work  accomplished. 

Much  to  the  regret  of  the  Auxiliary  Mrs.  John  Van  Landingham, 
of  Charlotte,  was  detained  at  home  by  sickness  in  her  family. 

Mrs.  John  T.  Bennett  reported  for  the  District  of  Guilford,  Con- 
vocation of  Charlotte,  her  work  being  confined  to  writing  the  vari- 
ous Branches  in  this  District  and  endeavoring  to  stimulate  interest  in 
our  Jubilee  Offering  and  in  Mission  Study.  The  death  of  three 
parochial  officers  was  mentioned  and  much  deplored,  viz: 

Mrs.  Thos.  R.  Sharpe  for  many  years  President  of  Leaksville 
Branch  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Mrs.  Robt.  K.  G-ibson  President  All  Saints' Woman's  Auxiliary, 
Concord,  N.  C. 

Mrs.  M.  E.  MacCaulev  the  faithful  Secretary  of  St.  Paul's 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  Monroe,  N.  C. 

Miss  Addie  Smith  of  Sco'-.land  Neck,  our  able  Secretary  for  the 
United  Offering  made  a  report  showing  the  Diocesan  Branches  are 
unusually  interested  in  our  next  Triennial  Offering  to  be  made  in 
Richmond,  Va.,  October,  1907. 

The  United  Offering  is  nearing  the  $1000.00  mark  with  one 
more  collection  to  be  taken. 

Owing  to  continued  ill  health  our  faithful  Secretary  ot  the 
Church  Periodical  Club,  Miss  Rebecca  Cameron,  was  unable  to  be 
present.       Miss  Cheshire  read  her  report. 

Miss  Cameron  resigned  her  office,  but  this  resignation  was  not 
accepted. 

Miss  Jarvis  of  Connecticut  was  then  introduced  to  the  Auxiliary. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Emery,  read,  by  Mrs.  Wilkes,  asked  that 
the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  observe  St. 
Matthew's  Day,  September  21st,  1907,  as  a  day  of  special  interces- 
sion for  our  mission  work. 

A  most  gratifying  letter  from  Miss  Emery  on  the  subject  of 
the  Apportionment  for  North  Carolina  was  read  by  Miss  Cheshire. 

Apportioned  $320.00,  the  North  Carolina  Branch  has  given 
$413.67. 

Roll  Call  by  the  Diocesan  Secretary  followed.       The  number 
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of  Diocesan  officers  and  the  unusually  good  attendance  of  dele^iates 
showed  how  deeply  our  hearts  have  been  aroused  by  the  "Silver 
Jubilee  Oft'ei'ing". 

As  the  Parishes  ^^ere  called  many  of  their  representatives  gave 
us  hints  for  future  use  and  enthusiastic  words  speaking  increased 
interest  in  every  form  of  mission  work. 

Miss  Addie  Smith  made  a  plea  for  the  work  of  our  Ohurch  in 
Duke,  N.  0.  It  is  desired  to  place  our  efforts  in  this  new  mill  town 
on  a  practical  basis. 

Eev.  J.  J.  Chapman  of  Kanazawa,  Japan,  to  whom  we  had 
listened  with  so  much  interest  in  Calvary  Church  Wednesday 
night  gave  us  a  ten  minute  talk  about  his  work  in  Kanazawa. 
This  missionary  with  one  native  helper  occupied  a  thickly  popu- 
lated field  as  large  as  the  State  of  North   Cai'olina. 

His  account  of  the  embroidery  school  in  Kanazawa  and  the 
exhibition  of  his  stoles  fashioned  and  and  embroidered  by  Japanese 
women  was  most  interesting  to  us  all. 

At  6:00  o'clock  the  meeting  adjourned  and  the  delegates  and 
visitors  assembled  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Nash  wnere  a  re- 
ception was  givet]  by  Calvary  Parish  to  the  members  of  Convention 
and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Friday  morning  at  10:30  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  many  in 
the  Junior  ranks  gathered  in  Calvary  Ohurch  to  attend  our  long 
anticipated  Jubilee  Service.  It  was  a  Jubilee  indeed.  From  the 
tirst  ringing  notes  of  Hymn  580  till  the  two  hundred  or  more  com- 
municants had  received  the  soul-strengrhening  food  of  the  com- 
munion administered  by  our  Bishop  assisted  by  faithful  Priests, 
there  was  devout  attention  to  the  service.  Particularly  happy  was 
the  magnificent  tribute  paid  by  Rev.  Harris  Mallinckrodt  to 
the  work  and  love  of  Woman  all  over  the  world. 

Mr.  Mallinckrodt  chose  for  his  text  13th,  14th  and  15th  verses 
of  the  forty-fifth  Psalm. 

The  silver  offering  was  collected  by  the  four  Deacons— Crosby, 
Brown,  Blackwelder  and  Trott  and  received  by  Rev.  Alfred  Berke- 
ley during  the  singing  of  Hymn  478.  This  offering  amounted  to 
$755.00. 

This  service  held  in  the  Church  of  such  lovely  proportions  and 
hallowed  memories,  enhanced  by  beautiful  music  will  be  a  life  long 
delight  to  those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  participate  in  it. 

Immediately  after  service  Rev.  Thaddeus  Cheatham  of  Wilson 
read  the  report  of  our  Diocesan  Secretary  to  the  Bishop  and  the 
Convention  called  to  order  for  that  purpose. 

From  our  happy  Jubilee  Service  the  Auxiliary  met  in  Calvary 
Chapel  and  was  called  to  order  by  Mrs.  R.  W.  Winston. 

Roll  Call  during  the  meetings  showed  one  hundred  and  three 
delegates  present  besides  many  visitors. 

Minutes  of  Diocesan  officers  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 
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The  discussion  of  leaflets  to  be  used  at  tlie  iDtercessory  ser- 
vices was  taken  up. 

The  Auxiliary  decided  to  use  the  same  form  of  service  as  here- 
tofore and  the  Diocesan  Secretary'  was  requested  to  have  1,000  of 
these  leaflets  pi-inted  for  distribution  to  the  various  Parochial 
Branches. 

A  telegram  of  greeting  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the 
Diocese  of  East  Carolina  was  read. 

'J'he  resolution  concerning  the  advisability  of  restricting  the 
attendance  of  Diocesan  Officers  at  Triennial  Meetings  was  fully 
discussed,  the  members  present  agreeing  with  the  Diocesan  Officers 
in  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved  : — That  four  delegates — with  four  alternates — from  each 
Diocese  be  sent  to  the  Triennial  Meetings  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Mrs.  DeLaCroix  of  Oxford  was  asked  to  give  us  some  partic- 
ulars of  the  work  of  Miss  Ellen  Hicks,  of  Oxford,  who  is  the  only 
woman  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  at  work  in  a  far  dis- 
tant field.  Miss  llicks  is  a  trained  nurse  of  experience  and  has 
been  at  work  under  Bishop  Brent  in  the  Philippines.  She  is  tem- 
porarily in  the  United  States.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried 
that  Miss  Hicks'  work  in  Manila  be  added  to  our  next  pledge  list. 

Meeting  adjourned. 

At  3:30  p.  M.,  May  .8th,  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  our 
sessions  was  held. 

This  meeting  was  attended  by  representatives  from  various 
Branches  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  as  well  as  by  the  Seniors. 

Mrs.  S.  1).  Eawlings,  Secretary  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  in  the 
Convocation  of  Kaleigh,  gave  us  an  account  of  magnificent  work 
done  by  the  Juniors. 

She  noted  oiie  new  Branch,  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson. 

St.  Mary's  School  is  in  the  lead. 

Miss  Cheshire  read  us  a  letter  from  Mrs.  M.  A.  Bland  Secre- 
tary Junior  Auxiliary  in  (Jharlotte  Convocation. 

Mrs.  Bland  reported  3  new  Branches  formed  and  bright  hopes 
for  future  gifts  and  study  among  the  Juniors. 

Miss  (Cheshire  with  her  cordial,  tactful  manner  welcomed  the 
Juniors,  their  mothers,  aunts  and  leaders.  The  Tarboro  Juniors 
attended  and  their  report  showed  them  to  be  a  compact,  well  organ- 
ized body. 

An  interesting  account  of  the  work  done  by  the  Babies'  Branch 
in  the  Convocation  of  Ealeigh  was  read  by  their  Secretary  Mrs. 
Frank  Spruill. 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Smith  to  whose  heartfelt  and  untiring  efforts  much 
of  the  success  of  the  Babies'  Branch  in  this  Diocese  is  due  read  her 
report  as  Secretary  of  this  department  in  the  Charlotte  Convocation. 

As  the  Silver  Offering  had  not  reached  the  $1000.00  mark  a 
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collection  amounting  to  $18.64  was  taken  up  and  Miss  Cheshire 
received  further  pledges  from  individuals  and  parish  branches.  The 
greatest  enthusiam  prevailed  and  our  offering  speedily  climbed  to 
$921.00.  Later  payments  showed  us  to  have  given  more  than  1000 
silver  dollars  to  be  used  for  some  Diocesan  work  not  yet  decided  on. 

Artistic  and  beautiful  silk  bags  in  which  the  offerings  from 
various  Branches  were  laid  on  the  altar  were  exhibited. 

A  collction  for  Miss  Hicks'  work  was  taken  up  and  amounted 
to  $17.30 

Miss  Jarvis  of  Connecticut  made  a  most  interesting  address  on 
the  mission  work  of  our  Church  in  various  fields. 

Her  talk  was  given  mainly  to  the  Juniors  but  older  heads  found 
pleasant  information  in  it.  Miss  Jarvis  is  a  fluent,  graceful 
speaker  and  exemplified  the  Chinese  expression  of  Christian-  workers, 
those  with  "the  light  in  their  faces".  She  answered  several  ques- 
tions asked  her  by  Junior  Directors  then  gave  us  a  graphic  account 
of  the  work  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stanton  in  the  Philippines,  among  the 
Igorotes. 

With  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Tarboro  ladies  who  did  so 
much  to  make  this   never-to-be-forgotten  Annual   Meeting  a  suc- 
cess the  Auxiliary  adjourned  to  meet  next  year  in  Raleigh.

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REPORT  OF  UNITED  OFFERING. 

As  Secretary  of  the  United  Offering  I  extend  the  cordial  thanks 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Women  of  the  Diocese,  to  whose 
noble  efforts  we  are  indebted  for  the  sum  which  the  Treasurer  re- 
ports $904.21,  and  with  the  prospect  of  another  offering  in  Sep- 
tember, there  should  be  a  goodly  sum  carried  to  Richmond  in  Oc- 
tober. I  distinctly  recall  the  feeling  of  timidity  which  came  over 
some  of  us  when  the  idea  of  a  United  Offering  was  first  broached — 
For  it  was  to  be  over  and  above  the  regular  work  of  the  Auxiliary. 
In  1886  the  little  sum  of  |82.00  was  carried  home  in  a  handker- 
chief. Then  came  the  request  for  $56,000.00  to  endow  the  Bishopric 
of  Alaska.  It  was  promptly  met,  and  with  each  triennial,  the 
mark  has  steadily  grown  higher,  until  it  reached  the  $150,000.00 
in  1906.  The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  sent  $1,000.00  as  her 
share  in  that.  What  will  be  our  portion  in  this  our  Silver  Jubilee 
Year?  The  use  which  is  made  of  this  money  is  far  reaching  in 
its  results.  There  are  52  women  workers  who  are  dependent  on 
the  United  Offering  for  their  support.  There  are  15  of  this  num- 
ber sent  to  the  State  ot  North  Carolina,  6  to  our  Diocese,  6  to 
Asheville,  and  3  to  East  Carolina.. 

I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  one  fact,  that  it  is  partly 
due  to  this  Diocese  that  we  havea  United  Offering  in  a  United 
Church.  Only  two  Southern  Bishops  attended  the  General 
Convention  which  met  in  Philadelphia  in  1865.  Bishop  Lay, 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  Bishop  Atkinson  of  North  Caro- 
lina. The  Diocesan  Convention  had  elected  your  former  beloved 
rector.  Rev.  Jos.  B.  Cheshire  the  clerical  delegate,  and  Mr.  R. 
H.  Smith  of  Scotland  Neck  the  lay  delegate.  In  the  Memorial 
Sermon  on  Bishop  Atkinson  which  Bishop  Lay  delivered  be- 
fore the  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  May  18th,  1881,  he  says, 
"To  the  tact,  the  gentleness,  the  manly  outspokenness  of  Bishop 
Atkinson  the  chuich  is  indebted  for  the  honorable  result  of  this 
venture."  A  lay  delegate  from  Tennessee  told  a  lady  (not  being 
aware  that  she  had  ever  known  him)  that  the  Conservative  conduct 
of  Mr.  Richard  H.  Smith  in  the  House  of  Lay  Delegates,  was  equally 
effective.  People  urged  Dr.  Cheshire  not  to  go,  for  fear  of  some 
harm  happening  to  him  in  those  troublous  times.  But  they  spoke 
to  the  wrong  man.  If  there  ever  was  a  soldier  of  Christ  ready  to 
tight  under  the  Banner  of  the  Cross,  he  was  one.  This  place,  this 
occasion,  stir  up  feelings  of  loyalty  and  reverence  for  him  which 
must  have  utterance.  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck,  claims  a 
share  in  the  tribute  paid  to  him  by  loving  hearts.

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TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BABIES'  BRA\OH 
CONVOCATION  OF  CHARLOTTE 
1907 
My  Dear  Little  Helpers: 

This  year  when  your  Seniors  are  celebrating  the  Silver  Jubilee, 
it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  report,  that  although  your  numbers  are 
only  three  more  than  last  year  and  your  branches  not  quite  so  many, 
yet  your  offerings  are  a  little  more.  You  have  been  able  to  do  a 
little  more  to  spread  the  Gospel — the  Glad  Tidings.  Our  branch  at 
Mocksville,  of  only  one  member,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Juniors. 

Your  gifts  have  gone  to  Japan  to  teach  and  train  one  orphan 
girl,  to  China  to  carry  comfort  to  a  sick  child,  to  the  Thompson 
Orphanage  to  help  the  Superintendent  care  for  his  seventy  little 
ones.  And  here,  too,  the  memorial  gifts  have  this  year  gone  to  help 
care  for  the  youngest  child  at  the  Orphanage — a  wee  little  girl 
hardly  three  years  old. 

A  part  of  your  pennies  have  found  their  w;iy  to  the  mountains, 
to  Bishop  Horner's  school  at  Valle  Crucis,  and  a  part  to  St.  Agus- 
tine's  School.  We  have  not  forgotten'  our  retired  Clergy,  but  a 
small  gift  goes  to  bring  some  help  to  these  faithful  ones  who  have 
given  their  lives  for  others  and  are  now  forced  to  '*rest  from  their 
labors." 

This  year  a  special  appeal  was  sent  to  the  many  branches  in 
the  Church,  asking  help  to  rebuild  the  Akita  Kindergarten  in 
Tokyo,  a  Kindergarten  supported  by  the  babies  as  a  memorial  to 
their  leader,  Gaylord  Hart  Mitchell,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire 
last  summer.  Five  dollars  was  given  for  this  from  three  friends, 
one  being  the  little  girl  enrolled  as  the  first  member  of  the  North 
Carolina  Babies'  Branch. 

The  United  Offering,  the  United  work  of  the  Babies,  and  the 
Central  Fund  have  received  their  share,  leaving  just  one  bright 
silver  dollar  to  add  to  the  Silver  Offering  For  the  Babies  must 
have  some  share  in  this  Thanksgiving  service,  and  in  1932  when 
we  come  together  to  celebrate  our  Golden  Anniversary,  may  the 
ranks  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  be  filled  with  those,  who  as  babies 
learned  to  bring  their  treasures  to  Him  who  said,  "The  silver  is 
mine  and  the  gold  is  mine"  and  may  they  all  be  His  "In  that  day 
when  He  shall  make  up  His  Jewels."

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Friends,  Members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  : 

I  am  glad  to  be  permitted  to  meet  you  again, — especially  glad 
to  meet  you  in  Tarboro,  the  place  where  the  North  Carolina  Branch 
was  organized,  and  where  we  now  meet  to  celebrate  our  25th  anni- 
versary. 

My  address  today  will  give  you  a  short  history  of  this  Branch, 
its  growth  and  its  work.  I  am  sure  you  will  all  feel  grateful  to 
our  Heavenly  Father  for  what  He  has  enabled  us  to  do  for  His  ser- 
vice, and  I  ask  you  all  to  pray  fervently  that  we  may  do  more  in 
the  future  in  token  of  our  gratitude. 

In  1871,  the  General  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  in 
sf/ssion  at  Baltimore,  Md,,  established  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to 
the  Board  of  Missions  as  the  authorized  agency  for  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary work.  All  mission  societies  were  directed  to  be  merged  in 
it — and  all  Woman's  work  was  requested  to  report  to  the  Conven- 
tion through  it.  It  is  the  only  association  for  Woman's  work  that 
reports  directly  to  the  General  Convention. 

In  October  1881,  I  asked  Bishop  Lyman  it  it  would  not  bf^  use- 
ful to  establish  a  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina.  He  accepted  the  suggestion,  and  directed  me 
to  begin  the  work  at  once.  Following  his  direction,  I  wrote  to 
Miss  Emery,  Secretary,  at  the  Church  Mission  Eooms,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  her  instructions,  I  wrote  to  every  Clergyman  and  to 
many  women  in  the  Diocese,  which  then  comprised  the  whole  State. 
The  idea  was  well  received,  but  establishment  of  branches  was 
slow. 

At  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  Tarboro  May,  1882,  six  branch- 
es reported  and  were  organized  as  the  North  Carolina  Woman's 
Auxiliary.  I  was  elected  Diocesan  Secretary  on  the  Bishop's  ap- 
pointment. 

The  six  branches  which  formed  the  nucleus  of  our  Auxiliary, 
were  Trinity,  Asheville;  first  organized  as  a  Missionary  Society  in 
1873. 

St.  Paul's  Branch,  Edenton;  which  dated  from  1873. 
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The  Branch  in  St.  John's,  Fayetteville;  which  had  existed  for 
a  long  time  as  a  Parish  Aid  Society. 

St.  Peter's,  Charlotte. 

St.  Matthew's,  Hillsboro. 

St.  James',  Lenoir. 

This  was  our  beginning  in  May,  1882,  with  about  100  members. 

In  May  1883,  in  Charlotte,  the  first  annual  report  showed 
$666.44  as  the  financial  value  of  the  year's  work.  At  this  meet- 
ing ten  branches  reported. 

In  this  year,  East  Carolina  was  set  off  as  a  separate  Diocese, 
and  soon  organized  its  own  Auxiliary,  but  the  number  of  Branches 
in  our  own  Diocese  grew  steadily. 

In  1890  the  Junior  Department  of  the  Auxiliary  was  estab- 
lished, with  Miss  Mary  E.  Horner  as  its  nead;  and  in  May,  1891, 
five  Junior  Branches  reported  $272.65  as  the  sum  of  their  work 
and  boxes.  In  1906  there  were  34  Branches  with  713  members, 
and  the  sum  of  $778.00  reported  as  the  year's  work  of  the  Juniors. 
We  may  well  be  proud  of  them 

In  1895,  the  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Asheville  was  set  off, 
but  the  Auxiliary  seemed  to  increase  by  sub-division,  as  the  total 
sum  of  the  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  in  the  next  year 
was  more  than  any  previous  year,  $1,913.64. 

In  1895  also,  the  Babies  Branch  was  organized,  and  the  Bles- 
sed Babies  have  been  helping  the  cause  finely.  Their  Directors 
must  tell  their  history. 

In  1896,  I  was  obliged  to  resign  the  office  of  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Miss  Horner  as  Diocesan  Sec- 
retary. 

It  was  also  then  deemed  advisable  to  appoint  more  officers,  the 
duties  having  out  grown  one  head,  so  the  Bishop  announced  this 
list: 

Miss  Mary  E.  Horner,  Diocesan  Secretary. 

Mrs.  John  Wilkes,  Honorary  Secretary. 

Mrs.  Montford  McGehee,  Ealeigh,  Sec'y  of  the  Convocation  of 
Raleigh. 

Mrs.  T.  N.  Hill,  Halifax,  Secretary  of  the  Convocawion  of  Tar- 
boro. 

Mrs.  John  Van  Landingham,  Charlotte,  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vocation of  Charlotte. 

Miss  Agnes  Hairston,  Davie  County,  Secretary  of  the  Convoca- 
tion of  Salisbury. 

Mrs.  H.  H.  S.  Handy,  Secretary  for  the  Junior  Auxiliary. 

Mrs.  W.  J.  Smith,  Scotland  Neck,  Directress  of  the  Babies 
Branch. 

The  Auxiliary  grew  and  increased  under  these  new  heads. 
Changes  were  made  from  time  to  time,  as  deaths  occured  or  officers 
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moved  away,  but  always  the  sums  reported  amounted  higher,  with 
increase  in  Branches  and  in  membership. 

In  1904,  Miss  Horner  was  compelled  by  ill  health  to  resign 
her  office,  and  in  accordance  with  the  earnest  and  insistent  requests 
of  the  Auxiliary,  the  Bishop  appointed  Miss  Kate  Cheshire  as  her 
successor  as  Diocesan  Secretary.  Mrs.  W.  H.  S.  Burgwyn  was 
made  President.  The  following  year,  in  Charlotte  1905,  Mrs.  Bur- 
gwyn resigned,  and  the  Bishop  then  appointed  me  as  President  of 
the  North  Carolina  Branch.  I  value  this  title  very  highly,  be- 
cause I  know  it  represents  the  love  of  the  Auxiliary  women,  as 
well  as  my  Bishop's  regard.  But  I  only  consented  to  hold  the  of- 
fice on  condition  that  the  Secretaries  were  to  do  the  work  and  let 
me  be  simply  a  figure  head.  I  am  too  old  for  such  work,  and  be- 
sides have  much  to  do  in  the  Church  Hospitals  in  Charlotte. 

But  it  is  delightful  to  meet  the  Auxiliary  women,  and  I  cher- 
ish their  regard  and  esteem  as  most  precious.  If  I  can't  do  much 
more,  I  can  at  any  rate  cheer  you  on. 

Surely  God  has  been  good  to  us  and  has  helped  us  in  His  ser- 
vice. And  I  trust  our  Jubilee  Offering  tomorrow  will  show  our 
faith  and  our  gratitude. 

I  have  prepared  a  table  which  I  am  sure  will  interest  you. 
This  is  the  work  of  25  years.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 

Article  I.  The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  The  North 
Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  society  is  threefold — viz : — 
Prayer  for  Missions,  Study  of  Missions  and  Work  for  Missions. 

Art.  hi.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  as  follows,  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  four  Convoca- 
tional  Secretaries;  two  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  for  the  Juniors 
and  two  for  the  Babies'  Branch;  Secretaries  for  the  United  Offer- 
ing, and  0.  P.  0. 

Art.  IV.  All  the  women  of  the  Church  are,  by  baptism, 
entitled  to  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  this 
active  membership  shall  be  recognized  by  annual  contributions 
to  the  Central  Fund. 

Art.  V.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  this  society; 
time  and  place  to  be  decided  by  the  executive  board. 

Art.  VI.  The  Diocesan  officers  constitute  the  executive 
board  and,  under  the  Bishop,  direct  the  work  of  this  Branch  of 
the  Auxiliary. 

Art.  VII.  This  Constitution  my  be  altered  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  any  Annual  Meeting. 

BY  LAWS. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  meetings,  pre- 
side over  them,  and  have  general  oversight  of  the  whole  work. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  act  in  the 
absence  of  the  President. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  society;  to  prepare  for  the  Bishop  and  the 
Diocesan  Convention  an  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the  Aux- 
iliary and  to  have  printed  for  circulation  a  report  of  the  work 
and  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  moneys 
and  disburse  the  same. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Convocational  Secretaries  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  existing  branches  and  to  form  new  ones. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  of 
the  Junior  Auxiliary  and  of  the  Babies'  Branch  to  have  the 
oversight  of  the  work  in  their  Branch;  to  receive  all  moneys  and 
pay  out  the  same  by  April  15th;  and  to  send  an  annual  report  to 
the  Secretary. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  for  the  United  Offer- 
ing to  arouse  interest  in  the  fund  by  correspondence  and  the  cir- 
culation of  literature. 

8.  All  moneys  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer;  the 
last  payments  to  be  made  not  later  than  the  15th  of  April. 


KEPORT 

of  the  Uiocescin  Secretary  of  the  Womaii'8  Auxiliary  to  the  Bis- 
hop at  the  Convention  held  in  Raleigh,  May  6  7-8th,  1908. 

Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God: 

The  past  year,  so  memorable  in  the  history  of  our 
Church  in  America,  has  been  most  stimulating  to  the  membeis 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  At  Richmond,  Williamsburg  and 
Jamestown   our   Diocesan    Branch    had   the   Drivile2:e  of  takiii^r 
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part  in  the  glorious  services  commemorating  the  brin 
Christianity  to  our  own  countiy; — and  at  our  great  Triennial 
Meeting  we  added  §1,466.47  to  the  United  Offering  which  is  to 
help  carry  our  Christianity  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 

For  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  almost  no  change  iu 
us  externally;  the  same  Diocesan  Ofificers  have  done  the  same 
work  on  the  same  genei'al  lines.  Happy  that  body  which  has  no 
history  !  We  deeply  regret  the  continued  ill  health  of  our  valued 
Correspondent  of  tne  Church  Periodical  Club — Miss  Rebecca 
Cameron — and  her  kinswoman,  Mrs.  Bennehan  Camei'on,  has 
been  appointed  to  take  up  this  work  with  her. 

Six  new  branches  have  been  added  to  our  list,  Smithfielil, 
Christ  Church,  Rowan,  Ansonville  and  Statesville  have  organ- 
ized branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  at  Walnut  Covc 
and  the  State  Normal  College  branches  of  the  Junior  Auxili:iry 
have  been  formed. 

Immediately  after  the  General  Convention  your  Secretary 
made  a  most  interesting  missionary  journey  of  six  weeks  througii 
the  middle  and  western  portions  of  the  diocese;  visiting  parishes 
and  Missions,  reviving  old  branches  and  organizing  new  ones. 
If  the  help  and  encouragement  given  equalled  that  w^hich  vv'as 
received,  then  I  trust  the  journey  has  accomplished  good.

Mrs.  Wilkes  spoke  of  a  letter  she  had  received  from  Miss 
Emery  and  asked  that  it  be  read  on  Friday,  to  which  all  agreed. 

"The  Spirit  of  Missions"  was  then  referred  to,  and  the  officers 
earnestly  hope  this  most  interesting  and  valuable  magazine  be 
taken  by  each  member  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Miss  Smith  called  our  attention  to  a  spiritual  and  mission- 
ary organization  called  "The  Church  League  of  the  Baptized," 
having  for  its  object  the  increase  of  gifts  for  our  aged  and  in- 
i3rm  clergy. 

Mrs.  Wilkes  asked  that  all  woman's  work,  of  whatever  kind, 
should  be  reported  through  the  Auxiliary,  this  not  including,  of 
course,  strictly  parish  work. 

Mrs.  Benehan  Cameron  was  welcomed  and  joined  with  us 
in  some  matters  pertaining  to  the  Church  Periodical  Club. 

Miss  Cheshire  spoke  freely  of  Miss  Rebecca  Cameron,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Church  Periodical  Club,  and  of  her  long  and  faith- 
ful service  in  that  most  important  work. 

Mrs.  Wilkes  told  us  of  the  great  need  of  a  church  in  Ham- 
let, N.  C,  and  said  the  few  zealous  workers  now  have  a  lot  for 
that  purpose  and  the  positive  promise  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

Miss  Cheshire  thought  it  distressing  that  the  Branches  do 
so  little  for  Diocesan  Missions  and  showed,  by  the  statistics,  that 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  does  more  for  Foreign  and  Domestic  Mis- 
sions than  those  in  our  own  Diocese.  Mrs.  Wilkes  urged  that 
Branches  shall  be  thoroughly  informed  about  this  matter,  as 
our  Missionaries  in  some  points  cannot  be  retained  unless  money 
is  forthcoming  to  pay  them. 

Mrs.  Spruill  thought  it  better  hereafter,  that  all  pledges  be 
made  after  the  Annual  Meeting  instead  of  before.  This  was 
approved. 

Mrs.  Blair  and  Miss  Cheshire  spoke  with  regret  of  the  slow 
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way  in  which  reports  come  in  from  the  Branches.      This  causes 
much  delay  in  niakiPig  their  respective  reports. 

The  officers  then  adjonrned  to  meet  with  the  Auxiliary  in 
Christ  Church  Chapel  at  4:00  p.  m.  to  hear  an  address  by  Miss 
I.  P.  Mann,  a  Missionary  to  Japan.

MINUTES. 

The  twenty-sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary in  the  Diocese  of  N.  C.  opened  in  Christ  Church  Chapel, 
Friday  morning.  May  8th,  at  10:00  o'clock  with  the  singing  of 
Hymn  252,  followed  by  prayers  said  by  Bishop  Cheshire. 

In  a  few  apt,  touching  words  the  Bishop  spoke  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  presence  of  Mrs.  John  Wilkes,  and  mentioned  the 
fact  that  he  and  Mrs.  Wilkes  were  present  at  the  first  annual 
meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  in  this  Diocese.  The  Bishop  also 
brought  to  our  attention  the  happy  state  of  harmony  in  the  ranks 
of  our  church,  and  urged  us  not  to  forget  that  we  are  a  mission- 
ary organization.  He  gave  us  thanks  for  help  in  his  work,  par- 
ticularly for  the  Annie  Cheshire  fund,  our  -thank  offering  for 
one  of  our  number  who  has  given  herself,  in  her. lovely  youth, 
to  the  work  of  Christ  in  distant  fields.  He  spoke  of  these  funds 
as  ample,  but  Mrs.  Wilkes  voiced  our  thoughts  when  she  replied 
that  we,  wished  always  to  keep  Miss  Annie  Cheshire's  work  in 
our  hearts  and  on  our  pledge  list. 

Mrs.  Wilkes  read  no  formal  report,  but  gave  us  words  of 
encouragement  and  help. 

Our  tireless  and  capable  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Blair,  read  her  re- 
port which  is  given  in  full.  The  reports  have  come  in  very 
slowly  this  year,  a  number  of  sums  failing  to  be  included  in 
Mrs.  Blair's  report. 

Our  gifts  at  "Bishop  Cheshire's  disposal"  have  fallen  off, 
but  the  sum  total  shows  a  slight  increase,  o^^ing  to  the  hearty 
response  to  the  "Annie  Cheshire  fund." 

We  were  delighted  to  give  Mrs.  Blair  a  rising  vote  of  thanks 
for  her  year's  work,  and  hope  next  year,  by  promptness  in  send- 
ing reports,  to  give  her  less  trouble. 

Mrs.  Lewis  made  a  verbal  report  of  work  in  the  District  of 
Wake — Mrs.  Winston  was  detained  in  Durham  by  sickness,  we 
missed  her  and  her  report. 
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Mrs.  Van  Landingham  reported  by  letter,  which  letter  Mrs. 
Bennett  combined  with  her  report. 

In  the  Charlotte  Convocation  three  new  Branches  have  been 
organized,  viz: — Holy  Trinity,  Statesville,  All  Souls,  Anson - 
ville  and  the  new  Mission  at  Hamlet. 

It  is  always  a  sincere  pleasure  to  share  in  Miss  Addie 
Smith's  enthusiasm  concerning  the  United  Offering  and  this 
year  was  no  exception.  North  Carolina  Branch  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary made  a  good  offering  at  the  Triennial  service  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  last  October. 

The  report  of  the  Church  Periodical  Club  was  embodied  in 
a  letter  from  Miss  R.  Cameron.  Miss  Cameron  feels  discouraged 
over  the  year's  work.  Her  labors,  under  great  difficulties,  should 
be  an  inspiration  to  us  all. 

Miss  Cheshire  spoke  of  the  help  given  in  work  among  mill 
operatives  by  the  C.  P.  Club. 

Miss  Mann,  at  home  from  work  in  Japan,  told  of  the  sold- 
iers' reading  room  which  was  conducted  in  one  of  the  rooms  in 
her  Japanese  hopie.  She  said,  to  our  surprise,  that  a  very  large 
percentage  of  the  Japanese  can  read  English.  The  books  and 
periodicals  sent  her  make  quite  a  circuit  and,  finally,  find  their 
way  to  the  Seaman's  Mission  in  Yokohama. 

We  adjourned,  in  a  body,  at  11:00  o'clock  to  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd  where  the  report  of  our  Diocesan  Secretary 
was  read  by  Rev.  Alfred  Berkeley.  At  the  conclusion  of  this 
reading  Mr.  Richard  Battle  asked  that  report  be  received  by  the 
convention  with  great  gratification  and  thanks  be  given  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  for  their  noble  work — seconded  by  Mrs.  S. 
S.  Nash,  passed  by  rising  vote. 

On  returning  to  Christ  Church  Chapel,  routine  business 
was  taken  up  and  report  from  Mrs.  M.  A.  Bland,  Secretary 
Junior  Department  in  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte,  was  read 
by  Miss  Cheshire.  Mrs.  Bland  finds  interest  well  sustained  in 
her  field,  two  new  Branches  having  been  organized  by  Miss 
Cheshire,  one  at  Wal-nut  Cove,  another  at  the  State  Normal  Col- 
lege, Greensboro.  From  the  latter  we  hope  great  things,  know- 
ing the  enthusiastic  nature  of  school  girls. 

Mrs.  Rawlings,  Secretary  Junior  Department,  in  the  Raleigh 
Convocation,  gave  a  full,  interesting  account  of  work  accom- 
plished during  the  past  year  and  urges  forward  movement  on  her 
Juniors  for  another  year. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  Spruill,  Secretary  Babies'  Branch,  Con- 
vocation of  Raleigh,  was  complete  and  satisfactory.  884  babies 
are  represented  by  $187.98,  this  being  $31.00  increase  over  last 
year. 

Mrs.  Bridgers  read  report  of  Mrs.  W.  J.  Smith,  our  Secre- 
tary Babies  Branch,  Convocation  of  Charlotte.     Total  amount 
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$65.00  going  in  many  directions.  The  names  in  the  "Memo- 
rial Circle"  were  read. 

A  letter  of  greeting  from  Miss  Emery  was  read  by  Mrs. 
Bennett.  Miss  Emery  asi<ed  that  we  take  deeper  interest  in 
mission  study,  that  we  try  to  bring  into  Auxiliary  relations 
scattered,  isolated,  baptized  women  all  over  our  country,  and 
that  we  make  united  prayers  that  God  will  put  it  into  the  hearts 
of  many  of  his  faithful  servants  to  offer  themselves  for  Mission 
work  before  our  next  united  service  in  1910. 

Noouday  prayer  for  Missions  said  by  Mrs.  Wilkes. 

Amendment  to  By  Law  No.  8  was  proposed  by  Mrs.  Blair, 
seconded  by  Miss  A.  E.  Smith.  This  amendment  was  carried 
a,nd  the  By  Law  now  stands,  "All  money  shall  be  paid  quarterly 
to  the  Treasurer,  the  last  payment  to  be  made  not  later  than 
April  15th." 

A  letter  from  one  of  the  earnest  workers  at  Hamlet  was 
read  by  Mrs.  Bennett.  This  letter  contained  a  clear,  convincing 
statement  of  the  aim.s  and  needs  of  this  mission. 

Mrs.  Iredell  and  Miss  Shaw  spoke  briefly  on  the  subject, 
and  a  motion  was  made,  and  carried,  that  we  put  Hamlet  on  our 
next  pledge  list.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Wail,  Durham,  a  collection 
was  taken  for  the  work  at  Hamlet.  This  collection  amounted 
to  $40.00;  later  St.  PauFs  Branch  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Winston, 
promised  $50.00  for  the  church  at  Hamlet.

Mr.  Hauff  was 
particularly  happy  and  thankful  in  his  remarks.

In  Diocesan  work,  at  the  request  of  Rev.  Mr.  Joyner,  the 
help  hitherto  given  to  Roanoke  Rapids  will  be  transferred  to 
Littleton,  N.  C.     Hamlet  added. 

Domestic  Missions  list  remains  unchanged. 

Foreign  Missions  received  the  addition  of  Miss  Mann's  work 
in  Northern  Japan.  An  important  special  is  the  "Annie  Ches- 
hire Fund." 

Miss  Addie  Smith  spoke  briefly  on  the  importance  of  arous- 
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ing  interest  in  the  United  Offering.  Her  hope  is  that  we  may 
bring  every  baptized  woman  in  the  Diocese  in  touch  with  the 
United  Offering,  so  that  by  1910  we  may  all  be  able  to  say  "our" 
United  Offering. 

Adjourned  till  4:00  p.  m. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  by  the  singing  of  Hymn 
253.  This  was  followed  by  roll  call  of  the  Parish  Branches, 
many  of  the  delegates  as  their  Parishes  were  called,  giving  con- 
cise facts  and  helpful  ideas  about  Auxiliary  work. 

Rev.  Alfred  Berkeley  of  Mayodan,  made  a  talk  about  his 
work,  showing  pictures  of  his  "plant,"  choir  and  many  other 
interesting  features.  We  always  listen  with  pleasure  to  Mr. 
Berkeley. 

The  Sunday  School  is  the  main  work  in  Mayodan,  there 
being  175  names  on  the  roll  and  6  teachers.  This  Sunday 
School  is  made  attractive  wnth  banners,  badges  and  rewards  of 
of  various  kinds.  Mr.  Berkeley  is  ably  assisted  by  Mr.  Will- 
cox  and  Miss  Karrer,  to  both  of  whom  he  gives  unstinted  praise. 
They  conduct  a  night  school  and  the  week  is  full  of  rr^eetiugsof 
all  kinds.  Their  aim  is  to  build  up  a  church  congregation  on  a 
sure,  enduring  foundation.  Miss  Karrer  is  a  United  Offering 
worker,  but  Mr.  Berkeley  needs  funds  at  once  for  other  expenses. 
His  congregation  pay  $400  towards  their  Ministers  salary,  and 
a  total  of  $725.00  was  raised  in  Mayodan  during  the  past  year. 

Rev.  Bruce  Owens  was  the  next  speaker  and  he  made  an 
earnest,  moving  plea  for  the  work  of  our  church  in  Spring  Hope, 
— this  is  a  town  of  1500  inhabitants  between  Rocky  Mount  and 
Louisburg.  It  is  a  fine  point  for  church  work  and  Mr.  Owens 
needs  $800.00  at  once,  for  the  purchase  of  suitable  property  for 
a  church.  Miss  Bailey  received  pledges  for  the  work  at  Spring 
Hope. 

Rev.  Francis  Moore  Osborne  was  then  heard  in  a  new  kind 
of  appeal,  a  horse  for  a  faithful  missionary  who  is  unable  to 
procure  one  and  has,  literally,  walked  himself  sick.  This  is  Mr, 
Percy  Eubanks,  serving  as  catechist  in  Mecklenburg  County. 

Mrs.  Margie  Busbee  Shipp  made  an  earnest  plea  for  Christ 
School,  Arden,  North  Carolina,  established  by  Rev.  Thos.  Wet- 
more.  Her  account  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Wetmore  and  the 
determination  of  his  wife  to  continue  the  school  touched  all 
hearts.  Mrs.  Wetmore  needs  our  prayers,  sympathy,  and  help 
in  carrying  on  this  work. 

Rev.  Chas.  Fetter,  returned  to  N.  C.  after  several  years 
spent  in  Virginia,  gave  us  a  brief  account  of  his  work  in  Ham- 
let and  the  increasing  need  of  a  permanent  place  of  worship  in 
this  new  and  growing  town. 

Roanoke  Rapids  was  represented  by  Miss  Effie  Waldo,  a 
United  Offering  teacher. 
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A  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Raleigh  women  was  heartily 
given  by  the  delegates  attending  this  annual  meeting. 

We  think  we  can  have  no  greater  pleasure  than  to  return  in 
1909. 

This  was  a  remarkably  interesting  session  and  seemed  to 
accomplish  good  work.  Some  of  the  most  striking  features 
were  the  earnesc  speeches  from  the  young  clergy  and  the  great 
stress  laid  on  strengthening  the  hands  of  those  who  work  in  our 
own  Diocese. 

The  singing  of  Hymn  249  closed  our  meeting.

At  our  last  meeting  we  were  celebrating  our  Silver  Jubilee, 
and  summing  up  what  had  been  accomplished  in  those  twenty- 
five  years,  but  it  was  not  fully  completed  until  the  United  Offer- 
ing of  $1,573.20  was  given  at  Richmond.  Now  we  are  starting 
on  another  epoch  of  our  Auxiliary  Work  in  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina.  Let  us  make  it  a  forward  movement.  If  each  branch 
will  try  to  get  every  woman  in  her  parish  to  put  her  name  on 
the  United  Offering  list,  pledging  to  give  her  prayers,  her  inter- 
est, and  some  offering  to  this  cause  it  will  bring  a  blessing  to  her 
own  life  as  well  as  the  objects  for  which  we  are  working.  I 
have  written  to  all  the  branches  on  this  subject,  so  they  can  be 
prepared  to  discuss  it,  and  form  some  plan  for  our  growth.  In 
his  address  at  Richmond,  Dr.  Lloyd  spoke  of  the  glowing  tribute 
which  the  women  in  foreign  lands  paid  to  those  Americans, 
the  Auxiliary,  the  Juniors,  the  Babies  Branch,  who  sent  them 
the  means  to  lighten  their  darkness  with  tidings  of  "The  Light 
of  the  World."  We  want  all  the  women  to  have  a  share  in  those 
grateful  thanks.  Dear  friends,  let  us  realize,  that  when  "Before 
our  Father's  throne  we  pour  united  prayers,"  that  the  result  will 
be  "The  fellowship  of  Christian  minds  is  like  to  that  above."

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EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  EEPORT  OF  THE  CHURCH 
PERIODICAL  CLUB  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  N.  C. 

Six  months  of  continued  illness  has  limited  my  work  to  ;i 
great  extent  and  the  Gen.  Secretary  in  kindly  consideration  of 
"mine  often  infirmities"  had  the  report  blanks  sent  to  our  Libra- 
rians direct  and  none  were  returned  to  me  except  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  St.  Matthew's,  Hillsboro,  and  two  individual  contribu- 
tors— one  in  Henderson,  the  other  in  Chapel  Hill. 

Only  thirteen  applications  for  addresses  for  new  periodicals 
have  been  sent  to  me,  and  the  Librarians  who  do  write  to  me 
report  the  difficulty  they  have  in  arousing  interest  in  this  branch 
of  our  work. 

We  are  sending  out  regularly  71  periodicals  and  have  dis- 
tributed over  1600  odd  numbers  of  magazines,  and  papers,  and 
three  boxes  of  magazines,  books  and  papers.  I  have  written  40 
letters  and  24  postal  cards.  We  are  supposed  to  have  17  Libra- 
rians, I  say  SUPPOSED  because  I  have  letters  from  so  very  few 
that  I  cannot  say  who  is  really  holding  office. 

People  do  not  realize  the  good  they  could  do  and  the  pleas- 
ure they  could  give.  It  means  so  much  to  those  to  whom  the 
books  go — it  is  such  a  wide  spreading  benefaction — for  the  peri- 
odicals are  passed  on  from  hand  to  hand  and  often  journey 
hundreds  of  miles  in  their  circuit.

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THIRTEENTH   ANNUAL   REPORT    OF    THE    BABIES' 
BRANCH,  CONVOCATION  OF  RALEIGH. 

A  MESSAGE  TO  THE  MOTHERS  : 

Twenty-six  years  ago  a  few  earnest  women  organized  in  North 
Carolina  that  branch  of  the  mission  work  of  the  church  known 
as  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  A  little  later,  and  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  younger  women,  the  Junior  Branch  began  its  work  in  the 
Diocese.  Still  later,  and  as  the  result  of  a  memorial  to  a  little 
child  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  it  was  discovered  that,  in  the  life  and 
work  of  .he  church,  there  was  a  place  for  the  babies.  Thus  the 
Babies'  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  organized. 

Not  the  least  in  importance  of  this  trinity  of  co-operative 
forces  is  the  Babies'  Branch.  It  is  the  training  school  in  which 
the  children  of  the  church  are  taught  the  great  lesson  of  syste- 
matic giving.  The  infant,  clasping  in  its  tiny  hand  the  penny, 
which  all  unconscious  it  gives  to  God,  in  the  farnest  of  the 
grown-up  man  bringing  into  the  temple  his  maturer  offerings  of 
praise  and  thanksgiving. 

As  everything,  creature,  movement,  and  enterprise,  is  made 
up  of  little  units  which  have  either  grown  into  maturity  or  been 
combined,  so  the  mighty  organizition  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
is  now  the  broadened  current  that  at  its  source  is  but  the 
Babies'  Branch. 

The  growth  and  work  of  childhood  in  the  church  is  typified 
by  th  bud  which  is  to  become  the  flower;  the  seed  which  is  to 
become  the  tree;  the  tiny  drops  of  water  that  form  the  great  ocean. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  fund  made  up  from  the  babv 
offerings  the  importance  of  baby  work  is  again  emphasized. 
Whether  to  the  frozen  north,  or  to  the  torrid  south;  whether  to 
our  own  orphan  babies  at  Charlotte,  or  to  the  fur-wrapped  Esqui- 
maux of  Alaska;  whether  to  endow  an  infant's  cot  in  a  charity 
hospital,  or  to  bring  succor  to  an  enfeebled  clergyman,  who 
from  increasing  years  has  passed  into  a  second  childhood,  this 
fund — the  offering  of  the  babies — returns  to  the  babies  of  the 
church. 

Should  the  Father  call  unto  Himself  your  baby,  the  pen- 
nies it  has  given  during  its  little  life  will  be  working  and  doing 
good  on  the  earth,  while  the  baby  who  gave  them  is  working 
ai.d  singing  in  the  presence  of  God !

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My  Dear  Little  Helpers 

So  many  dear  little  ones  were  missing  when  we  came 
together  to  count  our  pennies.  Five  branches  sent  not  one  mem- 
ber !  Now,  what  are  we  to  do?  Why,  let  the  director,  each 
secretary,  and  each  mother  decide  just  how  far  the  fault  is  hers, 
and  let  us  all  determine  that,  by  renewed  efforts  and  more  earn- 
est prayers,  the  next  report  may  show  many  new  members,  many 
gifts  and  much  work — for  there  is  so  much  work  waiting  for  us 
to  io.  But  one  penny  a  week  from  a  great  many  babies,  bles- 
sed by  prayer,  can  accomplish  such  a  big  part  of  it. 

Our  Heavenly  Father  has,  this  past  year,  taken  from  us  our 
devoted  secretary  in  Dilworth,  Mrs.  M.  B.  Davis,  and  four  little 
members.  And  since  her  offering  was  sent,  another  life-long 
memb-fr  has  been  called  Home.  Our  Memorial  Circle  numbers 
fourteen,  and  these  gifts  with  a  little  added,  have  gone  to  the 
Thompson  Orphanage. 

Only  one  new  branch  has  worked  with  us — a  very  zealous 
branch,  established  late  in  the  year  in  Eeidsville;  but  Dilworth, 
and  the  two  parishes  in  Greensboro,  under  new  leaders  promise 
great  things,  and  we  trust  that  Winston  will  not  be  far  behind. 

Those  branches  that  have  worked  have  done  well — verv 
well.     The  total  amount  is  $65.37. 

The  infant  class  of  St.  Peter's,  Charlotte  have  sent  their 
birthday  pennies  to  our  own  North  Carolina  missionary,  Miss 
Hicks  in  Manila.  A  few  dollars  have  gone  to  help  Mr.  Berke- 
ley in  his  work  among  the  mill  children.  All  of  our  old  friends 
have  been  remembered  in  some  measure  except  the  retired  clergy. 
For  them  there  was  nothing.  Shall  it  be  so  again  ?  When  we 
sent  to  Richmond  the  United  Offering  which  we  had  been  col- 
lecting for  three  years  there  was  $1.16  interest  to  add. 

Our  offering  for  the  United  Work  of  the  babies  was  sent  to 
St.  Luke's  Chinese  Hospital  in  San  Francisco.  So  you  see  that 
the  children  of  Japan,  and  Manila,  the  Chinese  and  the  colored 
children,  the  orphans  and  the  mill  children  in  our  own  state, 
hav  all  been  helped  by  our  babies  just  as  much  as  we  could 
with  the  pennies  which  we  had.  But  if  each  one  has  been  given 
with  a  prayer,  God  can  take  them  in  His  Hand  and  make  them 
do  His  work.

CONSTITUTION    AND   BY-LAWS. 

Article  I.  The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  The  North 
Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  society  is  threefold — viz:  — 
Prayer  for  Missions,  Study  of  Missions  and  Work  for  Missions. 

Art.  III.  T\he  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  as  follows,  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  four  Oonvoca- 
tional  Secretaries;  two  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  for  the  Juniors 
and  two  for  the  Babies'  Branch;  Secretaries  for  the  United  Offer- 
ing, and  Church  Periodical  Club. 

Art.  IV.  All  the  women  of  the  Church  are,  by  baptism, 
entitled  to  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  this 
active  membership  shall  be  recognized  by  annual  contributions 
to  the  Central  Fund. 

Art.  V.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  this  society; 
time  and  place  to  be  decided  by  the  executive  board. 

Art.  VI.  The  Diocesan  officers  constitute  the  executive 
board  and,  under  the  Bishop,  direct  the  work  of  this  Branch  of 
the  Auxiliary. 

Art.  VII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  any  Annual  Meeting. 


BY-LAWS. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  meetings,  pre- 
side over  them,  and  have  general  oversight  of  the  w^hole  work. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  act  in  the 
absence  of  the  President. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duy- of  the  Secretary  to  conduct  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  society;  to  prepare  for  the  Bisho.>  and  the 
Diocesan  Convention  an  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the  Aux- 
iliary and  to  have  pri?ited  for  circulation  a  report  of  the  work 
and  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
moneys  and  disburse  the  same. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Oon vocational  Secretaries  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  existing  branches  and  to  form  new  ones. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  of 
the  Junior  Auxiliary  and  of  the  Babies'  Branch  to  have  the 
oversight  of  the  work  in  their  Branch;  to  receive  all  moneys  and 
pay  out  the  same  by  April  15th;  and  to  send  an  annual  report  to 
the  Secretary. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  for  the  United 
Offering  to  arouse  interest  in  the  fund  by  correspondence  and 
the  circulation  of  literature. 

8.  All  moneys  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer;  the 
last  payments  to  be  made  not  later  than  the  15th  of  April.

of  the  Diocesan  Secretary  of  The  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

Rt    Rev.  Father  in  God: 

Last  year  the  Wonian's  Auxiliary  of  our  Diocese  re- 
ported taking  part  in  the  great  services  commemorating  th_' 
bringing  of  Christianity  to  our  own  country  and  contributing  to 
the  United  Offering  presented  at  our  Triennial  Meeting.  This 
year  we  report  participating  in  what  was,  perhaps,  the  greatest 
Missionary  gathering  in  the  world's  history.  At  the  Pan-Angli- 
can Congress  representatives  of  this  branch  of  the  Auxiliary  had 
the  privilege  of  attending  the  inspiring  services  held  in  West- 
minster Abbey,  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  and  other  historic  Churches 
and  halls  of  London;  and  of  taking  part  in  the  glorious  Thanks- 
giving service — adding  their  small  share  to  the  great  offering 
made  for  missionary  work  throughout  the  world. 

During  the  month  of  October  and  N"ovember  your  Secretary 
visited  several  branches;  and  by  invitation  of  the  rectors  of  the 
parishes  and  officers  of  the  branches  gave  some  account  of  the 
Pan- Anglican  Congress  both  in  our  own  diocese  and  in  the 
diocese  of  East  Carolina. 

Since  that  time,  an  illness  has  prevented  her  from  taking 
any  active  part  in  the  work; — but  it  seems  that  during  this 
period  the  work  has  gone  on  better  than  usual.  She  thankfully 
reports  an  increased  interest,  and  a  much  greater  proportional 
increase  in  the  offerings  than  ever  before.

The  Diocesan  officers  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  met  at  Christ  Church  Chapel,  Thursday 
morning,  May  13th,  1909.

The 
Auxiliary  officers  wish  to  encourage  the  Branches  to  give  freely 
to  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte,  Mrs.  Van 
Landingham,  sent  in  her  resignation  and  it  was  accepted  with 
regrets.  Miss  Laura  Orr  of  Charlotte  was  nominated  in  her 
place.  Mrs.  M.  A.  Bland,  Secretary  of  the  Junior  Branch  for 
the  Convocation  of  Charlotte  being  compelled  to  resign  her  posi- 
tion, Mrs.  J.  T.  Bennett,  has  been  requested  to  take  that  office.

MINUTES. 

The  twenty-Seventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary of  the  Diocese  of  Xorth  Carolina  was  held  in  the  Chapel 
of  Christ  Church,  Kaleigh,  at  10  o'clock,  May  14th,  1909. 

After  singing  the  Jubilee  hymn,  the  Bishop  in  a  few  words 
welcomed  the  women,  thanlred  them  for  the  help  of  the  past 
year,  and  wished  them  God  speed. 

Roll  call  being  postponed  till  the  afternoon,  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  officers  were  read. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  followed,  showing  most  grati- 
fying work.  The  inci'ease  over  last  year's  offering  being  $312.71. 
xigain  she  urged  the  importance  of  sending  all  money  through 
her,  as  offerings  sent  direct  to  the  missionaries  could  not  be  re- 
ported by  her,  and  often  occassioned  much  inconvenience. 

The  Secretary  then  stated,  that  as  the  President  had  been 
out  of  the  Diocese  most  of  the  time,  and  she  herself  prevented 
by  illness  from  taking  much  active  part  in  the  work  since  Oc- 
tober, the  burden  had  fallen  upon  the  Treasurer,  and  she  there- 
fore moved  that  her  report  be  received  with  thanks.  This  was 
carried  by  a  rising  vote. 

Mrs.  Lewis,  Secretary  for  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh,  re- 
ported faithful  work,  but  urged  that  the  otiice  be  given  to  young 
women — women  of  earnestness  and  enthusiasm,  who  would  give 
themselves  to  the  work. 

.  A  letter  was  received  from  Mrs.  Winston  regretting  that  ill 
health  had  prevented  active  work,  and  expressing  regret  that  she 
could  not  be  with  us.  Her  absence  was  a  great  disappointment 
to  us  but  we  earnestly  hope  that  she  will  soon  be  able  to  resume 
her  duties. 

It  was  announced  that  both  Secretaries  of  the  Convocation 
of  Charlotte  had  been  obliged  to  resign.  Mr?.  Bennett,  who 
had  succeeded  Mrs.  Bland  as  Secretary  of  the  Juniors  in  the 
Convocation  of  Charlotte,  sent  her  report  as  she  was  detained  at 
home  by  illness.  She  asked  for  sympathy  and  co-operation  in 
the  work  of  the  Juniors,  and  urged  the  claims  of  Hamlet.  It 
was  moved  that  a  note  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Bennett  expressing  our 
sympathy  and  regret  at  her  absence.  The  Secretary  of  the 
United  Offering  reported  gratifying  interest  although  thirteen 
branches  had  made  no  report.  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  is  the 
banner  branch  in  contributions  to  this  object. 

Miss  Cameron,  Librarian  of  the  C.  P.  C.  made  a  most  earn- 
est appeal  for  books  and  magazines.  Miss  Addie  Smith  urged 
that  each  member  of  the  Auxiliary  give  at  least  twenty-five 
cents  a  year  to  this  work. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  in  the  Convocation 
of  Raleigh  made  a  most  encouraging  report  showing  the  average 
gifts  of  the  Juniors   to  be   $1.00,    the  interest  increasing,  and 
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the  prospects  for  the  coming  year  cheering.  Good  work  was 
done  by  the  branch  in  Oxford  which  was  not  reported. 

Mrs.  Bennett,  the  new  Secretary  for  the  Convocation  of 
Charlotte,  emphasized  of  the  importance  of  securing  good  lead- 
ers, and  asked  the  co-operation  of  parents. 

Mrs.  Spruill,  Secretary  of  the  Babies'  Branch  in  the  Con- 
vocation of  Raleigh,  made  a  touching  and  beautiful  appeal  to 
the  mothers,  and  reported  the  satisfactory  condition  and  splendid 
work  done  by  the  baby  helpers  of  the  Auxiliary. 

The  report  from  the  Babies  of  th'e  Convocation  of  Charlotte 
showed  that  they,  too,  were  keeping  up  with  the  forward  move- 
ment, the  last  year's  work  being  the  best  they  have  ever  done. 

The  revised  pledge  list  as  recommended  by  the  Diocesan 
officers  was  then  read.  As  the  Auxiliary  had  paid  the  Bishop 
more  than  the  amount  promised,  it  was  suggested  that  the 
offerings  of  the  day  be  used  to  purchase  a  tablet  to  be  put  into 
the  Jubilee  Memorial  Chapel  at  Selma.  This  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

The  Junior  branches  of  Raleigh  were  called  upon  for  their 
reports.  Mrs.  Iredell  reported  for  Christ  Church.  The  branch 
in  Henderson  showed  good  work  and  excellent  methods.  An 
offering  was  taken  for  the  tablet  to  be  placed  in  the  Church  in 
Selma,  amounting  to  $27.62  including  the  Communion  Alms 
of  the  morning. 

After  noonday  prayer  by  Mrs  Wilkes,  the  meeting  adjourned 
to  the  Church  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Secretary.  This  was 
read  before  the  Convention  by  Rev.  Francis  Osborne,  and  showed 
steady,  satisfac'ory  growth,  notwithstanding  her  difficulties  and 
disadvantages  of  the  year.  The  women's  hearts  are  in  the  work. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Battle,  the  thanks  of  the  Convention 
were  given  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Junior  Auxiliary  and 
the  Babies'  Branch  for  their  work  of  the  past  year. 

At  four  o'clock  the  Auxiliary  assembled  in  afternoon  ses- 
sion. The  report  of  the  Juniors  of  the  Good  Shepherd  was  then 
read.

The  Junior  Auxiliary  of  the  Good  Shepherd  then  made  its 
report.  Mrs.  Cheshire  then  presented  for  the  consideration  of 
the  women,  the  inscription  written  by  the  Bishop  for  the  tablet 
for  the  Church  in  Selma.     Mrs.  Wilkes  stated  that  the  Bishop 
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had  suggested  that  as  only  the  larger  parishes  were  able  to  enter- 
tain both  the  Convention  and  the  Auxiliary,  the  women,  should 
consider  the  advisability  of  the  Auxiliary  meeting  with  the  Con- 
vocations of  Raleigh  and  Charlotte  in  rotation.  After  discus- 
sion, it  was  moved  by  Miss  Bailey  that  the  matter  be  postponed 
for  another  year,  that  it  may  be  ascertained  what  the  whole 
Auxiliary  desire. 

Mr.  Nash  came  in  at  this  point  to  thank  the  women  for  the 
help  they  had  given  to  St.  Mary's,  Speed,  and  prefaced  his  re- 
marks by  saying  he  hoped  the  women  would  continue  to  meet 
with  the  Convention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Owens  then  thanked  the  Auxiliary  for  the  aid 
they  had  given  to  the  mission  at  Spring  Hope  and  asked  their 
continued  interest.  The  Archdeacon  of  the  Raleigh  Convoca- 
tion then  spoke  of  the  work  in  Clayton. 

Rev.  Mr.  Berkley  made  an  earnest  appeal  for  the  work  at 
Walnut  Cove  and  at  Mayodan.  An  offering  of  $14.05  was  taken 
for  Mr.  Berkeley's  work  at  Walnut  Cove.  It  was  then  announced 
that  the  Auxiliary  had  been  invited  to  visit  St.  Augustine's 
gchool   with  the  members  of  the  Convention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Hoover  spoke  of  the  important  work  which  he  is 
doing  at  Spray,  and  bespoke  for  it  the  interest  of  the  Auxiliary. 
Miss  McKimmon  reported  the  work  of  the  Juniors  at  St. 
Mary's  School.  It  was  then  moved  and  cai'ried  th  )t  a  collection 
be  taken  for  moving  the  Church  at  Walnut  Cove.  This  col- 
lection amounted  to  $11.50. 

The  Secretary  then  expressed  the  thanks  of  all  the  dele- 
gates for  the  many  courtesies  and  the  unbounded  hospitality 
shown  us  by  the  congregations  of  Raleigh. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned.

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NINETEENTH   ANNUAL    REPORT    OF   THE    CHURCH 
PERIODICAL  CLUB  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF  N.  C. 

I  wish  I  was  submitting  a  more  eucoiiraging  Report  of  the 
Church  Periocical  Club.  It  reminds  me  of  the  Valley  of  Dry 
Bones,  and  that  I  am  in  no  sense  an  Ezekiel  :  I  cannot  reani- 
mate it,  try  I  ever  so  faithfully!  In  March  I  wrote  a  personal 
letter  to  all  of  the  Librarians  asking  for  some  account  of  their 
work  during  the  past  three  years.  This  was  more  to  feel  the 
pulse  of  the  work  than  to  obtain  statistics.  Eight  out  of  the 
seventeen  replied.  One  to  resign  what  she  says  has  been  a  nom- 
inal office,  only,  for  several  years;  three  to  report  a  practical 
suspension  of  all  work;  and  the  other  four  showed  earnestness, 
faithfulness,  and  more  or  less  work  accomplished. 

I  then  wrote  to  all  of  the  clergy  in  the  diocese  in  whose 
parishes  we  have  no  Librarian,  asking  that  one  be  appointed. 

There  are  seventeen  of  them  also.  Rev.  Mr.  Bost,  of  Durham, 
replied  at  once  making  a  very  efficient  appointment.  Rev.  Mr. 
Cocke,  of  Winston-Salem,  gave  an  address  to  which  I  wrote,  so 
far  without  I'esults;  Rev.  Mr.  London,  of  Ijouisburg,  could  find 
no  one  who  would  take  the  work;  and  Rev.  Mr.  Ogilby,  of  Bur- 
lington, was  in  like  helpless  case. 

The  ren:iaining  thirteen  (unlucky  number!)  are  still  to  be 
heard  from. 

As  the  case  now  stands,  we  have  twelve  parishes  in  which 
there  is  a  C.  P.  C  Librarian,  viz : — St.  Matthew's,  Hillsboro; 
Christ  Chui'ch,  Raleigh;  St.  Paul's,  Monroe;  Trinity,  Scotland 
Neck;  St.  Andrew's,  and  St.  Barnabas,  Greensboro;  All  Saint's, 
Concord;  St.  Peter's,  Charlotte;  Calvary,  Wadesboro;  and  Coolee- 
mee  Mission,  Davison  County;  and  at  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh, 
but  St.  Mary's  sent  out  only  money,  so  far  as  last  year's  work  is 
reported.     - 

We  are  sending  out  regularly,  (at  leastl  hope  so)  eighty- 
two  (82)  current  periodicals;  have  given  away  six  (6)  prayer 
books  and  hymnals;  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  tracts  and 
catechisms;  one  box  of  miscellaneous  reading  matter,  and  one 
thousand  and  twenty-eight  (1,028)  odd  numbers  of  magazines  and 
papers. 

The  money  reported  to  me  as  sent  by  the  parish  branches 
and  the  Librarians  is  $27.75,  besides  $6.00  from  the  Junior  Aux- 
iliary at  St.  Mary's  School;  and  $1.00  from  St.  Matthew's,  Jun- 
ior Auxiliary,  Hillsboro,  a  total  of  $34.75.  I  wish  I  knew  how 
to  awaken  the  interest  of  the  good,  kind  women  of  the  church 
to  a  realization  of  the  value,  necessity,  importance  and  merciful- 
ness of  the  work  done  by  the  Church  Periodical  Club. 

I'here  are  so  many,  so  very  many  people,  who,  but  for  its 
most  merciful  ministry,  would  be  absolutely  deprived  of  the 
pleasure  of  a  new  book  or  magazine. 
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There  are  1,616  clergymen  and  4,677  lay  people  who  are 
recipients  of  the  literature  distributed  by  the  C.  P.  0.  and  I  know 
personally  of  more  families  than  1  like  to  think  of  who  are 
wholly  dependent  upon  it  for  every  periodical  that  they  see. 

I  knew  of  one  copy  of  the  Churchman,  sent  regularly  to  a 
Missionary  on  the  Western  frontier  that  travelled  afterwards  a 
oii'cuit  of  five  hundred  miles  and  reached  fifty  other  families. 

I  knew  of  a  woman  out  West,  who  cried  for  joy  when  a  box 
that  was  sent  to  her  contained  nothing  but  books  and  magazines, 
tho'  she  needed  other  things  badly  enough. 

I  knew  of  one  copy  of  the  Review  of  Reviews  that  went  into 
three  states  and  seven  families.  I  could  multiply  instances  like 
these,  but  surely  these  will  suffice. 

Some  of  the  letters  written  to  the  Central  office  ai-e  so  full 
of  gratitude  and  joy  that  it  positively  hurts  you  to  think  how 
great  the  privation  has  been;  and  how  many  more  there  are  in 
like  case,  who  are  receiving  nothing! 

"My  brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be." 

The  need  is  so  great,  and  it  costs  so  little,  both  of  time  and 
money  to  supply  it  that  it  seems  to  me  if  once  good  women 
could  but  realize  it,  they  would  feel  ashamed  to  let  a  magazine 
stay  in  iheir  houses  aftei*  it  has  been  read. 

To  many  of  us  the  hunger  for  books  is  as  real  as  the 
hunger  for  bread.  Indeed,  I  have  known  the  time  when  I  would 
have  traded  off  the  bread  for  the  book  most  joyfully.  Can't  we, 
and  won't  we  do  more  than  we  have  ever  yet  done? 

The  need  is  so  real,  and  as  wide  spread  as  the  Church  itself. 
We  have  the  means  to  supply  it  right  at  hand  in  our  homes. 
Shall  it  go  longer  unsupplied?

A  MESSAGE  TO  THE  HOTHERS. 

Behold  in  reverence  the  great  things  Cod  has  caused  to  grow 
from  the  giving  of  a  baby's  penny,  the  prattle  of  a  childish  prayer! 

A  famous  painter  has  thrown  upon  the  canvas,  to  live 
through  ail  the  ages,  a  wonderful  picture  of  Christ  seated  in  the 
midst  of  a  group  of  little  children, — the  picture  illustrating  the 
Master's  tender  words,  "Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto 
me,  and  forbid  them  not."  The  group  is  gazing  reverently  into 
the  Divine  face,  while  one  little  child  in  an  ecstasy  of  loving 
worship,  has  seized  the  hem  of  His  garment,  and  is  kissing  it 
with  the  rapture  of  faith.

Let  the  sponsors  of  every  babe  that  is  baptized  enroll  the 
name  of  their  God  child  in  this  department  of  missionary  work. 
Let  the  child's  interest  be  kept  sweet  and  fresh  and  abiding  bv 
the  knowledge  that  it  has  an  individual  activity  in  the  spread  of 
the  Kingdom,  and  that  its  tiny  hands  are  helping  to  speed  for- 
ward the  church  of  the  most  High  God! 

The  Memorial  Circle  of  the  Babies  Branch  especially  appeals 
to  many  a  sorrowing  heart,  mourning  the  absence  of  some  loved 
one. 

Who  can  judge  of  the  benefits  which  will  arise  when  all  of 
Christ's  little  ones,  those  of  the  church  militant  with  those  of 
the  church  at  rest,  are  bound  together,  working  to  bring  into 
the  fold  of  the  Good  Shepherd  their  heathen  brothers  and  sis- 
ters.

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FOURTEENTH   ANNUAL   REPORT   OF  THE  BARIES' 
BRANCH,  CONVOCATION  OF  CHARLOTTE. 

My  Dear  Little  Helpers: 

I  come  to  day  to  lay  before  you  the  result  of  your  last  year's 
work,  the  best  year's  work  that  you  and  I  have  ever  done  together. 

From  nearly  two  hundred  babies,  representing  foui'teen 
parishes,  has  come  $108.02. 

The  tables  show  just  where  the  money  came  from,  and  where 
it  has  gone.  I  wish  to  speak  only  on  a  few  points.  Thirteen 
years  years  ago,  the  Diocesan  Babies'  Branch  was  established 
with  one  object  in  view,  the  support  and  traininoj  of  a  Japanese- 
orphan  girl  Much,  very  much,  besides  this  has  been  accom- 
plished, and  now  Mr.  Ishii  writes  that  this  scholarship  will  be 
completed  in  one  year  more — that  "little  Tuka"  will  soon  be  able 
bo  teach  or  nurse  in  this  same  Christian  home.  What  a  blessed 
work  the  babies  of  North  Carolina  have  been  permitted  to  do — a 
work  whose  influences  will  go  on  and  on  through  Eternity. 

The  memorial  gifts  go  again  to  little  Carrie  May  Cochran, 
the  brown-eyed  baby  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage. 

During  the  year  two  little  babies  have  passed  into  the  para- 
dise of  God — baby  boys  of  two  of  our  faithful  parish  secretaries. 

St.  Peter's  Infant  Class  again  sent  their  pennies  to  a  sick 
child  under  the  care  of  Miss  Hicks  at  Manila.  Miss  Hicks,  you 
know,  was  herself  once  a  North  Carolina  baby,  and  so  we  love 
to  help  her  in  her  work  in  the  far  away  Philippines. 

And  then  this  Class  gave  a  Christmas  tree  to  one  of  the 
missions  of  Charlotte,  the  value  of  the  gifts  being  $7.70. 

And  now,  without  forgetting  any  of  our  old  friends,  we 
have  taken  up  a  new  work.  $14.00  has  been  })ut  into  the  Sav- 
ings Bank,  the  beginning  of  a  fund  to  buy  a  Font  for  the  church 
in  Hamlet.  Do  you  not  think  it  would  be  a  beautiful  thing  for 
the  babies  of  this  Convocation  to  have  this  Font  ready  for  the 
Church  when  it  shall  be  built?  To  do  this  we  need  every  one 
of  you  and  many  new  members,  and  every  one  must  remember 
the  penny  every  Sunday.  This  is  not  a  big  thing  I  am  asking, 
but  if  it  be  done,  and  every  penny  given  with  baby's  prayer,  the 
result  will  be — perhaps  not  a  larger  sum  of  money,  but  it  will 
be  the  biggest  work  and  the  most  blessed  work  that  you  have 
ever  done.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


Article  I.  The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  The 
North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the 
Board  of  Missions. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  society  is  threefold— viz  :— 
Prayer  for  Missions,  Study  of  Missions  and  Work  for 
Missions. 

Art.  III.  The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows, a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
four  Con  vocational  Secretaries;  two  Secretaries  and  Treas- 
urers for  the  Juniors  and  two  for  the  Babies'  Branch;  Sec- 
retaries for  the  United  Offering,  and  Church  Periodical 
Club. 

Art.  IV.  All  the  women  of  the  Church  are,  by  bap- 
tism, entitled  to  be  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
and  this  active  membership  shall  be  recognized  by  annual 
contributions  to  the  Cenrtal  Fund. 

Art.  V.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  this 
society;  time  and  place  to  be  decided  by  the  executive  board. 

Art.  VI.  The  Diocesan  officers  constitute  the  execu- 
tive board  and,  under  the  Bishop,  direct  the  work  of  this 
Branch  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Art.  VII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  any  Annual  Meeting. 


BY-LAWS. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  meet- 
ings, preside  over  them,  and  have  general  oversight  of  the 
whole  work. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-President  to  act  in 
the  absence  of  the  President. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  society;  to  prepare  for  the  Bishop 
and  the  Diocesan  Convention  an  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
of  the  Auxiliary  and  to  have  printed  for  circulation  a  report 
of  the  work  and  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
moneys  and  disburse  the  same. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Con  vocational  Secretaries 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  existing  branches  and  to  form 
new  ones. 


6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaries  and  Treas- 
urers of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  and  of  the  Babies'  Branch  to 
have  the  oversight  of  the  work  in  their  Branch;  to  receive 
all  moneys  and  pay  out  the  same  by  April  15th;  and  to  send 
an  annual  report  to  the  Secretary, 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  for  the  United 
Offering  to  arouse  interest  in  the  fund  by  correspondence 
and  the  circulation  of  literature. 

8.  All  moneys  shall  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  Treas- 
urer; the  last  payments  to  be  made  not  later  than  the  15th 
of  April.

As  the  Secretary  was  prevented  last  year  from 
making  her  Report  she  has  been  requested  to  embody  the 
work  of  both  years  in  the  present  one. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  marked  by  a  great  wave 
of  missionary  enthusiasm  which  has  swept  over  the  whole 
Christian  world.  As  our  Report  shows  a  steady  increase 
in  Offerings  and  Membership  we  trust  that  the  women  of 
our  Branch  of  the  Auxiliary  have  caught  the  enthusiasm. 

The  great  Triennial  Meeting  in  Cincinnati,  in  which 
we  took  part,  was  another  stimulus  to  our  zeal.  The  death 
of  our  beloved  United  Offering  Secretary,  Miss  Adelaide 
Smith,  just  before  this  meeting  made  the  beautiful  United 
Offering  service  even  more  solemn  and  impressive  than 
usual.

Your  Secretary  has  spent  some  time  in  visiting  and 
addressing  the  different  Branches;  in  reviving  small 
Branches  in  Mission  Stations,  and  in  forming  new  ones. 
For  several  weeks  at  a  time  she  has  worked  in  the  mill 
towns  of  our  Diocese ;  especially  in  the  new  Mission  of  Spray, 
which,  at  present,  show  s  most  encouraging  signs  of  grov/th. 
If  the  Missionary  in  charge  can  only  have  the  earnest  sup- 
port of  our  members  we  shall  have  there  another  proof  of 
what  great  things  the  Church  can  accomplish  in  our  most 
important  mill  towns. 


Another  work  which  touches  our  hearts  is  that  being 
done  by  the  Rector  of  St.  Philips,  Durham,  among  the 
Deaf  Mutes.  We  have  contributed  during  the  past  year 
towards  the  support  of  his  lay  worker  and  interpreter;  and 
the  good  results  from  her  work  will  justify  us  in  increasing 
our  contributions  during  the  coming  year. 

We  have  endeavored  to  show  by  our  offerings  the 
thankfulness  we  feel  that  three  members  of  our  Branch  are 
laboring  in  distant  Mission  fields:  in  the  Philippines,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Shanghai  and  in  the  Diocese  of  Hankow.  With 
our  offering  has  gone  our  prayer  that  others  of  us  may  fol- 
low their  example. 

One  of  the  most  attractive  features  of  our  work  for 
the  past  two  years  has  been  the  formation  of  branches  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  composed  of  girls  too  old  for  the 
Junior  Department.  In  most  of  our  larger  parishes  there 
are  a  number  of  girls  and  young  married  women  who  feel 
too  old  for  the  Juniors  and  too  young  for  the  regular  parish 
Branch,  managed  by  their  mothers  and  aunts;  and  who 
consequently  belong  to  neither.  The  formation  of  these 
young  branches  is,  comparatively,  a  new  departure;  but 
the  result  of  our  experiment  has  been  most  encouraging. 
It  will  help  us,  too,  to  realize  the  ideal  for  which  we  strive:— 
to  have  the  infant,  the  child,  the  maiden,  the  woman,  all 
united  in  one  great  Missionary  Body— a  mighty  force  in 
the  present  day  effort  to  take  the  world  for  Christ.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  DIOCESAN 
OFFICERS. 

The  Diocesan  Officers  of  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of 
the  Woman *s  Auxiliary  met  in  the  Rectory  of  the  Church 
of  the  Good  Shepherd,  on  the  morning  of  May  18th. 
The  following  were  present : 
Mrs.  Wilkes,  President, 
Miss  Bailey,  Vice-President, 
Miss  Cheshire,  Secretary, 
Mrs.  Blair,  Treasurer, 
Miss  Hairston,  Treasurer  United  Offering, 
Miss  Bunn  from  the  Juniors, 
Mrs.  Spruill  from  the  Babies'  Branch. 
The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Miss  Cheshire. 
The  first  business  related  to  the  filling  of  vacancies  in 
the  list  of  Diocesan  Officers.     Since  the  last  meeting  our 
beloved  Secretary  of  the  United  Offering  has  gone  to  her 
reward,  and  her  successor,  Miss  Ruth  Hairston,  met  with 
us  for  the  first  time  as  a  Diocesan  Officer.     We  also  wel- 
comed Miss  Bessie  Bunn  as  a  new  Junior  Officer.     Mrs. 
Winston's  suggestion,  by  letter,  that  a  new  Con  vocational 
Secretary  be  appointed  in  her  place  was  met  with  a  motion 
that  she  be  urged  to  continue  in  office. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  officers  agreed  to 
accept  Miss  Cameron's  resignation  as  Correspondent  of  the 
C.  P.  C.  on  account  of  ill  health;  and  it  was  earnestly  hoped 
that  a  successor  be  found  who  would  prove  equally  zealous 
and  faithful. 

Mrs.  Bennett's  resignation  was  accepted  with  very 
great  regret.  Mrs.  John  Gibble,  of  Burlington,  was  chosen 
her  successor  as  Junior  Secretary  in  the  Convocation  of 
Charlotte— her  name  to  be  submitted  to  the  Bishop. 

A  revision  of  the  Pledge  List  was  then  taken  up  and 

two  important  objects  added  to  the  list;  work  among  the 

prisoners  at  the  State  Farm,  in  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh; 

and  the  Mission  at  Spray,  in  the  Convocation  of  Charlotte. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 
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MINUTES. 

The  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  was  held  in  the  Opera  House  in  Rocky  Mount. 
It  was  opened  on  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  May  18th,  by 
the  singing  of  a  hymn  and  prayer  by  the  President. 

A  cordial  greeting  was  given  the  women  by  Mrs. 
Bunn,  President  of  the  Rocky  Mount  Branch,  which  was 
responded  to  by  Mrs.  Wilkes. 

The  minutes  of  last  year's  meeting  were  read  by  Miss 
Cheshire;  also  the  minutes  of  the  Diocesan  Officers  Meet- 
ing which  had  taken  place  that  morning.  She  then  made 
a  short  talk  to  the  women  present  saying  how  very  happy 
we  felt  at  having  with  us  our  beloved  President,  who 
seemed  to  grow  a  little  younger  each  year.  She  also  thanked 
the  members  for  their  prayer  and  sympathy  in  her  late 
illness;  and  for  their  generous  contribution  which  had 
enabled  both  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  to  attend  the 
Triennial  Meeting  in  Cincinnati.  She  told  how  a  resolution 
of  respect  had  been  passed  at  the  meeting  for  our  lamented 
Secretary  of  the  United  Offering,  Miss  Adelaide  Smith. 

The  reports  of  Diocesan  Officers  followed.  The  Treas- 
urer's report  was  encouraging  showing  a  steady  increase 
in  offerings.  She  urged  upon  the  branches  the  importance 
of  raising  the  money  for  the  endowment  of  the  bed  at  St. 
Agnes  Hospital  and  of  increasing  the  amount  paid  towards 
'The  Annie  Cheshire  Fund;"  suggesting  that  each  of  the 
tsrong  branches  give  $25  towards  this  fund.  As  she  is  our 
Jubilee  Offering,  Mrs.  Blair  thought  it  our  duty  and  privi- 
lege to  make  this  fund  large  enough  for  her  support.  A 
discussion  of  the  St.  Agnes  Hospital  Endowment  Fund 
followed  and  Mrs.  Hunter  was  asked  to  supply  branches 
with  information  before  the  month  of  November,  when  a 
special  collection  will  be  made. 

The  Secretary  of  the  United  Offering  made  her  first 
report  and  followed  it  by  a  motion  :  *  'That  our  Next  United 
Offering  in  1913  be  a  memorial  to  Miss  Adelaide  Smith. ' ' 
This  was  carried  by  a  rising  vote.  She  also  moved  that 
our  corporate  Communion  Service  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
should  hereafter  be  made  an  annual  Diocesan  United  Offer- 
ing Service.  After  much  discussion  upon  the  motion  it  was 
decided  that  the  Bishop  and  the  United  Offering  Secretary 
should  confer  upon  this  subject;  the  latter  to  report  upon 
it  at  the  meeting  next  day. 

The  report  of  the  Correspondent  of  the  Church  Period- 
ical Club  was  read  by  the  Secretary. 

Miss  Bunn  made  her  first  report  as  Secretary  of  the 
Juniors  in  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh;  and  the  report  of 
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Mrs.  Bennett  from  the  Charlotte  Convocation  v/as  read  by 
the  Secretary,  who  also  read  the  report  of  Mrs.  Smith,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Babies^  Branch  in  the  same  convocation 
and  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Smith  to  .the  babies.  Mrs.  Spruill 
reported  for  the  babies  in  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh  and 
her  message  was  for  the  mothers  of  the  babies. 

After  the  formal  reports  were  made  the  remainder  of 
the  time  was  given  for  discussion  and  for  short  talks  by 
the  missionaries  present.  The  women  were  urged  to  attend 
some  of  the  Jubilee  Meetings  of  the  Women's  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society.  Mrs.  Hunter  was  called  upon  to  speak  of 
the  work  at  St.  Agnes  Hospital,  Miss  Tillinghast  of  the 
Mission  to  Deaf  Mutes  and  Miss  Riddle,  our  United  Offer- 
ing worker  at  Spray,  of  her  work  among  the  children  there. 
Rev.  Wm.  Gordon  was  called  upon  and  he  give  a  most 
interesting  account  of  the  work  in  the  mill  town  of  Spray 
which  he  has  lately  had  in  charge,  of  the  first  baptisms  and 
confirmations  in  the  Church,  of  the  fine  Sunday  School  and 
good  vested  choir.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  talk  an  offer- 
ing of  $25  was  made  for  his  work.  Mr.  Gordon  then  pro- 
nounced the  benediction  and  the  meeting  adjourned  until 
next  morning.

As  the  name  of  each  parish  branch  was  called  the  del- 
egates from  that  branch  had  the  opportunity  of  speaking 
a  few  words  about  their  work  and  giving  suggestions  as  to 
the  best  methods  to  be  adopted  for  work  in  the  future.  Miss 
Hairston  reported  the  Bishop  in  favor  of  holding  our  early 
Communion  service  as  a  United  Offering  Service;  and  the 
motion  to  make  it  such  was  carried  by  a  large  majority. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Emery  was  read  asking  that  each 
Diocesan  Branch  vote  on  the  subject  of  its  Annual  Report 
to  the  General  Secretary;  shall  it  include  all  such  work  as 
has  been  reported  in  the  past;  or  only  that  money  which 
actually  passed  through  her  hands.  After  the  vote  was 
taken  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  let  Miss  Emery  know 
that  the  Auxiliary  of  our  diocese  wished  to  continue  the 
Report  as  heretofore.  The  subject  of  the  St.  Agnes  Hos- 
pital Endowment  Fund  being  again  taken  up,  the  motion 
was  made  and  carried  that  the  amount  which  we  still  owe 
towards  this  fund  be  divided  up  and  apportioned  to  the 
different  branches.      Two  prominent  visitors  were  then 
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called  to  the  platform  and  introduced  to  the  meeting-.  Miss 
Collier,  Diocesan  Secretary  of  East  Carolina  who  give  us 
a  few  words  of  greeting  from  her  branch,  and  Miss  Parker 
of  Tarborough,  one  of  our  oldest  members,  who  in  the 
temporary  absence  of  the  President,  read  the  noonday 
prayer  for  missions. 

Before  adjourning  to  the  Church  to  hear  the  Secre- 
tary's Report  read  before  the  Convention  assembled,  it 
was  moved  that  this  Report  be  used  as  the  subject  of  one 
meeting  of  the  parish  branches  during  the  year;  so  that 
they  may  know  just  how  the  work  is  advancing  and  what 
we  are  doing  as  a  whole.

A  most  interesting  meeting  was  held  in  the  afternoon 
in  the  Opera  House  when  Rev.  Mr.  Bost  told  us  of  the 
Deaf  Mute  Mission  in  Durham  and  Mr.  le  Blanc  told  of  the 
work  he  had  been  doing  among  the  Prisoners  at  the  State 
Farm. 

Then  the  Bishop  introduced  the  Mystery  Play  which 
was  to  follow  by  telling*  of  the  origin  of  these  plays  in  the 
past,  and  of  the  good  which  they  might  accomphsh  at  the 
present  time.  This  beautiful  play,  '*The  Little  Pilgrims 
and  the  Book  Beloved,''  was  given  under  the  management 
of  the  Diocesan  Secretary,  assisted  by  members  of  the  Sun- 
day School,  parish  and  choir  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd. It  showed  the  glories  of  the  Christian  religion  and 
the  beauties  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and  wound  up  with  a 
stirring  Missionary  appeal  to  every  one  present.  As  the 
characters  in  the  play  marched  out  '  'To  take  the  World  for 
Christ"  the  whole  audience  arose  and  joined  with  them  in 
singing  the  recessional  hymn, 

"O  Sion  haste  Thy  Mission  hig-h  fulfilling- 
To  tell  to  all  the  world  that  God  is  light," 

which  closed  the  meeting.

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TWENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHURCH 

PERIODICAL  CLUB  IN  THE  DIOCESE  OF 

NORTH  CAROLINA 

Mrs.  John  R.  Wilkes, 

President  Woman's  Auxiliary, 

My  Dear  Madam : 

In  submitting  this,  the  twenty-first  annual  report  of 
the  Church  Periodical  Club,  I  am  deeply  grieved  to  have  to 
say  that  it  is  a  record  of  practical  failure.  The  women  of 
the  diocese  take  very  little  interest  in  this  branch  of  the 
auxiliary  work. 

On  April  20th  I  sent  out  fifteen  blank  reports  to  the 
Librarians  who  had  not  sent  in  resignations  with  an  urgent 
written  request  that  they  should  be  returned  to  me  by  May 
1st,  and  the  recipient  state  if  she  was  still  acting  as  the 
Librarian  of  the  parish,  as  the  information  was  very 
important  and  had  been  asked  for  by  the  headquarters 
office. 

Of  these  fifteen  reports  only  four  were  returned  to  me 

They  came  from  St.  Barnabas,  Greensboro;  St.  Mat- 
thew's, Hillsboro;  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  and  Advance. 
A  card  was  received  May  10th  from  Chapel  Hill,  saying  the 
Librarian  had  failed  to  arouse  any  interest  in  the  work; 
the  people  seem  to  send  their  reading  matter  to  their  friends. 

From  the  report  submitted  I  compute  the  following 
figures : 

We  are  sending  out  regularly  64  periodicals,  and  have 
sent  out  1  gospel,  1  copy  of  the  Psalms,  1  Testament,  12 
books,  200  odd  numbers  of  magazines,  50  Christmas  cards, 
two  barrels  of  reading  matter,  and  contributed  $22.40  in 
money. 

There  are  nearly  18,000  persons  whose  reading  is  sup- 
plied by  the  C.  P.  C.  as  individuals.  Now  many  more  read 
what  is  thus  sent  out— God  only  can  tell.  There  is  no  work 
we  do  that  is  the  source  of  so  much  pleasure  and  helpful- 
ness, and  that  costs  so  little  in  time  and  money.  I  know  a 
woman  who  sends  away  19  periodicals  in  the  course  of  the 
month  and  the  time  it  requires  is  less  than  one  hour. 

I  know  a  child  who  through  the  reading  of  a  book  sent 
out  by  the  C.  P.  C.  daily  grows  in  grace  and  sweetness  by 
trying  to  become  like  a  child  described  therein.  We  call 
these  things  chance.  But  are  they  ?  Are  they  not  in  the 
place  of  the  great  Master  Builder  ? 

To  me  they  are,  and  I  beseech  you  each  one,  who  hears 
or  reads  these  words  of  mine  to  pray  earnestly  to  our  Father 
in  Heaven  that  He  will  awaken  an  interest  in  this  work

throughout  the  diocese,  in  every  parish,  in  every  family  so 
that  they  may  bring  forth  fruit  and  bring  it  forth  abund- 
antly. And  that  we  may  all  gladly  share  our  much  or  our 
little  with  those,  who,  thro  His  dispensation  have  less,  or 
have  none. 

Very  often  it  is  none,  and  you  may  take  my  word  for 
it  that  the  hunger  for  books  is  as  keen  and  real  as  the  hun- 
ger for  bread. 

And  moreover,  what  we  are  asked  to  give  is  what  is 
really  no  longer  of  any  use  to  ourselves,  and  simply  in  our 
own  way  if  we  keep. 

The  average  households  have  no  room  for  the  accumu- 
lation of  magazines  and  papers.  To  get  them  out  of  the 
way  is  a  great  relief. 

Therefore  when  we  send  them  to  others  we  have  ben- 
efitted ourselves  as  well. 

Will  not  the  representation  of  every  parish  branch  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  make  a  hearty  effort  when  she 
returns  to  her  parish  to  have  a  librarian  appointed  for  the 
C.  P.  C.  work,  and  at  once  report  the  same  to  me  ? 

Letters  to  the  Clergy  and  to  the  Presidents  generally 
remain  unnoticed.  Personal  appeal  is  the  irresistible  force 
and  since  by  the  providence  of  God  I  cannot  personally 
attend  these  meetings  I  beg  you  each  one,  to  do  my  will 
instead,  and  speak  for  me  in  behalf  of  this  most  blessed 
and  merciful  work.

But  I  am  not  writing  to  tell  you  what  we  have  not 
done,  but  to  show  you  what  has  been  accomplished. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Ishii,  thanking  us  for  our  last  year's 
gift,  expresses  pleasant  surprise  that  we  have  continued 
our  gifts,  since  our  scholarship  has  been  completed. 

But  as  his  beautiful  self-sacrifice,  and  the  pressing 
needs  of  his  work  called  the  Babies'  Branch  into  being  in 
our  Diocese,  I  trust  the  Little  Helpers  of  North  Carolina 
will  always  give  their  loving  support  to  Holy  Trinity  Orph- 
anage, Tokyo, 

Bishop  Horner  writes,  that  in  sending  their  gifts  to  the 
Valle  Crucis  School,  the  Babies  are  helping  a  good  work; 
and  could  you  visit  this  beautiful  mountain  spot  and  see 
the  lovely  Christmas  home,  the  care  and  training  given 
these  girls,  I  am  sure  you  would  want  to  send  the  Bishop 
more  than  the  four  hundred  pennies  which  went  to  him 
this  year. 

Mrs.  Hunter  wrote  us  of  her  needs  at  St.  Agnes'  Hos- 
pital, and  thanked  us  for  our  tiny  gift  to  her  big  work. 

The  birthday  pennies  from  St.  Peter's  Sunday  School, 
Charlotte,  were  sent  this  year  to  one  of  St.  Peter's  former 
Sunday  School  pupils,  who  is  now  doing  missionary  work 
in  a  hospital  in  Shanghai.  Miss  Hill  made  us  a  visit  last 
fall  and  told  this  class  of  her  work,  and  sang  some  of  their 
own  hymns  in  the  Chinese  language. 

The  memorial  gifts  go  as  usual  to  the  Thompson  Orph- 
anage. Our  latest  gift— the  Font  for  Hamlet  has  just  been 
accomplished.  When  the  Church  is  ready  a  pretty  white 
marble  Font  can  be  ordered.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  help  of  the  Babies  in  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh,  who 
sent  five  dollars  for  this. 

Would  it  not  be  a  beautiful  idea  for  the  Babies  of  the 
whole  Diocese  to  unite  in  placing  a  Font  in  some  Mission 
Church  every  few  years.  This  is  one  of  the  objects  accomp- 
lished by  the  united  v/ork  of  the  Babies.  Every  branch  in 
the  United  States  is  asked  to  give  one  dollar,  to  buy  one  or 
more  Fonts  for  Mission  Churches. 

And  now,  my  Babies,  I  will  say  good  bye,  trusting  that 
you  will  remember  the  great  good  that  can  be  done  by  the 
prayerful  giving  of  a  penny  every  Sunday  by  every  baby 
in  the  Convocation.
